The  Committee  on  Railways  and  Canals,  to  which  have  been  referred 
the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Railroad  Corporations,  report : — 

That  returns  have  been  made  by  thirty-five  corporations.  A  part  of 
these  returns  are  not  in  strict  compliance  with  the  statute  1846,  ch.  251, 
and  do  not  furnish  the  information  required.  Appended  to  this  report  is 
a  list  of  deaths  and  injuries  upon  the  several  roads,  so  far  as  the  returns 
exhibit  the  same. 

The  report  of  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  of  the  Western  Rail- 
road has  been  examined  and  believed  to  be  correct. 

The  committee  recommend  the  printing  of  two  thousand  copies  of 
these  papers.

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FIRST   ANNUAL   REPORT 


OF    THE 


BARRE  AND  WORCESTER  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  : 

The  directors  of  the  Barre  and  Worcester  Railroad  Company  can 
report  but  little  action  under  the  act  of  incorporation  of  that  company. 
Those  to  whom  the  charter  was  particularly  granted,  took  early  measures 
to  have  books  opened,  and  subscriptions  obtained  for  the  stock  in  said 
company.  It  was  found  that  many  of  the  warmest  friends  of  that  project, 
in  the  town  of  Worcester,  and  some  other  towns  in  that  vicinity,  were 
subscribers  for  stock  in  the  Providence  and  Worcester,  and  Worcester 
and  Nashua  Railroads;  and  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  suspend  the  ob- 
taining subscribers  until  the  opening  of  the  first-mentioned  road,  and  the 
payment  of  the  assessments  to  the  stock  in  the  last.  Soon  after  the  open- 
ing of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad  for  use,  the  books  were 
reopened  and  subscriptions  obtained,  and  the  company  has  been  organ- 
ized by  a  choice  of  officers.  The  recent  and  present  great  depression  in 
the  monetary  concerns  of  the  country,  has  prevented  so  large  a  subscrip- 
tion as  was  expected,  but  have  promises  of  a  liberal  increase.  During 
the  past  season,  surveys  and  examinations  have  been  made  for  the  pur- 
pose of  testing  the  correctness  of  former  surveys,  and  to  place  the  com- 
pany in  a  condition  to  commence  work  on  the  road  early  in  the  next 
season,  should  the  pecuniary  concerns  of  the  country  be  in  a  more  favor- 
able condition. 

No  assessments  have  been  made,  and  of  consequence  no  receipts  can 
be  reported ;  and  the  expenditures  have  been  paid  by  individuals  whose 
accounts  have  not  been  rendered.

Articles  of  agreement,  made  this  23d  day  of  June,  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-seven,  between  the  Berkshire  Railroad 
Company,  a  corporation  established  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, of  the  one  part,  and  the  Housatonic  Railroad  Company,  a  corpora- 
tion established  in  the  state  of  Connecticut,  of  the  other  part,  in  addition 
to  articles  of  agreement  made  between  said  companies,  on  the  eleventh 
day  of  January,  1843,  and  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  December,  1845,  and 
which  said  agreements  may  be  referred  to  in  reference  to  the  objects 
hereof;  witness  : — Whereas  the  said  Housatonic  Railroad  Company  is  de- 
sirous of  increasing  its  motive  power  and  means  of  transporting  passengers 
and  freight  over  the  railroads  owned  by  the  said  companies,  and  used  and 
occupied  by  said  Housatonic  Company  ;  and  whereas  the  said  Berkshire 
Railroad  Company,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  April  last  past,  passed  a  reso- 
lution, authorizing  the  directors  thereof  to  increase  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company,  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to 
be  expended  in  the  purchase  of  cars  and  engines,  to  be  leased  to  said 
Housatonic  Company  upon  a  contract  similar  to  those  now  in  force  be- 
tween said  companies,  and  above   referred    to; — Now,  therefore,   it    is 
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agreed,  by  and  between  said  Berkshire  Railroad  Company,  by  Charles 
W.  Hopkins,  Increase  Sumner,  and  Edward  F.  Ensign,  a  committee 
specially  authorized  for  that  purpose,  and  the  said  Housatonic  Railroad 
Company,  by  William  P.  Burrall,  President,  specially  authorized  for  that 
purpose,  that  the  Berkshire  Railroad  Company  will  issue  and  deliver  to 
the  said  Housatonic  Railroad  Company  the  whole  of  said  increased  capi- 
tal stock,  in  certificates  of  stock,  to  such  persons  as  said  Housatonic 
Company  shall  designate,  on  the  first  day  of  July  next;  and  that  the  said 
Housatonic  Company  will,  with  the  avails  of  said  stock,  purchase  such 
engines  and  cars  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  use  of  said  company,  and 
will,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  next,  transfer  to  said  Berkshire 
Company  such  engines  and  cars  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  the  officers 
of  said  Berkshire  Company,  amounting  in  value  to  said  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  :  And  said  Berkshire  Railroad  Company  agrees  to 
lease,  and  hereby  leases,  to  said  Housatonic  Railroad  Company,  the 
aforesaid  engines  and  cars,  to  hold  during  the  existence  of  said  lease 
made  on  the  eleventh  of  January,  1843  :  And  the  said  Housatonic  Rail- 
road Company  further  covenants  and  agrees  to  keep  said  engines  and 
cars,  so  to  be  transferred,  as  aforesaid,  in  good  running  order  and  repair, 
at  all  times,  and  renew  the  same,  from  time  to  time,  so  that  the  value 
thereof  shall  at  all  times  equal  said  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
during  the  whole  term  of  the  continuance  of  this  contract.  And  said 
Housatonic  Railroad  Company  further  covenants  and  agrees  to  pay  to 
the  Berkshire  Railroad  Company,  perpetually,  during  the  continuance  of 
said  agreements,  of  the  eleventh  of  January,  1843,  and  the  eighteenth  of 
December,  1845,  hereinbefore  referred  to,  seven  dollars  per  share  per 
annum,  (said  shares  being  one  hundred  dollars  each,)  on  said  increased 
capital  stock,  being  said  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be 
delivered  to  said  Housatonic  Company,  which  said  seven  dollars  per 
share  per  annum  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  said  Berkshire  Railroad 
Company,  at  his  office,  in  monthly  instalments,  from  said  first  day  of 
July  next,  and  shall  pay  said  instalments  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  each 
and  every  month  ;  and  said  sum  of  seven  dollars  per  share  shall  be  deemed 
and  taken  as  additional  rent  for  the  use  of  said  Berkshire  Railroad, 
including  said  cars  and  engines,  to  be  added  to  the  rent  stipulated  for  in 
the  articles  of  agreement  above  referred  to,  and  to  be  subject  to  all  the 
stipulations  and  conditions  referred  to  and  provided  in  said  agreements, 
regarding  right  of  reentry  for  failure  of  payment  and  other  matters  therein 
stated,  and  to  be  treated,  in  every  respect,  as  if  the  amount  of  rent  stipu- 
lated in  the  original  agreement  were  increased  by  the  addition  of  the  sum 
herein  stipulated  to  be  paid.

OF   THE 


BOSTON  AND  MAINE  RAILROAD  CORPORATION. 


To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

The  directors  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  respectfully  present 
their  annual  report : — 

During  the  past  year,  the  road  has  been  conducted  successfully  upon 
its  main  line,  and  the  branches.  The  work  upon  the  change  of  location 
of  the  present  line  of  road,  in  the  town  of  Andover,  authorized  by  the 
legislature,  is  in  progress  of  construction,  and  will  probably  be  ready  for 
use  by  the  month  of  July  next.  The  laying  of  a  double  track  has  been 
commenced  at  Boston,  and  now  extends  to  the  town  of  Maiden,  and  it  is 
designed  to  continue  laying  the  same  to  the  town  of  Lawrence.  The 
bridge  across  the  Merrimack  River,  at  Lawrence,  is  nearly  completed,  in 
a  very  substantial  manner,  for  a  double  track ;  and  the  branch  road,  to 
the  town  of  Methuen,  is  in  progress,  and  will  be  completed  in  time  to 
meet,  at  the  line  of  the  state,  the  Manchester  and  Lawrence  Railroad. 

To  provide  for  the  increasing  business  of  the  road,  extensive  additions 
have  been  made  the  past  year  to  the  working  furniture  ;  and  to  prevent 
the  delay  of  vessels,  which  has  heretofore  occurred,  from  the  want  of 
convenience  for  discharging  their  cargoes  to  be  transported  over  the  road, 
large  expenditures  have  been  made  to  procure  the  necessary  wharf  ac- 
commodations. 

An  engine-house,  machine,  and  smith  shops,  of  suitable  dimensions, 
with  engines,  tools,  and  fixtures,  calculated  to  be  sufficient  to  carry  on  the 
work  required  to  maintain  the  motive  power  of  the  road,  have  been  com- 
pleted the  past  year. 

In  filling  out  the  blanks,  in  the  form  of  returns  prescribed  by  the  legis- 
lature, those  under  the  heads  of  "  capital  stock,"  "  cost  of  the  road  and 
equipments,"  "  characteristics  of  the  road,"  "  expenditures  for  working 
the  road,"  "motive  powers,"  "miscellaneous,"  "income  during  the 
year,"  and  "  dividends,"  are  correct.

SIXTEENTH   ANNUAL   REPORT 


OF    THE 


BOSTON  &  WORCESTER  RAILROAD  CORPORATION, 


To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : — 

The  undersigned,  directors  of  the  Boston  and  Worcester  Railroad 
Corporation,  respectfully  present  the  sixteenth  annual  report  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  corporation,  and  of  the 
business  of  the  road. 

The  amount  of  transportation  on  the  road,  during  the  last  year,  has 
increased,  as  will  appear  from  the  subjoined  statement,  to  an  amount  far 
greater  than  that  of  the  last  or  any  preceding  year,  both  in  the  local  busi- 
ness of  the  road,  and  in  that  which  is  connected  with  the  transport  over 
the  Western  Road. 

Since  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report,  the  laying  of  new  rails,  cor- 
responding with  those  of  the  second  track,  and  weighing  sixty-three 
pounds  to  a  yard,  on  the  track  which  was  first  constructed,  in  place  of 
the  lighter  rails  which  were  then  laid,  has  been  further  prosecuted,  so  as 
to  adapt  the  road  more  effectually  to  the  use  of  locomotive  engines  and 
cars,  of  the  largest  class.  This  renewal  of  the  track  with  a  more  sub- 
stantial rail  is  now  accomplished,  with  the  exception  of  a  distance  of 
about  eleven  miles,  which  it  is  intended  shall  be  completed  the  present 
season.  At  the  same  time,  some  important  improvements  have  been 
made  in  the  bed  of  the  road,  and  in  the  widening  of  the  cuts  and  drains, 
and  the  rails  are  more  firmly  laid,  on  an  increased  number  of  sleepers, 
and  those  of  greater  dimensions. 

The  construction  of  the  Milford  Branch  has  been  prosecuted  during 
the  year,  and  but  for  an  unexpected  difficulty,  in  the  deep  excavation  at 
Phipp's  Hill  in  Holliston,  it  would  have  been  completed  the  last  autumn. 
It  was  opened  for  use  as  far  as  Holliston  in  August  last,  and  two  daily 
trains  run  regularly  over  it,  to  that  place. 

On  the  application  of  a  large  number  of  inhabitants  and  landholders  in 

Brookline,  the  directors  have  resolved  to  build  a  branch  railroad  to  that 

place.     This  branch  is  about  a  mile  and  three  fifths  in  length.     It  passes 

over  a  tract  of  land,  chiefly  marsh,  without  crossing  any  public  highway,

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and  terminates  at  a  central  part  of  the  village  of  Brookline,  at  a  distance 
of  three  and  three  quarters  miles  from  the  Boston  station.  The  bed  of 
the  road  is  nearly  graded  and  ready  for  the  laying  of  the  rails,  and  the 
entire  branch  will  be  soon  completed. 

A  large  number  of  inhabitants  of  Medway  have  made  an  application 
to  the  directors,  for  the  establishment  of  a  branch  railroad  leading  from 
Holliston  to  the  central  village  in  that  town.  They  have  exhibited  satis- 
factory proof,  that  there  is  a  large  amount  of  manufacturing  business  at 
that  place  and  in  the  vicinity,  and  a  large  amount  of  travelling  between 
it  and  Boston.  These  facts  render  the  obtaining  of  railroad  accommoda- 
tion highly  important  to  the  interests  of  the  place,  and  the  business  is  of 
sufficient  magnitude  to  insure  a  considerable  income  towards  meeting  the 
expenses  of  such  a  work.  The  directors  have  in  consequence  caused  a 
survey  of  the  route  proposed  for  the  branch  to  be  made,  with  an  estimate 
of  the  cost.  The  results  of  this  investigation  present  extremely  favora- 
ble views  of  the  undertaking,  the  proposed  line  being  nearly  direct  and 
entirely  level,  and  free  from  serious  impediments ;  but  it  has  been  deemed 
expedient  to  postpone  a  decision  upon  it  for  the  present. 

Since  the  year  1841,  when  the  present  freight-house  at  the  station  in 
this  city  was  erected,  the  amount  of  freight  receipts,  and  of  merchan- 
dise received  and  despatched,  has  increased  fourfold.  The  quantity  of 
merchandise  which  is  received  and  loaded,  or  unloaded  and  delivered,  in 
the  active  periods  of  business,  exceeds  a  thousand  tons  per  day.  The 
greater  part  of  this  merchandise  is  necessarily  received  into  the  freight- 
house.  The  cars  employed  in  the  transport  of  it,  belonging  to  this  cor- 
poration, and  to  the  Western  and  Norwich  roads,  which  form  a  part 
of  the  connected  lines  of  transportation,  are  more  than  equal  to  two 
thousand  single  cars,  or  half  that  number  of  double  cars.  To  afford 
room  for  the  large  and  increasing  amount  of  merchandise,  thus  constantly 
passing  through  this  station,  and  for  the  great  number  of  cars,  of  various 
classes,  in  which  it  is  transported,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  erect 
additional  freight-houses,  and  to  provide  more  room  for  railway  trains 
within  the  city.  Some  large  purchases  of  lands  have  been  made  for  this 
purpose,  and  preparations  have  been  made  for  the  erection  of  part  of  the 
proposed  buildings.  It  has  been  deemed  important  to  provide,  at  the 
present  time,  before  any  further  increase  in  the  cost  of  land  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  freight  station,  as  far  as  possible,  not  only  for  the  pressing 
demands  of  the  business  at  the  present  time,  but  for  a  large  prospective 
increase.  The  directors  conceive  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  corporation,  to 
afford  ample  accommodation,  for  all  the  business  which  may  seek  a  transit 
through  this  channel.  They  are  desirous  of  making  such  provision,  that 
there  shall  be  no  just  ground  of  complaint  of  any  want  of  facility,  for  ex- 
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pediting  all  the  business,  which  may  fall  within  the  proper  sphere  of  this 
extensive  line  of  railroads,  so  important  to  the  city  and  to  the  extensive 
region  of  country  thus  connected  with  it. 

The  proper  accommodation  of  the  passengers  arriving  at,  or  departing 
from,  the  station  on  Beach  Street,  requires  an  enlargement  of  the  build- 
ing appropriated  to  this  object.  For  this  purpose,  it  is  the  intention  of 
the  directors,  on  the  earliest  favorable  opportunity,  to  enlarge  the  build- 
ing by  extending  it  westerly  to  Albany  Street,  and  to  set  apart  appropriate 
tracks  for  the  departing  trains,  with  rooms  for  passengers,  distinct  from 
those  which  are  appropriated  for  trains  on  their  arrival. 

Some  change  has  also  become  necessary  in  the  arrangement  of  the 
passenger  station  at  Worcester,  to  facilitate  the  convenient  union  of  the 
travel  of  the  road,  with  that  of  the  other  railroads  which  terminate  at 
that  place.  Some  purchases  of  real  estate  have  been  made,  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  this  object ;  but  the  system  of  arrangement  for  carrying 
it  into  effect  is  not  yet  brought  to  maturity. 

A  large  increase  has  been  already  made,  in  the  number  of  locomotive 
engines  of  a  large  class,  and  also  of  passenger  and  freight  cars.  A  still 
further  increase  is  deemed  necessary,  and  several  additional  engines,  and 
a  large  number  of  cars,  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  builders,  which  will 
be  in  readiness  for  the  despatch  of  the  business,  of  the  ensuing  summer 
and  autumn. 

The  cost  of  these  important  enlargements  of  the  works,  rendered  in- 
dispensable by  the  rapid  growth  of  the  business  of  the  road,  has  made 
it  necessary  to  increase  the  capital  stock  of  the  corporation.  The  capi- 
tal already  authorised  had  been  absorbed  by  the  cost  of  the  second  track, 
of  the  Saxonville  Branch,  and  of  other  works,  accomplished  previous 
to  the  close  of  the  year  1846.  The  debt  at  the  close  of  that  year, 
occasioned  by  a  portion  of  these  expenditures,  amounted  to  $154,000. 
Since  that  time,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  annexed  return,  the  debt 
has  been  increased  by  the  sum  of  $593,000.  These  expenditures  em- 
brace $155,000,  paid  within  the  last  two  years  for  the  heavy  rail  of  the 
improved  track,  a  part  of  which,  however,  is  charged  to  income  account 
in  lieu  of  repairs ;  $72,500  have,  in  the  last  year,  been  expended  in  in- 
creasing the  stock  of  engines  and  cars,  exclusive  of  the  sums  paid  for 
that  object  from  the  income  account,  and  for  repairs  and  depreciation ; 
$200,000  have,  in  the  last  two  years,  been  paid  for  the  cost  of  branches, 
exclusive  of  the  old  iron  used  for  this  purpose ;  $225,000  have  been  ex- 
pended within  the  last  year  for  the  purchase  of  land,  chiefly  in  the  city  of 
Boston  ;  and  other  expenditures  have  been  made  for  important  improve- 
ments elsewhere.  The  increase  of  capital  which  will  be  necessary  to 
cover  these  expenditures,  together  with  the  cost  of  the  new  engines  and 
cars   already  ordered ;  the  completion  of  the   branches  now  commenced, 
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and  of  a  branch  road  which  it  has  been  determined  to  establish  to  the 
central  village  in  Framingham ;  the  complete  substitution  of  a  heavy  rail 
for  the  remaining  light  rail  of  the  first  track  ;  and  the  cost  of  the  new 
freight  and  passenger  buildings  proposed,  will  not  swell  the  entire  capi- 
tal to  an  amount  disproportioned  to  the  annual  receipts  of  income,  in 
comparison  with  the  proportions  maintained  between  these  two  items,  in 
most  of  the  other  railroad  corporations  of  the  Commonwealth. 

There  has  been  no  interruption,  during  the  year,  of  the  regular  passen- 
ger or  freight  trains,  from  snow-storms,  or  any  other  cause.  The  speed 
of  some  of  the  passenger  trains  has  been  somewhat  increased.  To 
insure  regularity  and  speed,  and  also  every  practicable  degree  of  safety, 
to  passengers  and  the  persons  employed  on  the  trains,  great  care  is  taken 
to  adopt  engines  and  cars  of  the  most  approved  construction,  as  well  as 
the  most  approved  methods  of  conducting  the  operations  of  the  road  ; 
and  also  to  employ,  in  the  numerous  responsible  stations  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  business,  such  persons  only  as  are  of  known  sobriety  and 
prudence,  and  of  tried  skill  in  their  respective  departments  of  duty. 
Notwithstanding  the  precautions  which  have  thus  been  taken,  and  the 
utmost  confidence  which  the  directors  feel  in  the  general  good  condition, 
and  skilful  adaptation  to  their  respective  purposes,  of  all  the  works  of  the 
road,  and  of  the  machinery  employed  in  the  operations  upon  it,  and  also 
of  the  general  system  of  management,  several  serious  accidents,  attended 
with  the  loss  of  life,  have  occurred  in  the  course  of  the  past  year.  Of 
these,  the  undersigned,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
1846,  proceed  to  give  a  detailed  return,  with  a  statement  of  the  circum- 
stances under  which  they  occurred.  The  number  of  serious  and  fatal 
casualties  on  the  passenger  trains,  during  the  past  year,  is  greater  than 
have  occurred  on  this  road  during  the  whole  period  since  it  was  opened. 
A  large  proportion  of  the  disasters  here  recorded,  have  arisen  from  the 
carelessness  or  inattention  of  the  sufferers,  and  all  of  them,  with  one 
exception,  from  causes  entirely  independent  of  any  mal-conduct,  neglect, 
or  carelessness,  of  any  agent  or  person  in  the  employment  of  the  cor- 
poration. 

On  the  third  of  March,  during  a  period  in  which  the  whole  operations 
of  the  road,  in  the  vicinity  of  Worcester,  were  confined  to  a  single  track, 
in  consequence  of  the  taking  up  of  the  other  track,  for  the  purpose  of  lay- 
ing down  the  new  and  heavier  rail,  a  collision  took  place  between  a 
descending  passenger  train,  and  an  empty  gravel  grain,  which  was  ascend- 
ing on  the  same  track.  This  collision  was  occasioned  by  the  careless 
inattention  of  the  engine-man,  who  had  the  train  in  charge,  in  imme- 
diately leaving  Worcester  on  the  arrival  of  an  upward  freight  train,  with- 
out taking  notice  of  the  customary  signal  borne  by  that  train,  indicating 
that   another  train  was  following  in   its  rear.     The  consequences  of  the 
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collision  were,  a  considerable  injury  to  the  engine  and  cars,  and  a  serious 
personal  injury  to  a  passenger  named  David  S.  Page,  who  had,  without 
authority,  taken  a  stand  upon  the  platform  of  the  baggage-car.  All  the 
persons  on  the  gravel  train  saved  themselves  from  injury,  by  jumping  from 
it  before  the  collision  ;  the  engine-man  having  first  taken  the  precaution 
to  reverse  his  engine,  but  not  to  shut  off  the  steam.  From  the  effect  of 
the  shock  and  the  power  of  the  steam,  the  engine  was  immediately  set  in 
motion  in  an  opposite  direction,  before  the  engine-man  could  regain  his 
station  upon  it.  It  ran  down  the  road  a  distance  of  about  eight  miles, 
when  it  stopped  from  the  exhaustion  of  the  steam.  It  was  there  soon  un- 
expectedly encountered  by  the  four  o'clock  passenger  train  from  Boston, 
when  another  collision  took  place,  with  some  damage  to  the  materiel  of 
the  two  trains,  but  without  any  personal  injury.  On  the  coming  up  sub- 
sequently of  the  steamboat  train,  the  disabled  parts  of  the  injured  train 
were  removed  from  the  track,  and  the  two  passenger  trains  being  united 
in  one,  they  proceeded  onward  towards  Worcester.  The  track  being 
still  obstructed  by  the  wrecks  of  the  first  collision,  it  became  necessary 
to  pass  over  upon  the  newly  laid  track,  which  was  nearly  finished  but  not 
reopened  for  use.  While  proceeding  slowly  and  with  great  caution  upon 
this  track,  on  approaching  the  freight  station,  the  train,  from  the  dark- 
ness of  the  night,  came  in  contact  with  some  freight  cars  which  had  been 
placed  on  the  track  while  it  was  disused,  and  which  the  agent  had  not 
succeeded  in  removing;  and  by  this  collision,  two  other  persons,  Mr. 
Flint,  a  road-repairer,  and  R.  K.  Porter,  baggage-master,  were  seriously 
injured.  The  former  died  of  his  wounds,  but  the  latter  recovered.  This 
series  of  disasters  arose  from  the  culpable  momentary  heedlessness  of  an 
agent,  of  good  character  and  capacity,  who  had  been  for  some  time  em- 
ployed in  the  same  situation,  and  who  had  inspired  confidence  by  his 
prudence  and  good  conduct.  He  was  of  course  discharged  from  his 
situation. 

On  the  sixth  of  November  a  disaster,  still  more  serious  in  the  number 
of  sufferers,  occurred  on  the  forenoon  passenger  train  from  Springfield, 
at  the  crossing  of  the  Milldam  road  in  Brookline,  while  it  was  proceed- 
ing at  its  usual  speed,  of  probably  twenty-eight  miles  an  hour.  In  conse- 
quence of  the  falling  down  of  one  end  of  the  brake  of  the  second-class 
passenger  car,  and  after  it  had  dragged  a  short  distance  upon  the  track, 
the  car  was  thrown  from  the  track,  it  being  near  the  head  of  the  train. 
After  sliding  a  short  distance  upon  the  track,  the  car  struck  an  abut- 
ment of  the  bridge  which  there  crosses  an  arm  of  the  full  basin,  and  it 
was  crushed  by  the  force  and  weight  of  the  cars  which  followed  it.  So 
sudden  and  complete  was  the  wreck  of  the  car,  that  six  of  the  persons  in 
it  were  immediately  killed,  and  four  or  five  were  seriously  injured. 

On  a  careful  investigation  of  the  facts  of  this  case,  the  undersigned 
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were  unable  to  discover  any  carelessness  or  inattention,  on  the  part  of  any 
of  the  agents  of  the  road.  The  accident  was  occasioned  by  the  failure 
of  a  part  of  the  machinery  of  the  car,  which  was  constructed  in  a  man- 
ner similar  to  those  in  common  use  on  other  roads,  and  which  has  been 
regarded  as  safe.  It  must  be  regarded  as  one  of  those  unfortunate  casu- 
alties which  the  utmost  caution  and  prudence  cannot  fully  guard  against, 
but  which  continued  watchfulness  and  increasing  experience  will  render 
of  rare  occurrence. 

These  are  the  only  disasters  which,  during  the  year,  have  affected  or 
endangered  the  lives  of  any  of  the  passengers,  except  such  as  have  been 
the  result  of  their  own  gross  imprudence.  On  the  15th  of  May,  Mr. 
William  Dean,  of  Easton,  intending  to  go  to  Brighton,  took  a  seat  by 
mistake  in  the  New  York  steamboat  train.  On  discovering  that  the  train 
did  not  stop  at  Brighton,  he  jumped  from  the  car  while  it  was  moving  at 
full  speed,  probably  thirty  miles  an  hour,  and  he  was  instantly  killed. 

On  the  15th  of  April,  William  Williston,  a  lad  of  thirteen  years  of 
age,  jumped  from  the  train  at  West  Newton,  and  was  seriously  injured, 
but  he  survived 

On  the  11th  of  December,  Franklin  Germain,  of  West  Newton,  leaped 
from  the  train  as  it  passed  his  home,  and  he  was  badly  wounded  in  the 
head,  but  recovered. 

Another  class  of  accidents  consists  of  those  which  have  happened  to 
several,  of  the  great  number  of  agents,  employed  in  hazardous  duties  on 
the  road,  and  arising  either  from  want  of  care  and  attention,  on  the  part 
of  the  sufferer,  or  from  the  unavoidable  hazards  inherent  in  the  duty  to 
be  performed. 

On  the  21st  of  February,  Mr.  George  H.  Haven,  a  prudent  and  faith- 
ful agent  of  the  corporation,  while  employed  in  assisting  in  clearing  the 
railroad  track  near  Westborough  from  a  deep  snow,  was  violently  thrown 
from  the  snow-plough  beneath  the  engine,  and  was  so  severely  injured  that 
he  survived  the  accident  but  a  few  hours. 

William  M'GrafF,  a  laborer,  had  his  leg  crushed,  and  he  died  in  conse- 
quence. Joseph  Jackman,  a  fireman,  fell  from  the  engine  and  was  killed. 
Edward  Livingston  and  Lewis  Morse,  freight-train  brakemen,  were 
knocked  from  their  trains  by  striking  road-bridges,  and  were  killed.  John 
Mitchell,  a  freight-train  brakeman,  fell  from  the  train  and  had  his  leg 
broken  ;  and  Weston  Lamphier  and  George  W.  Dormett  have  been  seri- 
ously injured  by  being  struck  by  road^bridges. 

On  the  fifth  of  July,  a  hackman,  supposed  to  be  intoxicated,  in  driving 
a  coach  over  the  Roxbury  branch  of  the  Milldam  road,  persisted,  in  oppo- 
sition to  the  earnest  efforts  of  the  flagman  to  prevent  him,  in  driving 
across  the  railroad  track,  at  the  moment  when  an  engine  and  water-car 
from  Brighton  were  passing.     The  coach-horses  were  instantly  killed,  the 
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coach  was  destroyed,  and  three  or  four  persons  in  the  coach  were  seri- 
ously injured. 

On  the  27th  of  April,  Franklin  Hitchcock,  of  Worcester,  got  upon  a 
freight-train,  without  the  knowledge  of  any  one,  and  was  knocked  off  by 
a  bridge  near  Westborough,  being  seen  only  by  a  farmer  at  a  distance, 
and  was  killed. 

Patrick  Conroy,  a  laborer,  while  walking  on  the  railroad  track,  near 
Tremont  Street  bridge ;  an  Irish  lad,  fifteen  or  sixteen  years  of  age, 
while  walking  on  the  track  near  Brighton ;  and  an  Irish  laborer,  walk- 
ing on  the  track  above  West  Needham,  were  at  different  dates  run 
over  by  the  train  and  instantly  killed.  Sumner  B.  Haughton,  of  Natick, 
while  walking  on  the  track,  was  knocked  down  by  a  passenger  train  and 
seriously  injured.  To  guard  against  this  class  of  accidents,  the  directors 
and  officers  of  the  corporation  have  used  all  practicable  efforts,  to  prevent 
the  dangerous  practice  of  walking  on  the  railroad.  The  public  are  too 
little  aware  of  the  danger  they  encounter,  in  trusting  to  their  self-posses- 
sion, to  avoid  being  run  over  by  the  train,  in  carelessly  walking  upon  a 
railroad,  especially  where  there  is  a  double  track,  and  a  liability  to  en- 
counter, at  the  same  moment,  trains  approaching  in  opposite  directions. 

For  the  purpose  of  guarding  as  far  as  possible  against  one  of  the 
classes  of  accidents  above  recorded,  the  undersigned  have  taken  meas- 
ures to  ascertain  what  number  of  the  bridges  over  the  railroad  may  be 
raised,  to  a  height  sufficient  to  secure  the  brakemen  against  the  danger  of 
collision.  It  is  indispensable  for  insuring  the  efficiency  of  the  services 
of  a  brakeman,  that  his  station  should  be  so  elevated,  that  he  may  see 
from  one  end  to  the  other  of  the  train,  and  be  able  to  take  notice  of  the 
signals  which  may  be  given  him.  This  renders  it  necessary,  that,  in 
passing  bridges  of  the  ordinary  height,  he  should  take  the  precaution  of 
stooping  for  his  own  protection.  This  necessity  can  be  obviated  only  by 
raising  the  bridges,  to  an  elevation  of  three  or  four  feet  above  their  present 
height.  In  many  cases  this  cannot  be  done,  without  injury  to  the  com- 
mon roads.  In  others,  it  would  be  attended  with  little  difficulty.  But  to 
enable  railroad  corporations  to  make  the  desired  improvements,  it  may 
be  necessary  that  authority  to  that  effect  should  be  given  them,  by  a  law 
of  the  Commonwealth,  the  exercise  of  the  authority  in  each  case  to  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  town  authorities,  or  the  county  commis- 
sioners. 

In  conclusion  of  their  report,  the  undersigned  hereto  subjoin  the  return 
required  by  the  act  of  April  16th,  1846.

The  directors  of  the  Cape  Cod  Branch  Railroad  Company  respectfully 
present  the  second  annual  report  of  their  acts  and  doings,  receipts  and 
expenditures,  for  the  year  ending  January  1st,  1848. 

By  referring  to  the  first  report,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  work  on  the 
road  was  then  but  just  commenced.  Its  progress  has  been  continued 
through  the  past  year,  and  we  expect  the  road  will  be  open/to  Sandwich 
for  public  travel  in  the  course  of  the  coming  spring.  Rails  are  now  laid 
from  Middleboro'  to  Wareham.  Engines  and  cars  are  provided ;  and 
that  portion  of  the  road  will  be  open  for  travel  in  a  few  weeks. 

We  expected  to  have  had  the  road  open  to  Sandwich  by  this  time,  but 
have  been  disappointed  in  the  receipt  of  iron. 

One  fatal  accident  has  occurred  on  the  road,  viz. : — An  Irish  laborer, 
owing  to  his  own  carelessness,  fell  from  the  gravel  train  and  was  killed.

SECOND   ANNUAL   REPORT 


OF   THE 


ESSEX   RAILROAD    CORPORATION. 


The  directors  of  the  Essex  Railroad  now  present  their  second  annual 
report ;  and,  as  the  road  is  unfinished,  accompany  the  return  in  the  form 
required  by  law,  for  the  better  understanding  it,  with  the  following  state- 
ment : — 

At  the  date  of  the  last  report,  the  Essex  Railroad  was  nearly  com- 
pleted to  South  Danvers,  and  under  contract  as  far  as  North  Danvers  ; 
the  work  up  to  that  time  having  been  performed  with  funds  borrowed  of 
the  Eastern  Railroad,  as  at  that  time  a  small  amount  of  funds  only  had 
been  subscribed  to  the  Essex  Railroad,  and  upon  that  no  assessment  laid 
or  collected. 

Since  the  date  of  the  last  report,  a  successful  effort  having  been  made 
to  obtain  such  a  subscription  of  stock  to  the  Essex  Railroad  as  would 
justify  it,  the  whole  road  from  North  Danvers  to  Andover  has  been  placed 
under  contract. 

The  rails  for  a  portion  of  the  track  have  been  received,  and  a  con- 
tract for  the  residue  of  the  rails,  and  also  for  the  other  materials  required 
for  the  superstructure,  is  in  process  of  execution. 

That  part  of  the  Essex  Road  between  Salem  and  South  Danvers, 
shortly  after  the  date  of  the  last  report,  was  put  in  operation,  and  the 
trains  with  passengers  and  merchandise  have  since  passed  regularly 
over  that  part  of  the  road,  the  same  having  been  worked  by  the  Eastern 
Railroad,  under  a  contract  with  that  corporation,  of  which  a  copy  has 
already  been  submitted  to  the  legislature. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  an  additional  act  of  incorporation 
was  granted,  by  which  the  Essex  Railroad  was  authorized  to  extend  its 
track  from  its  former  terminus  to  the  deep  waters  of  Salem  Harbor,  and 
an  increase  of  capital  authorized  therefor.  This  additional  act  has  been 
accepted  by  the  stockholders  of  the  Essex  Road,  and  the  extension  thereby 
provided  for  placed  under  contract. 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  owner  of  an  extensive  wharf, 
near  the  termination  of  this  extension,  and  water-lots,  also,  in  that  vicinity, 
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have  been  purchased,  by  which  ample  accommodations  have  been  secured 
for  any  amount  of  freight  that,  water-borne  from  abroad,  may  seek  the 
Essex  Railroad  for  transmission  into  the  interior. 

One  fatal  accident  has  occurred  upon  the  Essex  Road  since  its  open- 
ing to  South  Dan  vers ;  an  individual  having  been  run  over  and  killed 
by  an  engine  at  the  crossing  of  a  travelled  road.  This  unfortunate  oc- 
currence was,  it  is  believed,  rather  owing  to  a  want  of  proper  care  on 
the  part  of  the  sufferer,  than  to  any  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  corpora- 
tion, its  officers,  or  agents.  Since  this  accident,  a  man,  with  a  flag,  has 
been  stationed  at  the  crossing  where  it  happened,  for  the  greater  security 
of  passengers.

Accidents. — On  the  14th  day  of  February,  a  man  by  the  name  of 
David  A.  Mason  was  thrown  from  a  hand-car,  and  survived  but  a  very 
short  time  thereafter.  On  the  23d  of  February,  a  collision  upon  the  road 
occurred  in  the  town  of  Randolph,  resulting  in  the  death  of  Dr.  Hitch- 
cock, of  Middleboro',  and  of  Mr.  Kenneson,  an  assistant  road-master  ; 
others  were  injured,  but  not  seriously.  On  the  19th  day  of  May,  there 
was  another  collision  upon  the  road,  in  the  town  of  Randolph,  resulting 
in  the  injury  of  several  persons,  but  proving  fatal  to  none.  On  the  morn- 
ing of  the  6th  of  July,  a  man  was  found  dead  upon  the  road,  in  the  town 
of  Braintree.  His  head  was  severed  from  his  body,  and  is  supposed  to 
have  been  run  over  the  evening  preceding.  He  was  not  a  passenger,  and 
it  is  not  known  how  he  came  in  the  position  in  which  he  was  found. 

The  subscribers  would  further  represent  that,  during  the  first  six 
months  embraced  in  this  return,  the  road  was  not  completed,  and  but  in 
partial  operation,  during  which  time  the  unfortunate  and  expensive  colli- 
sions above-named  occurred ;  in  consequence  of  which,  the  net  earnings 
were  credited  to  construction,  repairs,  and  expense  accounts.

We  have  to  report  the  following  accidents  the  past  year : — 

Feb.  29£A.  As  the  Lexington  train  was  coming  in,  when  near  the  first 
crossing  beyond  the  Lowell  Railroad,  a  horse  and  wagon  was  discovered 
near  the  track.  The  engine-man  slackened  his  train,  supposing  the  driver 
intended  to  cross  the  track.  He  then  discovered,  that  the  horse  had 
stopped,  and  inferred  that  the  driver  intended  to  remain  where  he  was 
till  the  train  had  passed  ;  the  engine-man  then  quickened  his  speed,  but, 
before  he  had  arrived  at  the  crossing  with  his  train,  the  horse  started,  and 
passed  in  directly  before  the  engine.  He  could  not  stop  his  train  till  the 
driver  was  thrown  from  his  wagon,  run  over,  and  killed.  It  proved,  on 
investigation,  that  the  man  was  intoxicated,  and  that  he  probably  was 
asleep,  or  did  not  notice  the  train  at  all.  The  whistle  was  blown  and  the 
bell  rung  at  the  usual  places,  besides  an  alarm-whistle,  to  stop  the  train  ; 
all  of  which  were  unnoticed  by  the  driver. 

April  19*7*.  Mr.  Hubbell  took  the  train  at  Forter's,  to  go  to  Concord 
on  some  business.  The  person  whom  he  was  in  search  of  happened  to 
be  in  the  cars,  and  Mr.  Hubbell  transacted  his  business  with  him  before 
the  train  had  acquired  much  speed.  He  then  attempted  to  jump  off,  lest 
his  balance  and  fell,  so  that  some  of  the  wheels  passed  over  and  broke  his 
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leg  near  the  ankle.     Amputation  was  soon  after  performed  by  Doct.  Wal- 
ker, and  Mr.  Hubbell  has  recovered.

pany, a  corporation  established  by  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  state 
of  Connecticut,  should  be  stockholders  of  the  Hartford  and  Springfield 
Railroad  Corporation,  together  with  such  persons  as  were  or  might  be- 
come stockholders  of  said  Hartford  and  Springfield  Railroad  Corporation, 
and  that,  whenever  the  stockholders  should  by  vote  have  assented  thereto, 
the  said  corporations  should  become  united  into  one  corporation,  by  the 
name  of  the  Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad  Company,  with  a  capita! 
not  exceeding  the  amount  of  the  joint  capital  of  both  corporations  : 
And  whereas,  before  such  union  could  be  effected,  or  certain  sections 
and  provisions  relative  to  the  same,  contained  in  the  said  act,  amend- 
ments thereof  and  additions  thereto,  incorporating  the  said  Hartford  and 
Springfield   Railroad   Corporation,  become   operative  or  take  effect,  it  is 
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provided  that  provisions,  similar  to  those  contained  in  said  section, 
enacted  by  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  Connecticut,  should  be  accepted 
by  the  stockholders  of  both  of  said  corporations,  at  meetings  duly  called 
for  the  purpose,  as  by  said  acts,  amendments,  and  additions,  aforesaid, 
more  fully  appears  :  Therefore — 

Voted,  That  the  stockholders  of  said  Hartford  and  Springfield  Rail- 
road Corporation  do  accept  the  several  sections  and  provisions  of  said 
act,  incorporating  the  said  Hartford  and  Springfield  Railroad  Corpora- 
tion, and  the  several  amendments  and  additions  thereto,  and  also  the

Voted,  That  the  stockholders  of  this  corporation  do  assent,  that  the 
persons  who  are,  or  may  become,  stockholders  of  the  Hartford  and  New 
Haven  Railroad  Company,  as  aforesaid,  should  be  and  become  stock- 
holders of  this  corporation,  and  that  said  two  corporations  be  and  become, 
and  they  are  hereby  united  into,  one  corporation,  by  the  name  of  the 
Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad  Company,  with  a  capital  equal  to  the 
amount  of  the  joint  capital  of  both  of  said  corporations,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  acts  aforesaid,  and  the  several  amendments  thereof  and 
additions  thereto. 

Voted,  That  the  directors  of  said  united  corporations  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  issue,  in  place  and  lieu  of  the  stock 
now  held  by  the  stockholders  of  this  corporation,  upon  a  surrender  of 
the  same,  an  equal  number  of  shares  of  the  stock  of  the  Hartford  and 
New  Haven  Railroad  Company,  constituting  said  united  corporation, 
under  and  in  pursuance  of  the  aforesaid  union. 

And  whereas,  said  corporations  have  become  united,  so  far  as  the 
separate  votes  and  actions  of  said  corporations  are  authorized  to  unite 
them  :  Now,  therefore— 

Voti'd,  That  the  stockholders  of  this,  the  said  united  corporation,  do 
accept  the  several  sections  and  provisions  of  the  acts  aforesaid,  authori- 
zing said  union,  and  requiring  to  be  by  them  accepted  ;  and  do  hereby 
ratify  and  confirm  all  the  aforesaid  acts  and  doings  of  each  of  said  cor- 
porations when  separately  convened  as  aforesaid,  and  adopt  the  same  as 
the  acts  and  doings  of  said  united  corporation.

The  directors  of  said  company  respectfully  report,  that,  since  the  last 
annual  report,  they  have  made  a  definite  location  of  their  road,  from 
Hockanum  to  the  southern  terminus,  at  the  track  of  the  Connecticut  River 
Railroad  Company,  at  Willimanset,  in  Springfield,  about  seven  miles. 
And  the  location  of  that  part  of  the  road  which  lies  in  the  county  of 
Hampshire  has  been  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  com- 
missioners of  that  county  ;  and  the  location  of  that  part  of  the  road 
which  lies  in  the  county  of  Hampden  has  been  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  county  commissioners  of  that  county. 

An  assessment  of  one  dollar  per  share,  which  was  laid,  payable  on  the 
15th  of  March  last,  has  been  mostly  paid  in,  and  expended  for  locating 
the  road,  and  for  contingent  expenses. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  the  directors  of  said  company  pre- 
sented a  petition,  praying  for  leave  to  sell,  or  lease,  the  whole,  or  any  part 
of  their  road,  to  some  other  company,  or  companies,  if  they  should  think 
proper,  which  petition  was  referred  to  the  (then)  next  General  Court. 

During  the  past  year,  the  directors  have  anticipated  that  they  might 
find  it  necessary  to  ask  for  leave  to  change  the  location  of  their  road  to 
a  considerable  extent,  and,  consequently,  no  efforts  have  been  made  to  in- 
crease the  subscriptions  to  stock. 

They  have  now  forwarded  to  the  legislature  a  petition,  for  leave  to 
change  the  location  of  the  southern  part  of  their  road,  and  to  make  some 
slight  alteration  in  the  location  of  the  northern  part  thereof,  and  to  ex- 
tend the  time  for  constructing  their  road,  for  the  term  of  two  years  be- 
yond the  time  limited  in  their  charter  for  the  construction  of  said  road.

Note. — By  an  arrangement  between  the  several  roads  constituting  this  line,  the  passenger 
pays  to  the  road  where  he  takes  the  cars,  his  fare  through,  to  where  he  leaves  the  line.  Thus, 
if  he  lake  the  cars  at  Lebanon,  for  Boston,  he  pays  to  the  Northern  road  only,  and,  returning, 
pays  to  the  Boston  and  Lowell  road.  From  Nashville,  down,  and  from  Lowell,  up,  he  pays  to 
the  Nashua  and  Lowell  road.  Each  month  the  accounts  are  settled  between  the  roads,  and  the 
proportion  belonging  to  each,  according  to  the  distance  transported,  is  received,  and  the  ac- 
counts are  balanced. 

The  freighting  is  done  upon  the  same  principles,  except,  that  the  road  which  contracts  to  do 
the  business,  collects  the  bills,  and  distributes  to  the  other  roads,  as  above,  retaining  a  per  cent- 
age  therefor. 
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Thus,  it  will  be  seen,  lhat  this  road  pays  nothing  to  the  other  roads,  and  receives  nothing,  in 
shape  of  tolls,  or  rents,  for  passengers  or  road,  from  any  other  road. 

To  avoid  inconvenience  to  customers,  the  passengers,  and  merchandise,  are  carried  through 
in  the  same  cars  in  which  they  are  received,  and  the  lower  roads  allow,  to  those  above,  a 
certain  per  cent,  upon  the  business,  for  use  of  cars,  and  risks. 

There  have  been  three  fatal  and  two  minor  accidents,  upon  this  road,  during  the  past  year. 
On  the  24th  April,  1847,  Edward  Crogan,  aged  60  years,  was  walking,  beside  the  track,  near  the 
bridge  across  the  Pawtucket  Canal,  and  so  near,  that  the  engineer,  upon  the  downward  evening 
train,  supposed  him  in  danger,  and  sprang  his  whistle  to  apprise  him  of  the  approach  of  the  train. 
This  seemed  to  frighten  him,  and  he  sprang  within  the  bridge  and  on  to  the  track,  so  near  the 
engine,  that  it  was  impossible  to  save  him,  and  he  was  instantly  killed.  On  the  31st  of  August, 
Patrick  Hart,  a  brakeman  on  the  Concord  cars,  in  attempting  to  pass  back,  over  the  top  of  the 
cars,,  was  killed  by  a  bridge  near  the  Pawtucket  Canal.  In  July,  Joseph  Richards,  aged  about 
70,  was  walking  on  the  road,  while  a  hand-car  was  passing  down  the  track,  and,  just  as  it  reached 
him,  mistaking  the  track  on  which  the  car  was,  stepped  immediately  in  before  it,  was  thrown 
down,  and  so  much  injured  that  he  died  some  time  after.  A  conductor,  on  the  Concord  freight- 
train,  in  November,  named  Blanchard,  by  leaning  out  from  one  side  of  the  car,  struck  a  pile  of 
lumber  and  was  slightly  injured ;  and  John  Dempsey  fell  from  a  gravel-car,  when  in  motion, 
and  was  slightly  injured,  in  December  last.

A  lady,  in  entering  our  cars  in  January  last,  at  the  depot  on  the  Bos- 
ton and  Providence  Railroad,  at  Sharon,  while  standing  on  the  platform 
of  the  car,  was  injured  by  the  concussion  caused  by  starting  the  engine. 
The  case  was  left  to  a  referee,  and  his  award  has  been  paid,  and  included 
in  the  above  return.

FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF   THE 


NORFOLK  COUNTY  RAILROAD  CORPORATION. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in   General 

Court  assembled : 

The  directors  of  the  Norfolk  County  Railroad  Company  respectfully 
submit  this,  their  first  annual  report  of  their  acts  and  doings,  from  the 
commencement  of  their  proceedings  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  December, 
A.  D.  1847. 

The  Norfolk  County  Railroad  Company  was  incorporated  by  an  act 
of  the  legislature  of  this  Commonwealth,  passed  on  the  twenty-fourth 
day  of  April  last  past.  The  Walpole  Railroad  Company  had  been  pre- 
viously incorporated,  by  an  act  of  said  legislature  passed  on  the  six- 
teenth day  of  April,  A.  D.  1846.  By  the  provisions  of  the  act  first 
above  named,  incorporating  the  Norfolk  County  Railroad  Company,  this 
company  and  "  the  Walpole  Railroad  Company  may  unite  their  corpora- 
tions, and  form  one  joint-stock  company,  to  be  known  by  the  name  of 
the  Norfolk  County  Railroad  Company,  and  to  be  controlled  throughout 
by  one  management,  whenever  a  majority  in  interest  of  each  company 
shall  elect  so  to  do."  Agreeably  to  this  provision,  the  two  companies 
aforesaid  were  united,  and  made  one  corporation,  by  votes  of  a  "  ma- 
jority in  interest"  of  both  said  corporations,  passed  at  legal  meetings 
thereof,  called  for  that  purpose.  Previously  to  this,  however,  the  act  in- 
corporating the  Norfolk  County  Railroad  Company,  had  been  duly  ac- 
cepted at  a  legal  meeting  of  the  proprietors  thereof.  The  final  vote 
uniting  said  two  corporations  was  passed  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  July, 
A.  D.  1847. 

After  said  union,  so  large  a  proportion  of  the  capital  stock  was  taken 
up  as  to  warrant  the  directors  in  putting  the  whole  road  under  contract, 
from  Blackstone  to  Walpole,  and  thence  across  the  Foul  Meadows  to 
the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad,  at  its  point  of  junction  therewith. 
The  road  from  Walpole  to  Dedham  had  been  previously  put  under  con- 
tract by  the  Walpole  Railroad  Company,  which  contract  was  assumed  by 
this  company,  so  that  the   whole  line   of  the  united   corporation  is  now 
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under  contract,  and  the  grading  and  masonry  are  now  in  progress  on  every 
section ;  and  the  directors  believe  the  contractors  are  proceeding  with 
efficiency  and  diligence.  The  contract  under  which  the  work  is  pro- 
ceeding is  believed  to  be  a  favorable  one. 

It  will  be  apparent  from  the  recent  commencement  and  present  state 
of  the  work,  and  the  recent  efficient  organization  of  the  company,  that 
the  form  of  the  return  prescribed  by  the  act  of  April  16,  1846,  cannot 
be  properly  adopted  at  this  time,  and  the  directors  offer  this  as  a  reason 
why  the  details  required  by  said  act  cannot  be  given. 

Two  assessments  have  been  laid  upon  the  subscribed  capital  of  the 
company,  one  of  ten  per  cent.,  payable  December  1st  last,  and  one  of 
like  sum,  payable  January  1st,  1848.  Up  to  December  31st,  but  a  por- 
tion of  the  first  assessment  had  been  received,  owing,  no  doubt,  to  the 
severe  and  unusual  pressure  in  the  money-market.  The  second  assess- 
ment was  not  then  due.

The  only  injury  sustained  by  any  passenger,  during  the  year,  occurred 
on  the  14th  day  of  August  last.  Mr.  L.  D.  Hervey,  of  North  Bridge- 
water,  a  passenger  in  the  Fall  River  train,  while  the  same  was  on  our 
road,  fractured  his  left  arm,  by  putting  it  out  of  the  window  of  the  car, 
while  the  train  was  passing  a  car,  standing  on  a  side  track,  at  South 
Boston,  his  elbow  coming. in  contact  with  the  car  on  the  side  track. 

The  following  accidents  also  occurred  during  the  year  : —  Feb.  18th, 
Michael  Lysath,  a  brakeman  in  the  employ  of  the  corporation,  fell  from 
a  freight  train,  while  the  same  was  in  motion,  and  was  killed. 

July  16.  Two  boys,  sons  of  William  Myrick,  of  Duxbury,  in  at- 
tempting to  pass  a  road-crossing,  in  Kingston,  in  a  wagon,  were  consid- 
erably injured,  by  a  collision  with  the  engine  of  a  freight  train.  Notice 
was  given,  of  the  approach  of  the  train,  by  the  ringing  of  the  bell,  as  re- 
quired by  law.  The  horse  was  frightened,  and  became  unmanageable, 
and  turned  upon  the  track,  instead  of  crossing  it,  and  the  collision  was 
unavoidable. 

Oct.  28.  Mr.  George  P.  Thomas,  while  walking  on  the  track,  at  South 
Boston,  in  front  of  an  approaching  train,  was  thrown  down  and  sustained 
a  fracture  of  his  ancle,  and  was  otherwise  bruised.

An  indenture  of  two  parts,  made  and  concluded  this  twentieth  day  of 
September,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-seven,  by 
and  between  the  South  Shore  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  estab- 
lished by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  of  the  one 
part,  and  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation,  a  corporation  established 
by  the  laws  of  said  Commonwealth,  of  the  other  part. 

Whereas  the  said  South  Shore  Railroad  Company,  by  their  acts  of  in- 
corporation, are  authorized  to  enter  upon  the  railroad  of  said  Old  Colony 
Railroad  Corporation,  at  some  convenient  point  in  Quincy  or  Braintree, 
and  to  use  said  railroad  for  conveyance  of  passengers  and  freight ;  and 
whereas  it  has  been  deemed  expedient,  and  for  the  mutual  interest  of  the 
parties  hereto,  that  an  agreement  should  be  entered  into  between  them 
for  the  purpose  of  insuring  the  construction  and  completion  of  their  rail- 
road, by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  and  of  arranging  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions upon  which  they  shall  enter  upon  and  use  said  railroad,  of  said 
party  of  the  second  part,  and  for  other  purposes  as  hereinafter  set  forth : 

Now  this  indenture  witnesseth,  that  the  said  South  Shore  Railroad 
Company  do  hereby  covenant  and  agree,  to  and  with  the  said  Old  Colony 
Railroad  Corporation,  that  they  will  proceed,  with  all  reasonable  and  con- 
venient despatch,  to  locate  and  construct  a  railroad  from  a  point  of  intersec- 
tion with  said  Old  Colony  Railroad,  in  North  Braintree,  to  its  termination 
in  Cohasset;  to  grade  and  finish  the  road  bed,  culverts,  and  bridges,  and 
supply  and  lay  out  the  superstructure,  and  rails,  with  suitable  and  neces- 
sary turnouts,  side  tracks,  and  switches  ;  to  build  and  complete  all  need- 
ful depots,  engine  and  car-houses,  and  signs  at  road-crossings ;  and 
generally  to  construct,  make,  and  complete  their  said  railroad,  in  good 
running  order,  ready  for  use ;  and  when  their  said  road  is  so  completed 
and  finished,  they  further  covenant  and  agree,  with  Old  Colony  Railroad 
Corporation,  that  they  will  make,  execute,  and  deliver,  to  them,  a  good 
and  valid  lease  of  their  said  railroad,  for  the  term  of  time,  and  upon  the 
conditions  and  stipulations,  herein  set  forth. 

And  the  said  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation,  on  their  part,  hereby 
covenant  and  agree  to  and  with  the  South  Shore  Railroad  Company,  that 
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when  their  said  road  shall  be  completed  and  finished,  as  above  set  forth, 
in  good  running  order,  ready  for  use,  they  will  take  and  receive  a  lease 
of  said  South  Shore  Railroad,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  herein  set 
forth. 

And  said  parties  hereby  mutually  covenant  and  agree,  to  and  with  each 
other,  that  said  lease  shall  be  made  by  the  said  party  of  the  first  part, 
and  taken  and  received  by  said  party  of  the  second  part,  upon  the  follow- 
ing terms,  conditions,  and  stipulations  : — 

First. — Said  lease  shall  be  for  the  term  of  five  years,  from  and  after 
the  day  when  William  Raymond  Lee,  superintendent  of  the  Boston  and 
Providence  Railroad,  shall  certify,  in  writing,  under  his  hand,  that  said 
South  Shore  Railroad  is  finished,  in  good  running  order,  ready  for  use, 
as  above  set  forth ;  and  in  case  of  the  death,  absence,  or  inability  of  said 
Lee,  then  the  certificate  of  William  Parker,  superintendent  of  the  Bos- 
ton and  Worcester  Railroad,  or  of  Samuel  H.  Felton,  superintendent  of 
the  Fitchburg  Railroad,  shall  be  taken  to  the  same  effect  and  be  conclu- 
sive upon  the  parties. 

Second. — Said  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation  shall  pay  as  rent,  under 
said  lease,  during  said  five  Tyears,]  six  per  cent,  on  the  cost  of  said  South 
Shore  Railroad,  payable  semi-annually,  the  first  payment  to  be  made  six 
months  from  the  date  of  the  completion  of  said  road,  as  aforesaid. 

Third. — In  estimating  the  cost  of  said  South  Shore  Railroad,  upon 
which  semi-annual  interest  is  to  be  paid,  by  said  party  of  the  second  part, 
as  aforesaid,  all  expenses  of  engineering,  of  purchase  of  lands,  track, 
depots,  and  other  purposes ;  all  land-damages,  salaries,  and  compensation 
of  officers ;  interest  on  all  payments  of  capital  stock,  charges  and  expenses, 
usually  and  properly  chargeable  to  cost  of  construction,  up  to  the  time 
when  said  South  Shore  Railroad  shall  be  completed,  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  added  together,  and  form  the  sum  or  capital  stock,  upon  which  said 
party  of  the  second  part  shall  pay  interest  semi-annually,  as  aforesaid ;  it 
being  also  agreed,  that,  if  any  charges  or  expenses,  properly  chargeable  to 
construction  account,  are  omitted  in  making  up  said  sum,  or  are  so  situ- 
ated that  they  cannot  be  ascertained  or  settled,  they  shall  at  any  time  be 
added  to  said  sum  or  capital  stock,  and  interest  shall  be  paid  thereon 
semi-annually,  as  aforesaid. 

Fourth. — From  and  after  the  completion  of  said  road,  as  aforesaid, 
and  during  the  entire  term  of  five  years,  said  Old  Colony  Railroad  Cor- 
poration shall  maintain  and  keep  said  South  Shore  Railroad  in  complete 
and  thorough  repair,  in  its  road  bed,  bridges,  culverts,  tracks,  drains, 
buildings,  and  all  other  parts  thereof;  and  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  said 
term  of  lease,  deliver  the  same  up  to  said  South  Shore  Railroad  Com- 
pany, in  good  and  thorough  repair,  reasonable  use  and  wear  thereof,  and 
fire,  only  excepted. 
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Fifth. — Said  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation  shall,  during  said  term 
of  five  years,  supply  and  furnish  all  cars,  engines,  fixtures,  and  apparatus, 
of  every  nature,  necessary  and  proper  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers 
and  freight,  on  said  South  Shore  Railroad,  all  of  which  shall  be  of  the 
same  kind,- class,  and  quality,  in  every  respect,  as  those  in  use  on  said 
Old  Colony  Railroad. 

Sixth. — During  said  term  of  lease  of  five  years,  said  Old  Colony  Rail- 
road Corporation  shall  run  said  South  Shore  Railroad,  and  shall  convey 
passengers  and  freight  thereon,  at  their  own  sole  risk  and  expense,  and 
on  their  own  account,  and  shall  pay  and  bear  all  charges  and  expenses, 
of  every  kind  and  description ;  and  shall  receive  and  collect  all  fares 
and  profits  thereon  :  it  being  agreed  and  understood  that  said  South  Shore 
Railroad  Company  are  to  incur  or  bear  no  expenses  or  charges  whatever 
during  said  term  of  five  years  from  and  after  the  completion  of  said  road, 
as  aforesaid,  and  that  said  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation  shall  in  no 
case  be  liable  to  pay,  as  a  part  of  said  expenses,  any  salary  or  compensa- 
tion whatever,  to  any  officer  of  said  South  Shore  Railroad  Company  dur- 
ing the  term  of  said  lease. 

Seventh. — During  said  term  of  five  years,  said  party  of  the  second  part 
shall  charge,  for  passengers  and  freight,  conveyed  over  said  South  Shore 
Railroad,  by  them,  no  more  pro  rata  per  mile  than  is  charged  for  passen- 
gers and  freight  conveyed  over  said  Old  Colony  Railroad. 

Eighth. — If,  at  any  time  after  the  execution  and  delivery  of  said  lease 
to  said  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation,  it  shall  be  found  necessary,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  directors  of  said  South  Shore  Railroad  Company 
and  the  directors  of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation,  to  make  new 
turn-outs,  side  tracks,  depot  buildings,  or  other  improvements,  on  said 
South  Shore  Railroad,  the  same  shall  be  made  or  built  by  said  South 
Shore  Railroad  Company,  and  the  cost  and  expense  thereof  shall  be 
charged  to  construction  account,  and  be  added  to  the  sum  or  capital 
stock  upon  which  semi-annual  interest  is  to  be  paid  by  said  party  of  the 
second  part,  as  aforesaid. 

Ninth. — The  said  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation  shall  have  the 
right  and  privilege  of  renewing  said  lease  of  the  South  Shore  Railroad, 
for  an  additional  term  of  five  years,  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  the 
first  term  of  five  years  above  agreed  upon,  yielding  and  paying  therefor 
seven  per  cent,  on  the  cost  of  said  South  Shore  Road,  estimated  as  afore- 
said, payable  semi-annually,  provided  and  upon  the  condition  that  said 
Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation  shall  give  written  notice  of  their  inten- 
tion to  renew  said  lease,  on  the  terms  aforesaid,  to  said  South  Shore  Rail- 
road Company,  eight  months  prior  to  the  expiration  of  said  first  term  of 
five  years. 

Tenth. — Said   Old   Colony  Railroad  Corporation  shall  keep  full    and 
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correct  accounts  of  all  their  receipts,  in  running  the  South  Shore  Rail- 
road, during  the  whole  term  of  said  lease,  and  shall  render  semi-annual 
returns  to  said  South  Shore  Company,  of  all  receipts,  and  an  estimate  of 
the  repairs  and  running  expenses  of  said  road. 

And  the  said  South  Shore  Railroad  Company  agree  to  make,  execute, 
and  deliver,  a  good  and  valid  mortgage,  or  mortgages,  of  their  said  Rail- 
road, with  its  appurtenances,  to  said  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation, 
to  secure  and  indemnify  them  for  their  guaranty  of  the  notes  or  bonds  of 
said  South  Shore  Railroad  Company,  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

And  said  parties  do  further  hereby  mutually  agree  to  and  with  each 
other,  that  said  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation  shall,  if  they  think  it 
expedient,  before  said  South  Shore  Railroad  Company  shall  have  entirely 
completed  their  road  and  leased  it,  as  aforesaid,  have  the  right  to  run  over 
and  use,  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers  and  freight,  such  parts  thereof 
as  may  be  in  order  for  use,  paying  for  such  use,  to  said  South  Shore 
Railroad  Company,  such  sums  as  may  be  reasonable  therefor,  after  reim- 
bursing themselves  for  the  cost  and  charges  of  running  and  using  the 
same,  such  use  in  no  way  to  affect  the  lease  of  said  road,  when  completed 
upon  the  terms  above  set  forth. 

And  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation  hereby  covenant  and  agree, 
to  and  with  said  South  Shore  Railroad  Company,  that  when,  and  as  soon 
as  six  miles  of  said  South  Shore  Railroad  shall  be  graded,  ready  for  the 
superstructure,  they  will,  in  writing,  in  due  form,  for  value  received, 
guarantee  the  payment  of  the  bonds  or  notes  of  said  South  Shore  Rail- 
road Company,  for  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  payable  in 
seven  years  from  their  date,  with  interest,  semi-annually,  till  paid.  And 
when  and  as  soon  as  the  whole  of  the  said  South  Shore  Railroad  shall  be 
graded,  ready  for  the  superstructure,  they  will,  in  writing,  in  due  form, 
for  value  received,  guarantee  the  payment  of  the  notes  or  bonds  of  said 
South  Shore  Railroad  Company  for  the  further  sum  of  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars,  payable  in  ten  years  from  their  date,  with  interest,  payable 
semi-annually,  making  in  all  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
guarantied,  as  aforesaid,  by  said  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation,  said 
notes  or  bonds  to  be  made  and  issued  in  such  sums  as  the  South  Shore 
Railroad  Company  shall,  at  their  discretion,  direct,  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars  each. 

And  it  is  further  mutually  agreed,  between  said  parties,  that,  in  case 
any  difference  of  opinion  shall  arise  between  the  parties  hereto,  as  to 
their  respective  rights  and  interests,  under  this  agreement,  or  under  said 
lease,  the  same  shall  be  referred  to  the  president  of  the  Western  Rail- 
road Company,  and  the  president  of  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad 
Company,  for  the  time  being,  whose  award  shall  be  binding  and  conclu- 
sive upon  the  parties. 
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And  to  the  faithful  performance  of  all  matters  and  things  hereinbefore 
set  forth,  the  parties  hereby  respectfully  bind  themselves,  and  their  re- 
spective successors  and  assigns. 

In  witness  whereof,  they  have  caused  their  respective  corporate  seals 
to  be  hereto  affixed,  and  caused  these  presents  to  be  signed  by  their  re- 
spective presidents  and  clerks.

This  indenture,  made  and  concluded  at  Dorchester,  in  the  county  of 
Norfolk,  this  tenth  day  of  November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-seven,  by  and  between  the  Dorchester  and  Milton  Rail- 
road Branch  Company,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Old  Colony  Railroad 
Company,  of  the  second  part,  both  corporations  duly  established  by  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts : 

Witnesseth,  that,  in  consideration  of  the  covenants  hereinafter  agreed 
to  be  performed  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  the  party  of  the  first 
part  have,  and  hereby  do  lease  and  demise,  to  the  party  of  the  second 
part,  the  Dorchester  and  Milton  Branch  Railroad,  with  all  the  engines, 
cars,  and  station-houses,  and  with  all  the  privileges  and  appurtenances 
thereto  belonging,  and  all  other  buildings  and  real  estate,  connected 
therewith,  or  belonging  to  said  party  of  the  first  part : 

To  hold  to  said  party  of  the  second  part,  their  successors  and  assigns, 
for  the  term  of  five  years,  from  and  after  the  day  when  said  railroad  shall 
be  declared  to  be  in  running  order  by  S.  D.  Eaton,  engineer. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part,  yielding  and  paying  semi-annually,  for 
the  use  of  said  property,  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  on  the 
entire  cost  of  said  property,  including  the  cost  of  constructing  the  road 
and  buildings,  the  amount  paid  for  real  estate  and  land-damages,  the  fees 
and  salaries  of  all  officers  and  agents  of  said  branch  railroad  company 
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up  to  the  time  when  the  branch  shall  be  finished  or  constructed,  and  all 
questions  of  land-damages  settled  and  adjusted,  and  all  incidental  ex- 
penses also,  including  all  money  thereafter  to  be  paid  for  land-damages, 
for  the  construction  of  buildings,  as  well  as  incidental  expenses  ;  said 
party  of  the  second  part,  covenant  and  agree  to  furnish  cars,  steam-en- 
gines, and  every  thing  necessary  for  the  running  of  the  road,  so  soon  as 
the  same  shall  be  in  running  order  :  said  cars,  &c,  to  be  as  good,  in 
every  respect,  as  those  used  upon  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  ;  and  to  run 
them  from  the  terminus  of  the  road  at  the  Upper  Mills,  in  Dorchester,  to 
Boston,  and  back  again,  going  over  the  ground  not  less  than  eight  times 
a  day,  carrying  passengers  and  freight,  at  such  rate  or  price,  for  season, 
package,  and  other  tickets,  as  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  charged  for  cor- 
responding distances  on  the  Old  Colony  Railroad. 

And  said  party  of  the  second  part,  covenant  and  agree  to  carry  the 
passengers,  directly  to  and  from  Boston,  with  no  unnecessary  delay  or 
waiting,  at  the  junction  of  the  two  roads,  for  other  trains  ;  and  they  fur- 
ther agree,  that,  during  the  time  this  contract  shall  continue  in  force,  to 
keep  said  buildings,  and  all  insurable  property  on  said  branch  railroad, 
insured  for  the  benefit  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  and  to  make  all 
necessary  repairs  upon  said  road,  its  bridges  and  buildings,  and,  at  the 
expiration  of  this  contract,  to  quit  and  deliver  up  the  same,  in  like  good 
order  and  condition  as  the  same  shall  be  in  when  taken,  reasonable  use 
and  wear  thereof  excepted. 

The  party  of  the  second  part  also  covenant  and  agree  to  pay  all  dam- 
ages, to  which  the  party  of  the  first  part  may  be  liable,  by  reason  of  acci- 
dents or  injuries  to  persons  or  property,  happening  upon  said  road,  or  in 
consequence  of  the  running  thereof: 

Also  to  pay  the  salaries  and  reasonable  charges  of  all  officers  and 
agents  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars 
per  annum,  for  services  rendered  after  said  branch  shall  be  constructed 
or  finished,  as  aforesaid,  and  to  furnish  such  information,  relative  to  the 
road,  as  shall  enable  the  party  of  the  first  part  to  make  to  the  legislature 
the  annual  return  which  the  law  requires. 

And  the  party  of  the  first  part  covenant  and  agree  to  terminate  this 
contract,  and  assign  their  franchise,  and  all  the  property  aforesaid,  to  the 
party  of  the  second  part,  at  any  time  within  said  five  years,  on  demand, 
when  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  have  paid  the  rents,  damages, 
fees,  charges,  and  salaries,  aforesaid,  up  to  that  time,  and  shall  signify 
their  readiness  to  purchase  the  same,  and  pay,  or  offer  to  pay,  them  there- 
for, the  principal  sums  on  which  the  six  per  cent,  is  to  be  computed  by 
virtue  of  the  foregoing  agreement,  said  payment  for  the  assignment  to  be 
made  in  stock  of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  at  its  par  value. 

The  parties  further  agree,  that,  if  not  so  terminated  within  five  years, 
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this  contract  shall  be  and  continue  in  full  force  for  the  further  time  of 
five  years,  then  next  ensuing,  if,  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  five,  the 
party  of  the  first  part  shall,  in  writing,  signify  such  to  be  their  wish: 
provided,  however,  that,  for  the  second  five  years,  the  party  of  the  second 
part  may  pay  the  same  rents,  as  aforesaid,  without  running  over  the  road, 
if  they  shall  prefer  so  to  do,  more  than  two  trips  per  day.

Articles  of  agreement  made,  entered  into,  and  concluded,  this  first 
day  of  December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty-seven,  by  and  between  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation,  a 
corporation  by  law  established  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
of  the  one  part,  and  the  Fall  River  Railroad  Corporation,  a  corporation 
also  by  law  established  in  said  Commonwealth,  of  the  other  part : 

Witnesseth,  That  whereas,  in  forming  a  line  of  railroad  communica- 
tion, between  the  city  of  Boston  and  the  town  of  Fall  River,  in  said 
Commonwealth,  by  way  of  Bridgewater  and  Middleboro',  in  addition  to 
the  road  of  the  Fall  River  Railroad  Company,  it  is  necessary  to  use  a 
portion  of  road  belonging  to  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation ; 
therefore,  for  facilitating  the  business  and  travel  on  said  line,  for  arran- 
ging the  running  operations,  and  for  an  equitable  division  of  proceeds,  as 
also  of  burthens,  the  following  stipulations  have  been  arranged  and 
agreed  upon. 

As  an  indispensable  prerequisite,  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation 
are,  with  all  convenient  despatch,  to  construct,  or  cause  to  be  constructed, 
an  additional  track  upon  their  road  bed,  so  that,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  January,  A.  D.  1849,  there  shall  be  a  double  railroad  track  the 
entire  distance  between  the  city  of  Boston  and  the  junction  of  the  roads 
of  the  two  corporations,  at  the  village  of  South  Braintree;  said  Old 
Colony  Corporation  are  also  to  erect,  or  cause  to  be  erected,  a  freight 
depot  building,  on  land  adjoining  their  present  passenger  depot,  in  the 
17 
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city  of  Boston,  to  be  not  less  than  three  hundred  feet  in  length,  and  as 
wide  as  can  conveniently  be  placed  upon  the  land  between  said  passenger 
depot  and  Cove  Street,  in  said  city — the  building  to  be  fitted,  in  all  re- 
spects, suitable  and  convenient  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  intended, 
to  be  ready  for  use  the  ensuing  spring,  and,  when  completed,  to  be  appro- 
priated exclusively,  and  free  of  charge,  to  the  business  of  the  Fall  River 
Railroad. 

Each  corporation  are  to  provide  motive  power,  suitable  and  convenient 
to  perform  the  business  of  the  line  when  upon  their  respective  roads, 
and  shall  have  control  of  the  running  operation  thereon. 

All  cars,  passenger  and  merchandise,  essential  and  convenient  for  the 
service,  are  to  be  furnished  by  the  Fall  River  Railroad  Company,  and 
the  entire  risk  thereof,  whether  upon  the  road  of  the  one  corporation  or 
the  other,  as  also  the  risk  of  merchandise,  is  to  be  upon  said  Fall  River 
Railroad  Company ;  but  the  risk  of  passengers,  when  upon  the  Old 
Colony  Railroad,  is  to  be  upon  that  corporation.  If,  however,  there  be 
loss  or  damage  to  merchandise,  when  in  depot  buildings,  or  at  the  sta- 
tions, for  such  loss  or  damage  the  corporation,  in  the  charge  of  whose 
agents  it  shall  have  been  at  the  time,  shall  be  accountable  therefor. 

The  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation  are  to  furnish  all  necessary  and 
convenient  accommodations  for  passengers,  for  merchandise,  and  for 
cars,  at  the  several  depot  stations  upon  their  road,  and  in  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton. Like  accommodations  are  also  to  be  furnished  by  the  Fall  River 
Railroad  Company,  at  the  several  stations  upon  their  road,  and  in  the 
town  of  Fall  River. 

Each  corporation  shall  furnish  the  necessary  clerks,  agents,  and  assist- 
ance, to  perform  the  service  of  the  joint  operations  when  upon  their  re- 
spective roads,  or  at  their  depots — such  as  are  usually  employed  in  like 
railroad  service,  and  such  as  shall  not  otherwise  be  provided,  pursuant  to 
this  or  any  subsequent  arrangement.  Upon  their  wharf  in  Boston,  the 
Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation,  without  charge  for  wharfage,  are  to 
furnish  all  reasonable  accommodations  and  facilities  for  loading  and  un- 
loading such  merchandise  as  shall  have  come  from  or  be  intended  for  the 
Fall  River  Railroad. 

In  the  running  of  trains  over  the  Old  Colony  Railroad,  and  when  at 
the  depot  in  Boston,  the  same  persons  are  to  perform  the  service  of  bag- 
gage-masters and  brakemen,  for  the  passenger  trains,  as  perform  the  like 
service  when  said  trains  are  upon  the  Fall  River  Road,  and  without 
charge  to  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation  therefor.  In  the  city  of 
Boston,  the  baggage-masters  are  to  receive  and  deliver  all  baggage;  but 
baggage  not  seasonably  called  for,  or  baggage  early  brought  to  the  depot, 
shall  be  taken  charge  of  by  the  baggage-master  of  the  Old  Colony  Rail- 
road Corporation,  or  such  other  person  as  may  be  by  them  employed  in 
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such  service  for  their  separate  business,  to  be  safely  kept  and  properly 
delivered. 

Each  corporation  shall  provide  engineers,  firemen,  and  conductors,  to 
perform  the  service  of  the  li«e  when  upon  their  respective  roads ;  but  if, 
by  mutual  arrangement,  a  conductor  shall  be  employed  to  perform  service 
upon  the  roads  of  both  corporations,  then  shall  his  wages  be  paid  by  the 
two  corporations  pro  rata,  according  to  the  distance  he  performs  service 
on  the  road  of  each. 

For  the  loading  of  merchandise,  an  allowance  shall  be  made  of  ten 
cents  per  ton,  and  the  same  allowance  for  unloading  and  collecting  the 
freight  bills,  to  be  paid  to  the  party  performing  the  service,  and  by  the 
two  corporations,  as  the  receipt  for  the  transportation  thereof  shall  be 
divided  :  merchandise  not  weighed,  and  for  the  transportation  of  which 
the  charge  shall  not  be  by  weight,  the  proper  allowance,  for  loading  and 
unloading,  shall  be  ascertained  by  dividing  the  proceeds  therefrom  by  the 
amount  charged  for  the  transportation  of  a  ton  the  same  distance. 

All  regular  trains,  having  for  their  southern  termini  either  Fall  River, 
or  some  station  on  the  Cape  Cod  Branch  Railroad,  shall,  when  delivered 
at  the  village  of  South  Braintree,  be  promptly,  and  without  unnecessary 
delay,  taken  by  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation,  over  their  road,  to 
Boston.  Returning  trains  shall  also  be  promptly,  and  without  unneces- 
sary delay,  taken  from  Boston,  and  delivered  at  the  village  of  South 
Braintree,  at  such  time  or  times  as  the  Fall  River  Railroad  Company 
may  elect.  Other  trains,  which  the  Fall  River  Railroad  Company  may 
desire  to  run,  shall  be  taken  to  and  from  the  village  of  South  Braintree, 
by  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation,  at  such  time  or  times  as  may 
be  reasonably  required  of  them  by  said  Fall  River  Railroad  Company. 
If,  however,  there  be  a  disagreement  as  to  the  reasonableness  of  any 
such  requirement,  the  question  shall  be  decided  by  disinterested  arbiters, 
each  corporation  choosing  one,  and  the  two  thus  chosen,  if  necessary,  to 
select  a  third. 

When  desired  by  the  Fall  River  Railroad  Company,  at  least  two  daily 
passenger  trains,  besides  the  steamboat  train,  are  to  be  taken  each  way 
between  Boston  and  the  Fall  River  Railroad,  stopping  only  at  North 
Braintree  and  Quincy,  unless  to  leave  passengers  from,  or  take  up  pas- 
engers  for,  said  Fall  River  Railroad. 

The  proceeds  from  the  transportation  of  both  passengers  and  merchan- 
dise to  be  divided  between  the  two  corporations,  pro  rata,  according  to 
the  distance  carried  on  the  roads  of  each. 

For  the  use  of  passenger  cars,  for  the  risk  thereof,  and  for  the  benefits 
to  be  derived  from  the  connection,  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation 
are  to  pay  to  the  Fall  River  Railroad  Company  one  half  cent  per 
mile  per  passenger,  when  upon  the  Old   Colony  Railroad,  for  all  passen* 
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gers  taken  to  and  from  the  Fall  River  Road.  For  the  use  of  merchan- 
dise cars,  for  the  risk  thereof,  and  for  the  risk  of  merchandise,  in  like 
manner,  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation  are  to  pay  to  the  Fall 
River  Railroad  Company  one  half  cent  per  mile  per  ton,  when  upon 
said  Old  Colony  Railroad,  for  all  merchandise  taken  to  and  from  the 
Fall  River  Road.  For  merchandise  not  weighed,  and  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  which  the  charge  shall  not  be  by  weight,  the  amount  to  be  paid, 
to  be  ascertained  in  like  manner  as  is  provided  for  ascertaining  the 
amount  of  compensation  for  loading  and  unloading. 

No  special  effort  shall  be  made,  by  either  corporation,  or  their  agents, 
to  divert  business  or  travel  from  the  road  of  the  other.  During  the  con- 
tinuance of  this  contract,  neither  corporation  shall,  directly  or  indirectly, 
aid  or  encourage  the  chartering  of  any  new  railroad,  the  effect  of  which 
will  be  to  injure  the  interest  of  the  other  ;  nor  will  either,  should  a  new 
road  be  chartered  or  constructed,  patronize  the  same,  if  by  so  doing  the 
income  of  the  other  would  be  diminished. 

All  accounts  between  the  two  corporations  shall  be  arranged,  settle- 
ments made,  and  balances  adjusted,  at  least  once  every  month. 

It  being  the  purpose  of  this  agreement  to  adjust  all  matters  and  things 
connected  with  the  joint  operations  of  the  two  corporations,  it  is  agreed, 
that  any  misunderstanding  with  regard  to  the  construction  of  this  instru- 
ment, or  any  difference  respecting  matters  and  things  not  herein  em- 
braced, shall  be  referred  to  disinterested  arbiters,  to  be  chosen  in  like 
manner  as  is  provided  in  case  of  disagreement  with  reference  to  running 
of  special  trains. 

These  articles  of  agreement  shall  take  effect,  and  control  the  opera- 
tions and  settlements  between  the  said  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation 
and  the  said  Fall  River  Railroad  Company,  commencing  with  the  first 
day  of  December  instant,  and  ending  with  the  fourth  day  of  August, 
which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
fifty-six. 

And  for  the  faithful  performance  of  all  the  stipulations  contained  in 
this  instrument,  the  said  corporation  each  to  the  other  doth  covenant 
and  agree,  the  said  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation  that  they  will,  and 
that  their  successors  shall,  do  and  perform  all  that  is  herein  stipulated  for 
them  to  do  and  perform,  and  the  said  Fall  River  Railroad  Company,  that 
they  will,  and  that  their  successors  shall,  do  and  perform  all  that  is  herein 
stipulated  for  them  to  do  and  perform. 

In  testimony  whereof  the  said  Old  Colony  Railroad  Corporation,  by 
their  president,  Nathan  Carruth,  for  the  purpose  duly  authorized  by  a 
vote  of  the  directors  of  said  corporation,  and  the  said  Fall  River  Rail- 
road Company,  by  their  president,  Nathaniel  B.  Borden,  for  the  purpose 
duly  authorized   by  a  vote  of  the  directors  of  said   company,  have  here- 
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unto  affixed  the  seals  of  their  respective  corporations,  and  the  said  Na- 
than Carruth,  and  the  said  Nathaniel  B.  Borden,  as  aforesaid,  have 
hereunto  subscribed  their  names,  the  day  and  year  first  above  written.

The  unfinished  state  of  the  construction,  together  with  the  short  time 
the  road  has  been  opened,  will  account  for  the  several  items  left  blank  in 
the  return.

Articles  of  agreement  made  this  first  day  of  August,  A.  D.  1846,  by 
and  between  the  Vermont  and  Massachusetts  Railroad  Company,  of  the 
first  part,  and  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  of  the  second  part,  each 
of  which  parties  is  a  corporation  established  by  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 

Article  I. — In  consideration  of  the  covenants  and  agreements  here- 
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inafter  contained,  the  Vermont  and  Massachusetts  Railroad  Company  do 
hereby  grant  and  demise  to  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  the  use  of 
their  railroad,  as  the  same  shall  be  opened  to  each  of  the  following  sta- 
tions, to  wit,  Gardner,  Templeton,  South  Royalston,  Athol,  Orange, 
and  one  year  after  said  road  shall  have  been  opened  to  the  last-named 
place,  for  the  compensation  of  six  per  centum  in  semi-annual  payments 
of  three  per  cent,  each  upon  the  cost  of  construction,  and  all  other  rea- 
sonable expenditures,  which  costs  and  expenditures  are  to  be  made  up 
and  calculated,  by  the  engineers  of  the  Vermont  and  Massachusetts  and 
Fitchburg  Railroad  Companies. 

Article  II. — Until  the  road  is  opened  to  some  point  in  the  town  of 
Gardner,  no  charge  shall  be  made  for  the  use  of  any  smaller  portion 
thereof,  nor,  after  it  reaches  such  point,  for  any  successive  fractional  part 
between  the  stations  named  in  the  first  article ;  but,  from  time  to  time,  as 
it  reaches  the  depots  for  the  respective  places,  the  compensation  of  the 
cost  shall  be  made  and  furnished  the  party  of  the  second  part,  and  the 
additional  rent  commence. 

Article  III. — The  repairing  of  the  track  for  the  first  three  months 
after  use,  and  filling  the  track,  trimming  of  slopes,  clearing  out  ditches 
and  cuts,  raising  such  embankments  as  settle,  and  mending  any  other 
defect  in  construction,  during  the  continuance  of  this  lease,  are  to  be 
done  at  the  expense  of  the  Vermont  and  Massachusetts  Railroad  Com- 
pany. 

Article  IV. — -It  is  agreed  by  the  Fitchburg  Company,  to  do  all 
freighting  upon  their  own  railroad,  inclusive  of  loading  and  unloading, 
together  with  wharfage,  if  the  freights  be  landed  on  their  wharves,  for 
one  dollar  and  thirty-seven  and  a  half  cents  per  ton. 

Article  V. — Upon  the  portion  of  the  Vermont  and  Massachusetts 
Railroad  leased,  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  further  agree,  as  fol- 
lows, viz  :  to  keep  the  track  in  repair  after  the  first  three  months  of 
use,  excepting  what  is  specified  in  article  3d  ;  to  do  all  freighting  over 
the  track  of  the  Vermont  and  Massachusetts  Railroad  ;  and  to  furnish 
engines  and  gravel  cars,  for  cost  of  motive  power  and  wear  of  cars,  on 
being  notified  by  the  president  or  engineer  of  the  Vermont  and  Massa- 
chusetts Railroad  Company. 

Article  VI. — It  is  further  provided,  that  the  Fitchburg  Railroad 
Company  shall  render  quarterly  accounts  for  all  dues,  under  the  fourth 
and  fifth  articles,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Vermont  and  Massachusetts 
Railroad  Company,  which  accounts  shall  be  paid  from  the  future  rents 
due  the  last-named  company. 

Article  VII. — No  charge  shall  be  made  by  the  Fitchburg  Company 
for  transporting  the  officers  and  laborers  of  the  lessors  upon  that  portion 
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leased ;  nor  to  stockholders  thereof,  at  the  meetings  of  the  Vermont  and 
Massachusetts  Railroad  Company. 

Article  VIII. — Any  question,  under  this  agreement,  which  may 
arise,  shall  be  determined  by  three  arbitrators,  one  chosen  by  each  party, 
and  the  third  by  the  two  others  selected,  whose  award,  or  the  award  of 
any  two  of  them,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.

The  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Railways  and  Canals,  to 
which  was  referred  the  Annual  Returns  of  the  several  Rail- 
road Corporations  in  operation  within  the  Commonwealth, 

REPORT: 

That  returns  have  been  made  by  thirty-seven  corporations, 
The  Hampshire  and  Franklin  Railroad  Company,  which  made 
its  second  report  to  the  last  Legislature,  has  made  no  report  the 
present  year ;  and  reports  have  been  made  by  the  Framingham 
Branch  Railroad  Company,  the  Newburyport  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  the  Stockbridge  and  Pittsfleld  Company,  to  the  pres- 
ent Legislature  for  the  first  time.  The  Newburyport  Company 
has  made  considerable  progress  in  its  undertaking.  The 
Framingham  Company  has  organized  merely,  no  contracts  for 
the  road  having  yet  been  made.  The  Stockbridge  and  Pitts- 
field  Company's  return  did  not  reach  the  committee  until  the 
seventeenth  of  February,  and  it  will  not  appear  in  its  place 
among  the  returns.  It  contains  none  of  the  statistics  which 
the  law  requires,  and  merely  states  that  the  company  has  been 
organized,  a  location  made,  forty-four  hundred  shares  sub- 
scribed for,  and  the  road  put  under  contract,  to  be  finished  by 
the  first  day  of  June,  1850,  for  the  sum  of  four  hundred  forty 
thousand  dollars.

South  Shore  is  leased  to  the  Old  Colony  at  6  per  cent. 

Stony  Brook  is  leased  at  6  per  cent.,  and  half  the  surplus 
earnings.

During  the  past  year,  about  300  miles  of  railroad  have  been 
put  in  operation  on  the  various  lines  leading  to  Boston,  many 
of  which  are  far  from  being  completed. 

The  miles  of  railroad  finished  in  New  York,  it  is  believed, 
do  not  exceed  750. 
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The  whole  number  of  miles  in  the  United  States  is  stated  at 
6,421J,  of  which  nearly  one  sixth  part  is  in  Massachusetts. 

The  extent  of  railroad  finished  in  England,  at  the  end  of 
the  year  1848,  and  in  operation,  was  4,420  miles,  constructed 
at  a  cost  of  £131,000,000  sterling,  or  $628,000,000. 

The  average  cost  per  mile  is  about  $142,000. 

These  roads  are  thoroughly  built,  generally  with  two  or  more 
tracks. 

There  is  no  road  in  this  country  which  cost  the  average  of 
the  English  lines,  excepting,  perhaps,  the  Reading  Railroad  in 
Pennsylvania. 

The  traffic  on  the  English  roads,  in  1848,  amounted  to 
£10,092,000,  or  more  than  $47,000,000. 

The  net  returns  were  about  4T2^-  per  cent,  on  the  outlay. 

The  expense  of  working  the  English  roads  is  less  than  fifty 
per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings. 

The  expense  of  working  the  Massachusetts  roads  is  a  frac- 
tion over  fifty-four  per  cent. 

If  the  returns  from  the  several  roads  had  been  perfect,  no 
table  made  from  the  list  would  have  shown  the  average  divi- 
dends of  the  whole.  The  fact  that  many  of  them  have  come 
into  operation  during  the  past  year,  is  sufficient  to  show  that 
no  average  could  be  taken  of  the  whole,  which  would  make 
any  approach  to  exactness. 

The  committee  have  taken  thirteen  roads,  (upon  whose  re- 
turns reliance  can  be  placed,  and  none  of  which  commenced 
operations  within  the  year,)  and  averaged  the  dividends  upon 
the  cost  of  the  roads.

Mean  rate  per  cent,  upon  money  paid  in,  7.283.  The  above 
is  an  approximation  to  correctness,  though  not  entirely  accu- 
rate. The  Western  Road,  for  instance,  paid  8  per  cent. ;  by 
the  table,  it  is  less.  The  discrepancy  is  caused  by  the  fact,  that 
new  stock  has  been  created  the  preseht  year,  and  has  been  ex- 
pended in  construction,  thus  adding  both  to  capital  and  cost  of 
road  during  the  year,  while  one  of  the  semi-annual  dividends 
was  declared  upon  the  last  year's  capital.  The  dividends  are 
declared  upon  the  capital  paid  in  and  not  always  upon  the  cost, 
and  this  will  show  a  difference  between  the  table  and  the 
actual  dividend,  in  cases  where  the  cost  of  road  varies  from 
the  amount  of  capital  paid  in.  It  should  be  added,  that,  in  all 
statements  relative  to  the  Western  Railroad,  the  dividends  are 
reckoned  upon  its  chartered  capital  which  now  stands  at 
$5,150,000.  In  addition  to  which,  there  has  been  provided  for 
its  construction,  and  received  by  the  corporation,  £899,900 
sterling  bonds,  payable,  with  interest,  at  5  per  cent.,  sold  at  an 
advance  of  not  less  than  8  per  cent, — $4,319,520 ;  Albany  city 
bonds,  $1,000,000,  interest  6  per  cent.,  making  the  total  means 
provided  for  its  construction,  $10,469,520,  from  which  there 
has  been  paid,  into  the  several  sinking  funds,  $459,578  62, 
leaving,  for  construction  and  equipment  of  road,  $10,009,941  38. 
The  cost  of  the  road  to  the  date  of  the  return  is  $9,900,153  76, 
leaving  in  possession  of  the  corporation  a  balance  of  construc- 
tion funds  amounting  to  $109,787  62.  The  balance  of  interest 
paid  by  the  corporation  the  past  year  is  $266,380  77.  The 
first  dividend  was  declared  upon  forty  thousand  shares,  the 
second,  upon  fifty-one  thousand  and  five  hundred,  and  were 
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each  four  per  cent.  Of  the  surplus  of  $47,330  41,  $45,833  34 
must  be  paid  into  the  general  sinking  fund,  which  will  leave  the 
sum  of  $1,497  07  to  be  added  to  surplus  fund  of  former  years. 

The  committee  have  prepared  a  table,  wherein  has  been  set 
down  some  of  the  most  important  statistics  of  the  several 
roads  as  collected  from  the  returns.  Unless  some  error  has 
occurred  in  the  execution,  the  figures  in  the  table  will  corre- 
spond with  those  in  the  returns,  except  in  the  columns  showing 
the  length  of  the  roads  and  branches,  the  fractions  in  which 
have  been  altered  to  decimals, — a  mode  which  is  recommended 
to  be  adopted  hereafter  by  the  corporations  in  their  returns. 
The  table  will  be  found  convenient  in  comparing  the  opera- 
tions of  the  several  roads  whose  returns  have  been  made  in 
compliance  with  the  law.  But  its  usefulness  will  be  much 
diminished  by  the  neglect  of  many  corporations  to  conform  to 
the  requisitions  of  the  law  of  1846.  Some  of  these  we  proceed 
to  name,  specifying  their  neglect. 

Boston  and  Worcester  return  does  not  specify  the  items  of  the 
cost  of  the  road  and  equipment,  excepting  the  cost  of  engines 
and  cars.  A  large  amount  (in  value)  of  land  is  held  by  this  cor- 
poration under  title,  the  evidence  of  which  is  most  probably  in 
its  possession,  and  the  committee  can  see  no  excuse  for  the 
omission  to  return  the  amount.  In  other  respects,  the  return 
appears  to  be  correct,  and  is  accompanied  with  a  detailed  and 
useful  report  of  the  doings  of  the  corporation.  By  this  report, 
it  appears  that  the  corporation  owns,  and  holds  for  sale,  land 
valued  at  $350,000,  and  that  it  spent,  during  the  last  year,  for 
"  land  and  other  improvements  for  the  main  track,  $122,614  54." 
The  committee  do  not  intend  to  question  the  propriety  of  any 
purchases  or  expenditures  made  by  this  corporation,  but  to 
present  the  fact  of  its  noncompliance  with  the  law  in  the  matter 
of  its  returns.  It  may  be,  at  this  time,  difficult  to  specify,  with 
correctness,  all  the  items  of  the  cost  of  the  road  and  equipment, 
but,  if  it  be  only  difficult,  it  should  be  done.  If  it  be  impossible, 
by  an  examination  of  the  accounts,  to  make  a  correct  separa- 
tion of  the  several  items  composing  this  expenditure,  then  if 
will  be  a  question  for  the  Legislature  to  determine,  if  provision 
shall  be  made  by  law  authorizing  an  apportionment  of  the 
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whole  expenditure  to  the  several  items  specified  in  the  returns 
required  by  the  law  of  1846,  such  apportionment,  when  made, 
to  form  the  basis  of  future  returns. 

Boston  and  Providence. — In  regard  to  the  cost  of  road  and 
equipment,  the  return  from  this  corporation  is  less  perfect,  even, 
than  the  Boston  and  Worcester,  it  failing  to  make  any  specifi- 
cation of  the  expenditures  even  of  the  past  year,  although  the 
amount  is  $486,391  67.  In  other  respects,  the  return  appears 
to  be  very  regular. 

Fitchhurg. — The  return  does  not  show  the  length  of  road, 
grades,  rise  and  fall,  curvatures,  or  length  of  straight  lines,  but 
refers  to  former  reports.  The  statute  requires  that  these  char- 
acteristics shall  be  returned  annually. 

Dorchester  and  Milton. — The  return  does  not  state  the  earn- 
ings, expense  of  working,  or  dividends. 

Cape  Cod  Branch. — The  return  does  not  give  the  amount  of 
dividend  nor  on  what  sum  it  was  declared  ;  and  the  net  earn- 
ings, as  returned,  do  not  agree  with  a  correct  cast  of  the  items 
in  the  report  by  which  the  net  earnings  are  shown.  But  it  is 
apparent  that  the  sum  of  $5,472  30  is  twice  reckoned  in.  the 
expenses,  and  that  the  incorrectness  of  the  report  is  a  clerical 
mistake. 

Providence  and  Worcester. — The  return  from  this  corpora- 
tion omits  to  state  the  average  rate  of  interest  paid,  the  cost  of 
the  road  in  accordance  with  the  required  specifications,  and  the 
larger  portion  of  the  characteristics.  Of  the  equipment,  the 
cost  of  engines  and  baggage  cars  only  is  returned.  This  road 
has  been  lately  constructed ;  its  net  earnings  are  stated  at 
$109,954  71,  which  is  equally  apportioned  by  the  commission- 
ers of  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island,  but  the  return  omits  to 
state,  whether  this  sum  has  been  carried  to  a  surplus  account 
or  any  portion  of  it  divided. 

Norwich  and  Worcester. — A  note  appended  to  this  return 
gives  the  reason  for  some  of  its  deficiencies,  but  does  not  ex- 
plain the  disbursement  of  $4,338  05  charged  under  the  head 
of  "contingent."  If  the  full  return  of  this  road  had  been 
made  upon  the  printed  form,  the  item  would,  perhaps,  have 
been  accounted  for  so  as  to  have  escaped  observation,  but,  as  it 
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appears  in  the  report,  it  cannot,  so  far  as  it  shows,  be  classified 
with  any  of  the  expenses  contemplated  by  the  statute.  There 
are  two  other  items  that  seem  out  of  place  in  the  report  accom- 
panying the  return. 

Stoughton  Branch. — This  is  a  new  road  run  by  the  Boston 
and  Providence.  Its  return  contains  no  items  of  cost  and  no 
characteristics  of  the  road,  and  is  more  deficient  than  the  re- 
turn of  any  other  corporation. 

Hartford  and  New  Haven. — The  return  from  this  corpora- 
tion is  also  very  defective,  and  refers,  for  many  items,  to  a  for- 
mer report.  The  committee  have  searched  the  reports  made 
under  the  law  of  1846  without  being  able  to  find  much  of  the 
information  required. 

West  Stockbridge. — This  report  is  likewise  deficient  in  an- 
swers to  the  greatest  portion  of  the  questions.  It  also  refers  to 
a  former  report  for  the  year  1846,  but  that  does  not  give  the  par- 
ticulars required  by  law. 

Vermont  and  Massachusetts. — This  return  cannot  be  ex- 
pected to  embrace  all  the  items  required.  It  is  finished  only  in 
part,  and  is  run  by  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  to  whose 
return  it  refers  for  expenditures,  income,  &c.  It  is  irregular  in 
not  appropriately  specifying  the  salaries  of  its  officers,  law  ex- 
penses, (fee.  Such  items  of  expense  should  not  be  charged  to 
"  engineering  and  other  expenses." 

The  committee  have  felt  it  their  duty  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  Legislature  to  the  defective  state  of  the  above  specified 
returns,  in  order  that  such  a  correction  may  be  applied  as  shall 
be  judged  necessary  to  enforce  a  compliance  with  the  law. 
The  most  of  the  deficiencies  are  evidently  the  result  of  care- 
lessness. The  accounts  of  the  first  two  mentioned  roads  may 
have  been  so  kept  that  a  specification  of  the  items,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  law  of  1846,  cannot  be  made.  And  if  it  should  so 
appear  in  subsequent  returns,  it  would  be  in  the  power  of  the 
Legislature  to  remedy  the  evil,  by  authorizing  an  apportionment 
of  the  whole  expense,  to  be  made  to  the  several  heads  enumer- 
ated in  the  act  of  1846. 

The  returns  which  present  a  substantial  compliance  with 
the  law  are  marked  A,  in  the  index.      The  figure  1  is  annexed

The  report  of  the  commissioners  admits  of  no  remark,  save 
that  it  is  correctly  cast. 

The  committee  have  prepared  and  placed  in  an  appendix  a 
list  of  the  acts  of  incorporation,  now  in  force,  from  which  no 
returns  have  been  received.  In  a  large  portion  of  these,  no 
attempt  at  an  organization  has  been  made ;  some  of  the  char- 
ters have  been  extended  the  present  session.  But  what  portion 
of  these  roads  will  be  constructed,  the  committee  are  without 
the  means  to  determine.  Their  aggregate  capitals  amount  to 
$11,262,000. 

The  appendix  marked  B,  contains  a  list  of  the  railroad  char- 
ters granted  from  1825  to  1848,  both  inclusive,  with  a  succinct 
account  of  the  legislation  in  regard  to  each.  The  whole  num- 
ber is  one  hundred  and  one.  The  necessity  of  a  frequent 
recurrence  to  the  practice  of  the  Legislature,  in  regard  to  rail- 
road corporations,  has  induced  the  committee  to  present  this 
information  in  the  annual  report,  as  affording  a  more  con- 
venient reference  than  the  special  laws. 

The  necessity  of  some  examination  and  analysis  of  the  re- 
turns is  apparent  to  the  committee,  for  various  reasons,  one  of 
which  is  the  carelessness  of  some  of  the  returning  officers  in 
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making  the  same.  It  is  of  great  importance,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  committee,  that  a  compliance  with  the  law,  in  this  particu- 
lar, should  be  enforced,  which  will  not  be  done  unless  the  defi- 
ciencies are  pointed  out.  It  is  evident  that  the  returns  of  the 
several  companies,  while  they  may  satisfy  the  scientific  in- 
quirer, demand,  for  their  understanding,  too  much  labor  from 
the  more  general  reader.  Collating  the  returns,  and  collecting 
the  more  useful  statistics  into  a  general  table,  will  somewhat 
remedy  this  evil.  If  this  duty  shall  be  annually  performed, 
the  committee  indulge  the  hope  that  these  returns  will  ulti- 
mately present  a  body  of  useful  and  reliable  railroad  statistics.

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SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF    THE 


BARRE  AND  WORCESTER  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  3Iassachu setts : 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  law,  the  Directors  of  the  Barre 
and  Worcester  Railroad  Corporation  respectfully  submit  their  second  an- 
nual report : — 

The  directors  regret  that  they  cannot  report  that  more  has  been  accom- 
plished towards  the  construction  and  completion  of  the  road.  Since  the 
last  annual  report,  the  location  of  the  road  has  been  made,  and  plans  of 
the  location  filed,  according  to  the  provisions  of  law ;  and  we  are  happy 
in  saying,  the  location  presents  a  much  more  favorable  aspect  as  to  grades, 
curves,  and  cost  of  construction,  than  was  anticipated.  The  report  of 
the  engineer  is  hereto  annexed,  and  made  part  of  this  report. 

No  assessments  have  been  made,  but  the  expense  of  the  location  has 
been  liquidated  by  subscriptions,  with  a  promise  of  repayment  in  stock 
in  the  road ;  and  some  expenses  have  been  incurred  by  individuals,  to  be 
reimbursed  hereafter.  The  great  pressure  in  the  money  market  has  pre- 
vented a  large  subscription  to  the  stock  of  the  road  ;  but  the  directors 
are  confident  of  ultimate  success,  and  intend  to  commence  the  construc- 
tion of  the  road  in  the  coming  spring.

To  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Parre   and  Worcester  Railroad 

Company : 

Gentlemen, — As  the  various  questions  in  relation  to  the  choice  of 
route  for  the  location  of  the  Barre  and  Worcester  Railroad,  arising  dur- 
ing the  progress  of  the  surveys,  were,  from  time  to  time,  duly  submitted  to 
you,  and  acted  upon,  it  seems  unnecessary  to  recur  to  them  here ;  and  I 
therefore  proceed  at  once  to  lay  before  you  the  following  short  description 
of  the  line  finally  adopted,  and  filed,  accompanied  by  the  data  necessary  for 
your  report  to  the  Legislature,  and  such  tables  as  will  afford  full  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  the  working  capabilities  or  efficiency  of  the  road  after 
its  construction. 

1.  The  part  of  the  line  which  has  been  designated  on  the  plan  the 
"  Barre  Division,"  follows  very  closely  the  first  survey  of  Mr.  Davenport, 
passing  from  Barre,  by  Smith's  Factory,  Coldbrook,  Barre  Falls,  the 
Rhode  Island  Mills,  Underwood's  Mills,  Bigelow's  and  Savage's  Factory, 
to  the  Worcester  division  at  Princeton. 

The  work  on  this  division  will  be  extremely  light,  with  the  exception 
of  a  rock  cutting  near,  and  the  bridge  across,  Ware  River,  at  Barre  Falls, 
and  the  material  is  generally  excellent. 

The  sharpest  curve  is  turned  upon  a  radius  of  1432  feet,  and  the 
worst  grade  is  45  feet  per  mile.  This  maximum  may  be  reduced  to  that 
of  41  feet  per  mile,  at  small  additional  outlay,  and  the  line  itself  may  per- 
haps be  straightened,  at  some  points,  by  a  change  of  location,  and  in- 
creased cost ;  but  such  investigation  as  I  could  make,  without  sinking 
shafts,  (and  this,  time  would  not  allow,)  lead  me  to  suppose  the  present 
line  the  best  one  for  the  interests  of  the  company,  under  existing  circum- 
stances. 

I  refer,  here,  particularly  to  the  important  saving  of  distance  proposed 
to  be  effected  by  the  Mundell  hill  route,  instead  of  that  by  Bigelow's. 

The  length  of  the  "  Barre  Division"  is  13  miles,  3653  feet;  and  the 
grade  line,  after  its  first  descent  towards  Smith's,  loses  no  ground  in  reach- 
ing Princeton ;  that  is  to  say,  makes  no  intervening  summit. 

2.  The  "  Worcester  Division"  begins  at  a  point  on  the  Worcester  and 
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Nashua  Railroad,  3  miles,  5160  feet  from  the  passenger-house  of  the  Bos- 
ton and  Worcester  Railroad,  in  Worcester,  and  the  line,  bearing  to  the 
left,  passes  across  the  valley,  by  Lee's  Factory,  and  then,  by  the  western 
slope  of  the  Quinapoxit  River  valley,  gradually  ascends  to  Princeton 
summit. 

The  route  of  the  located  line  is  generally  that  of  the  old  survey,  ex- 
cept, that  it  does  not  cross  the  Quinapoxit  until  very  near  Princeton 
summit. 

This  alteration,  I  consider  one  of  much  importance,  and  effecting  a 
saving  in  cost,  for  the  expensive  bridge  and  bad  curves  originally  pro- 
jected will  be  avoided  without  causing  a  corresponding  outlay. 

A  gradient  of  41  feet  per  mile,  from  opposite  Lee's  Factory,  passes  the 
summit,  at  Princeton,  with  a  cut  of  34  feet  at  the  deepest  point,  and  an 
inclination  of  40  feet  per  mile  would  suit  the  ground  still  better,  except 
at  the  summit,  when  the  cut  would  be  increased  to  about  42  feet  at  the 
deepest  point. 

But,  in  order  to  arrange  convenient  positions  for  the  way  stations  be- 
tween these  points,  I  have  assumed  a  maximum  of  45  feet  per  mile,  and 
divided  this  plane  into  shorter  ones,  having  those,  where  the  stations  will 
probably  be  situated,  at  inclinations  not  exceeding  eighteen  feet  per  mile. 
Two,  out  of  the  three,  are  less  than  16  feet  per  mile. 

The  shortest  radius  of  any  curve  laid  down  upon  this  division,  is  2865 
feet ;  and  the  gradients,  recollecting  the  elevation  to  be  surmounted,  are 
considered  very  good.  Near  Lee's  Factory,  however,  there  is  an  unavoid- 
able loss  of  33.24  feet. 

This  division  is  twelve  miles,  3566  feet  in  length. 

3.  The  line  throughout  the  "  Gardner  Division,"  differs  very  consider- 
ably in  character  from  that  of  either  of  the  other  divisions,  as  it  is  both 
direct  and  comparatively  level ;  its  steepest  gradient  being  only  16  feet 
per  mile,  and  the  sharpest  curve,  excepting  the  immediate  junction  with 
the  Vermont  and  Massachusetts  Railroad,  which  is  made  by  a  compound 
curve  of  955  feet  least  radius,  turned  upon  2865  feet. 

After  reaching  Princeton  summit,  the  grade  line  is  kept  up  so  as  to 
avoid  making  another  summit  between  that  and  the  junction  at  South 
Gardner,  the  point  known  as  Hubbardston  summit,  being  cut  17  feet  at 
the  deepest  point,  and  thus  allowing  the  difference  of  elevation  between 
the  summit  cut  at  Princeton,  and  the  Vermont  and  Massachusetts  Rail- 
road, at  South  Gardner,  to  be  overcome  by  a  series  of  level  and  ascend- 
ing planes. 

This  division  begins  at  Princeton  summit,  and  the  line  crossing  Ware 
River  skirts  the  eastern  bank  of  Moosehorn  pond  ;  then  it  is  nearly 
straight  as  far  as  Hubbardston  summit,  near  which,  it  curves  to  the  east- 
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ward,  and,  again  making  a  long  stretch  of  very  direct  line,  terminates  at 
the  junction  at  South  Gardner. 

Its  length  is  9  miles,  1780  feet. 

On  both  the  Worcester  and  Gardner  divisions,  the  location  is  an  im- 
provement upon  the  old  survey,  being  better,  in  line  and  level,  without  in- 
curring the  probability  of  greater  cost  in  construction.  On  the  contrary, 
as  I  have  before  stated,  an  important  saving  will,  I  think,  be  made. 

A  comparatively  small  amount  of  expensive  masonry  will  be  required 
for  these  two  divisions,  and  some  of  the  deeper  cuttings,  which  are  now 
arranged  with  a  view  to  equalize,  as  much  as  possible,  the  cutting  and  em- 
bankments, may  be  very  much  lessened  by  slight  changes  of  the  centre 
line, — perhaps  within  the  limits  of  the  location, — should  rock  be  found  in 
too  large  quantities,  on  sinking  shafts  preparatory  to  a  commencement  of 
the  work. 

The  grade  line  also,  which  is  now  laid  down,  may,  on  many  parts  of 
the  work,  be  altered,  without  going  beyond  its  present  maximum,  if  cir- 
cumstances occur  which  are  not  now  calculated  upon. 

The  distance  from  the  Boston  and  Worcester  Railroad  passenger-house, 
in  Worcester,  to  Barre,  is  30  miles,  604  feet. 

The  distance  from  the  same  point  in  Worcester,  to  Gardner,  is  25 
miles,  5226  feet. 

Table  No.  1,  contains  the  data  which  are  required  to  be  embraced  in 
the  Company's  annual  report  to  the  Legislature. 

Tables  No.  2,  show  the  length  of  each  straight  line  and  curve ;  the 
radius  of  each  curve,  the  whole  amount  of  straight  line,  and  the  whole 
amount  of  curved  line,  for  the  "  Barre  Division,"  and  for  the  "  Worces- 
ter" and  "  Gardner"  Divisions. 

Tables  No.  3  and  4,  are  tables  of  gradients  for  the  Barre,  and  for  the 
Worcester  and  Gardner  Divisions ;  showing,  also,  the  elevation  of  the 
level  planes  above  grade,  at  the  depot  of  the  Boston  and  Worcester  Rail- 
road, in  Worcester. 

The  immediate  charge  of  the  field  work  on  the  Worcester  and  Gard- 
ner divisions  was  taken  by  Mr.  Holman,  and  that  of  the  Barre  division, 
by  Mr.  Davenport.  I  am  much  indebted  to  both  of  them  for  carrying  out, 
in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and  within  the  time  specified,  what  I  had  agreed 
should  be  done.  In  the  course  of  examination,  in  order  to  secure  the 
best  route,  Mr.  Holman  surveyed  nearly  50  miles  of  trial  lines,  besides 
staking  out  the  location.

The  following  fatal  accidents  and  serious  injuries  have  occurred  during 
the  year  ending  December  1st,  1848,  viz  : — 

March  3. — Rueben  L.  Town,  aged  29,  in  the  employment  of  the 
Lowell  Bleachery,  was  killed  at  Lowell,  whilst  moving  cars,  by  being 
crushed  between  them  and  the  engine. 

May  23. — Lowell  Pratt,  in  the  employment  of  the  Northern  Railroad 
Company,  was  killed  at  Boston,  whilst  moving  cars,  by  being  crushed 
between  them. 

June,  . — An  Irishman,  name  unknown,  got  on  to  a  merchandise  train 
at  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  crossing,  and,  in  jumping  off  at  Medford,  broke 
his  wrist. 

July  26. — Henry  Tucker,  aged  4,  walking  on  the  track,  near  Bacon's 
bridge,  in  Medford,  was  run  over  by  a  passenger  train  and  instantly  killed. 

September  14. — A  woman,  name  unknown,  aged  about  60,  walking  on 
the  track  in  Wilmington,  was  run  over  by  a  passenger  train  and  instantly 
killed. 

October  2. — Jerry  Coveney,  a  brakeman,  in  the  employment  of  this 
corporation,  whilst  getting  on  to  the  train  at  Lowell,  fell,  and  his  foot  was 
crushed  by  the  wheels  in  such  a  manner  as  to  require  its  amputation. 

November  7. — Francis  Williams,  in  the  employment  of  the  Northern 
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Railroad  Corporation,  had  his  hand  cut  off,  by  being  run  over  by  an  en- 
gine at  Boston. 

November  14. — James  Sheridan,  employed  by  an  individual  in  unload- 
ing a  car  of  charcoal,  at  East  Cambridge,  had  his  hand  cut  off  by  being 
run  over  by  the  engine.

On  March  9th,  Elizabeth  Freeman,  aged  eight  years,  was  run  over  by 
an  engine  in  the  Boston  wood-yard,  and  her  leg  was  cut  off  near  the 
ancle. 

On  April  7th,  Franklin  Chamberlin  was  run  over  by  a  freight  car,  at 
the  Dover  depot,  and  his  leg  was  badly  injured. 

On  April  28th,  James  Gregg,  having  laid  down  between  the  rails  on  a 
curve,  near  Medford,  was  run  over  by  an  engine  and  killed  instantly. 

On  May  5th,  Samuel  Baldwin,  in  getting  out  of  the  cars  in  Medford, 
after  they  had  started,  was  struck  by  the  baggage  car,  and  his  arm  was 
broken. 

On  July  4th,  a  man  named Tuttle,  in  attempting  to  get  into  the 

cars  at  the  Melrose  depot,  after  they  had  started,  was  thrown  down  and 
so  much  injured  that  he  died  on  the  next  morning. 

On  September  7th,  Dennis  Leary,  a  laborer  on  the  grade  train,  in 
attempting  to  step  upon  a  car  for  the  purpose  of  stopping  it,  fell,  and  was 
run  over  and  killed. 

On  September  11th,  Henry  Priestly,  a  small  child,  wandered  on  to  the 
railroad,  not  near  a  crossing,  and  was  run  over  by  a  train  and  killed. 

On  September  20th,  Edward  Sweeney,  sixteen  years  of  age,  was  run 
over  by  a  train  near  Ballard  Vale,  not  at  a  crossing,  and  killed.

To  the  Honorable  Senate,  and  House  of  Representatives  : 

The  undersigned,  Directors  of  the  Boston  and  Worcester  Railroad, 
respectfully  submit  the  following  Report  of  their  proceedings,  and  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  corporation,  for  the  past  year. 

In  pursuance  of  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  passed  at  the  last  session, 
and  of  a  vote  of  the  corporation,  passed  on  the  4th  of  May  last,  author- 
izing an  increase  of  the  capital  stock,  10,000  shares  of  new  stock  have 
been  issued,  and  taken  at  par,  by  the  previous  holders,  in  their  respective 
proportions.  The  small  amount  of  new  stock,  not  subscribed  for  by  those 
who  were  entitled  to  it,  was  sold  by  auction,  and  the  premium  on  their 
respective  shares  was  passed  to  their  credit.  The  capital  stock,  thus  in- 
creased, amounts  to  $4,500,000,  on  which,  assessments,  to  the  amount 
of  $254,825,  not  due  by  the  terms  of  the  last  subscription,  were  unpaid 
at  the  closing  of  the  last  annual  account. 

The  amount  of  the  expenditures,  under  the  different  heads  of  account, 
with  the  amount  of  increase  during  the  last  year,  is  exhibited  in  the  sub- 
joined return,  made  in  the  form  required  by  law.  This  return,  in  conformity 
with  the  method  in  which  the  books  of  the  corporation  were  opened,  at 
the  commencement  of  the  work,  exhibits  the  permanent  property  of  the 
corporation,  under  the  general  head  of  construction,  with  two  distinct 
heads  of  locomotives  and  cars.  Under  the  first  head,  are  embraced  all 
purchases  of  land,  whether  for  the  road,  depots,  or  any  other  purpose, 
and  all  expenditures  for  construction  of  road,  buildings,  work-shops,  tools, 
and  machinery,  with  the  exception  above  stated,  of  locomotive  engines, 
and  passenger,  baggage  and  freight  cars,  which  constitute  two  distinct 
heads  of  account.  These  accounts  are  increased,  from  time  to  time,  as 
additional  purchases  are  made,  or  new  works  added,  for  the  enlargement 
of  the  property.  But  expenditures  for  additional  works,  to  replace  those 
which  are  destroyed  or  removed,  as  well  as  those  for  repairs,  are  not 
placed  to  these  accounts,  but  are  charged  under  the  appropriate  heads  of 
current  expenses,  and  are,  consequently,  met  from  the  current  income  of 
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the  year.  On  making  up  the  periodical  statements  of  income  and  ex- 
penses, for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  amount  of  net  profits  properly 
subject  to  dividend,  it  has  been  the  practice  of  the  directors  to  ascertain, 
as  nearly  as  is  practicable,  whether  the  amount  of  repairs,  or  of  new 
works  furnished  at  the  charge  of  income,  is  equivalent  to  the  depreciation 
from  wear,  decay,  unfitness  for  further  use,  or  damage ;  and,  in  such 
case,  to  credit  an  amount,  adequate  to  meet  the  depreciation,  to  the  ap- 
propriate head  of  the  construction  account,  and  to  add  the  same  to  the 
amount  of  current  expenses,  charged  in  the  income  account.  So,  also,  the 
proceeds  of  sales  of  land,  and  other  property,  are  credited  to  the  heads  of 
the  construction  account  to  which  they  respectively  belong.  These  ac- 
counts, therefore,  are  regarded  as  representing  the  actual  value  of  the 
descriptions  of  property  embraced  in  them  respectively,  at  their  cost,  kept 
good  against  depreciation,  by  repairs,  or  additions,  paid  for  out  of  the 
current  income. 

It  will  be  apparent,  on  an  examination  of  the  returns  which  have  been 
submitted  by  this  corporation  from  year  to  year,  that  there  has  been  a 
great  increase  in  the  several  construction  accounts,  and,  consequently,  a 
necessary  increase  of  capital  stock.  It  may  be  inferred,  from  the  practice 
pursued  as  above  stated  in  the  making  of  the  construction  accounts,  that 
this  increase  does  not  arise  from  expenditures  for  repairs,  or  for  altera- 
tions properly  chargeable  to  current  expenses,  but  from  an  actual  increase 
of  available  property  fully  proportioned  to  the  accumulation  of  cost.  Nor 
has  it  arisen  from  a  disposition  to  increase  the  investment  of  capital,  be- 
yond what  is  necessary  to  provide  for  the  safe  and  convenient  despatch  of 
the  large  business  done  on  the  road,  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  pub- 
lic, and  profitable  to  the  stockholders. 

Before  the  road  was  opened,  it  was  difficult  to  convince  the  public,  that 
the  business  upon  it  would  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  charge  of  a  single 
track,  built  and  equipped  in  the  most  economical  manner.  The  work 
was,  therefore,  necessarily  constructed  on  the  most  limited  scale  of  ex- 
penditure, but  on  a  plan  admitting  of  expansion  as  necessity  should  re- 
quire. The  expenditure  has  consequently  been  progressive ;  from  the 
necessity  of  affording  increased  accommodation  to  keep  pace  with  the 
increased  demands  of  business.  In  place  of  a  single  track,  we  have  a 
double  one;  in  place  of  a  light  rail,  adapted  to  the  use  of  engines  weigh- 
ing ten  tons,  we  have  rails  of  the  heaviest  class  now  in  common  use,  and 
of  a  weight  unknown  at  the  time  when  the  first  track  was  laid ;  in  place 
of  freight-houses  for  the  deposit  of  a  few  loads  of  merchandise,  we  have 
houses  which  admit  of  the  convenient  receipt  and  delivery  of  more  than 
a  thousand  tons  per  day. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1844,  after  the  second  track  was  completed, 
and  after  the  freight-house,  then  by  far  the  largest  building  of  the  kind 
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in  the  country,  was  completed,  the  capital  of  the  corporation,  paid  in, 
amounted  to  $2,900,000  ;  the  several  heads  of  the  construction  account 
amounted  to  $2,914,078;  the  number  of  tons  of  freight  transported  in 
the  year  was  126,853 ;  the  entire  transportation  was  equal  to  the  trans- 
port one  mile  of  5,023,87Q  tons  of  freight  and  8,805,187  passengers; 
and  the  total  receipts  of  income  amounted  to  $428,437. 

In  1847,  three  years  only  having  elapsed,  the  capital  stock  of  $3,500,000 
was  all  called  in  ;  the  construction  account  was  increased  to  $4,113,609; 
the  freight  transported  over  the  road  during  the  year  amounted  to 
283,717  tons;  the  transportation  was  equivalent  to  10,755,798  tons  of 
freight,  and  14,480,678  passengers  carried  one  mile;  and  the  receipts  of 
income  amounted  to  $722,170.  The  freight  accommodations  in  this 
city,  and  at  most  of  the  other  stations,  were  found  insufficient  for  the  con- 
venient and  satisfactory  despatch  of  so  large  an  amount  of  business,  and 
important  improvements  were  demanded  in  the  passenger  stations.  It 
became  necessary  to  make  large  purchases  of  land,  at  a  high  cost  for 
enlarging  them,  as  well  as  for  obtaining  room  for  additional  tracks  within 
the  city.  It  had  become  necessary  also,  to  establish  several  branch  roads 
for  the  purpose  of  defence  against  branches  of  other  roads,  carried  to 
the  immediate  vicinity  of  our  main  road,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Water- 
town  branch  of  the  Fitchburg  road,  terminating  at  a  distance  of  200 
rods  only  from  this  road  at  Newton, — and  of  a  proposed  branch  to  within 
less  than  two  miles  of  the  main  road  at  Framingham.  The  estab- 
lishment of  these  branches  was"  also  strongly  called  for,  for  meeting 
the  wishes  of  large  masses  of  population  in  the  vicinity  of  the  main 
track,  who  presented  strong  claims  for  accommodation  in  the  large 
amount  of  their  present  business,  and  the  prospect  of  a  great  increase. 
These  branches  have  proved  to  be  highly  beneficial  to  the  public,  as  well 
as  advantageous  to  this  corporation,  affording  the  promise  of  an  ample 
remuneration  for  the  expenditure,  if  not  in  immediate  profits,  in  the  se- 
curity which  they  afford  to  its  permanent  prosperity. 

Very  important  improvements  have  also  been  made,  from  year  to 
year,  in  the  character  of  the  road,  not  only  in  substituting  a  heavy  and 
strong  rail  for  a  comparatively  weak  one,  but  in  placing  a  stable  founda- 
tion of  gravel  beneath  the  track,  throughout  nearly  half  its  course,  where 
it  passed  through  ground  of  an  extremely  difficult  character  for  forming  a 
road-bed,  from  the  prevalence  of  deep  cuts,  either  abounding  in  springs, 
or  tenacious  of  water  when  falling  upon  the  surface,  and  consequently 
liable  to  be  disturbed  by  frost.  In  these  respects,  the  route  was,  perhaps, 
more  unfavorable,  for  easily  forming  a  permanent  road-bed,  than  any  other 
route  in  the  Commonwealth.  Extensive  purchases  of  land  have  also  been 
made,  for  widening  the  road,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  adequate  room 
for  keeping  the  track  clear  of  snow.     A  large  expenditure  has  also  been 
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made  in  the  purchase  of  lands  at  Worcester,  for  the  purpose  of  making 
an  important  improvement  at  that  station,  which  has  not  yet  been  carried 
into  effect.  An  important  improvement  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
cattle  trade  has  been  made  at  Brighton,  by  the  establishment  of  a  large 
and  expensive  cattle-pen.  A  very  large  expenditure  has  been  made  for 
the  purpose  of  promoting  the  public  security,  and  of  avoiding  incon- 
veniences and  hazards  which  would  probably  have  constrained  the  cor- 
poration to  incur  a  much  higher  expenditure,  for  the  same  object,  at  a 
future  day,  in  raising  Tremont  Street,  and  in  the  purchases  of  real  estate, 
which  were  necessary  for  the  accomplishment  of  that  object  at  the  least 
ultimate  cost.  To  this  enumeration  might  be  added,  other  expenditures 
of  smaller  amount.  Nearly  all  the  improvements,  thus  made,  have  in- 
volved the  purchase  of  lands  at  high  prices,  increased  two  or  three  fold 
at  least  by  the  beneficial  effects  of  the  railroad  itself. 

The  necessity  of  a  great  increase  of  motive  power,  as  well  as  of  cars 
for  the  transport  of  both  passengers  and  freight,  in  consequence  of  the 
great  increase  of  tonnage  transported,  and  of  the  number  of  passenger 
trains,  is  sufficiently  obvious ;  and  it  can  need  no  argument  to  show  the 
expediency  of  being  amply  provided  with  these  necessary  means  of  trans- 
portation. The  necessity  of  increased  capital,  to  meet  these  large  ex- 
penditures, begun  previously  to  the  year  1847,  and  continued  during  that 
and  the  last  year,  was  stated  in  the  last  annual  report,  and  in  the  petition 
to  the  Legislature  for  authority  to  create  additional  shares  of  stock. 

It  will  be  seen,  on  reference  to  the  return  appended  to  this  report,  that 
the  amount  of  capital  paid  in,  at  the  close  of  the  financial  year,  on  the 
30th  of  November  last,  was  $4,245,175,  and  the  amount  of  the  several 
construction  accounts,  representing  the  cost  of  road,  lands,  buildings, 
and  equipment,  was  $4,650,392  82.  This  last  amount  exceeds  the 
entire  capital  stock  by  $150,392.  In  it,  however,  is  embraced,  as  above 
stated,  the  whole  expenditure  for  lands  now  belonging  to  the  corporation, 
including  a  large  number  of  valuable  lots,  not  required  for  the  uses  of 
the  corporation,  and  which  would  have  been  sold,  had  any  favorable 
opportunity  occurred  since  they  became  disposable.  It  has  not  been 
thought  expedient  to  force  them  on  the  market  before  there  is  a  demand 
for  them,  as  they  are  so  situated  as  to  be  likely  to  increase  in  value  be- 
yond the  amount  of  accruing  interest  on  what  they  would  now  produce. 

The  more  valuable  of  these  lands  are  situated  in  Boston,  on  Tremont 
and  Castle  Streets ;  on  Indiana  Street  and  Indiana  Place ;  and  on  Curve 
Street.  Those  situated  on  Tremont  and  Castle  Streets  were  pur- 
chased at  the  time  when  Tremont  Street  was  raised,  for  carrying  it 
over  the  railroad, — the  sole  object  of  the  purchase  being  to  diminish  the 
cost  of  that  operation,  by  becoming  possessed  of  the  lands  at  their  fair 
cash  value,  instead  of  being  compelled  to  pay  damages  at  an  extravagant 
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estimate.  A  part  of  the  lands  purchased  for  this  object  have  been  resold 
on  satisfactory  terms,  but  the  greater  part  have  remained  on  hand,  in 
consequence  of  the  stagnant  demand,  since  that  date,  for  lands  of  this 
description.  The  lands  on  Indiana  Street  and  Indiana  Place  consist 
chiefly  of  a  portion  of  the  original  purchases,  which  were  made  at  a 
comparatively  low  price,  on  the  first  location  of  the  road,  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  the  track  through  the  city,  from  the  basin  of  the  Water 
Power  Company  to  the  South  Cove,  and  were  used  in  part  for  the  tem- 
porary depot.  These  lands  were  retained,  for  a  long  time,  from  an  un- 
certainty whether  they  might  not  be  required  for  the  uses  of  the  corpora- 
tion, and  from  the  belief,  which  has  been  fully  confirmed,  that  they  would 
increase  in  salable  value,  from  year  to  year,  should  it  be  finally  deter- 
mined to  dispose  of  them.  They  have  been,  within  the  last  two  or  three 
years,  put  in  a  condition  for  sale,  by  the  opening  and  grading  of  Indiana 
Street,  at  a  considerable  expense,  and  by  constructing  a  permanent  com- 
mon sewer  through  that  street  and  Indiana  Place,  at  the  joint  cost  of  the 
corporation  and  of  the  city,  and  a  portion  of  them  have  been  sold,  at  sat- 
isfactory prices,  for  building  sites.  Several  buildings,  including  a  neat 
church,  have  been  erected  on  these  lands.  The  lands  on  Curve  Street 
were  more  recently  purchased  for  a  double  purpose  : — 1st.  From  the 
necessity  of  widening  the  main  road  from  Harrison  Avenue  to  the  freight 
depot  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down  a  third  track.  This  object  could 
not  have  been  otherwise  accomplished  but  by  the  purchase  of  the  lands 
in  the  rear  of  these  lots,  at  prices  which  were  thought  less  advantageous 
than  to  purchase  the  whole,  even  were  the  front  portions  of  the  same 
lots  immediately  resold.  2dly.  These  lots,  in  case  it  should  be  found 
necessary  hereafter  to  extend  the  freight  accommodations  beyond  the 
limits  already  appropriated  to  them,  may  be  made  available  for  the  pur- 
pose, by  laying  railroad  tracks  leading  back,  on  a  level,  as  far  as  Harrison 
Avenue.  In  the  mean  time,  it  is  anticipated  that  the  dwellings  now  stand- 
ing on  the  portions  of  the  several  lots  not  required  for  the  widening  of 
the  main  track,  will  afford  an  income  equal  to  the  interest  on  the  whole 
purchase.  Should  the  directors  hereafter  decide  that  it  is  not  expedient 
to  retain  the  portion  of  the  lands,  thus  occupied,  for  the  purpose  above 
stated,  they  may  be  sold  on  the  first  favorable  occasion,  as  not  being 
required  for  any  present  use  of  the  corporation. 

There  are  other  tracts  of  land  in  Worcester,  Brighton,  Brookline, 
Newton,  Natick,  and  several  other  places,  of  considerable  value,  consist- 
ing of  portions  of  lots  which  were  purchased  for  the  necessary  uses  of 
the  corporation,  and  obtained  on  more  advantageous  terms  entire,  than 
those  on  which  they  could  be  obtained,  if  divided.  Some  of  these  lots  are  of 
great  value,  and  the  possession  of  them  has  admitted  of  the  laying  out  of  the 
grounds,  required  for  the  uses  of  the  stations,  far  more  advantageously 
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and  economically,  than  could  have  been  done  by  the  purchase  of  merely 
the  space  required.  It  was  often  difficult  to  determine,  at  the  time  of  the 
purchase,  what  extent  of  land  would  be  required.  While,  in  some  cases, 
far  too  little  was  purchased,  in  others  a  considerable  surplus  was  ob- 
tained, which,  in  every  instance,  has  been  greatly  enhanced  in  value.  In 
most  cases,  the  increase  in  value  is  manifestly  still  going  on,  and  it  is  a 
question  for  the  future  discretion  of  the  directors  to  determine,  at  what 
time  these  lands  shall  be  sold. 

For  the  information  of  the  stockholders,  a  committee  of  the  directors 
has  recently  prepared  a  statement,  showing  the  quantity,  and  estimated 
value,  of  these  lands,  including  only  such  as  are  not  required  for  any 
present  use  of  the  corporation,  and  such  as  the  directors  may  probably 
think  it  expedient  to  offer  for  sale,  at  a  favorable  opportunity.  Accord- 
ing to  this  statement,  the  quantity  of  lands,  thus  situated,  the  cost  of 
which  is  embraced,  as  above  stated,  in  the  construction  account,  but  not 
at  present  used  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  the  road,  consists  of  75  lots  in 
the  city  of  Boston,  amounting  to  about  120,000  square  feet.  To  these 
lots  of  disposable  lands  in  the  city,  may  be  added  a  claim  on  the  Old 
Colony  Railroad  for  land  taken,  and  for  damages  to  the  wharves  of  this 
corporation,  the  amount  of  which  remains  to  be  adjusted.  The  lands, 
similarly  situated  in  Worcester,  Brighton,  Newton,  Brookline,  and  other 
places,  consist  of  a  large  number  of  lots  measuring  about  330,000  square 
feet,  and  sundry  other  lots  containing  73  acres.  The  whole  of  these 
lands,  including  the  claim  above  mentioned,  are  valued  at  prices,  making 
in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  $350,000,  to  be  credited,  when  realized  by 
sales,  to  the  construction  account,  and  made  available  for  the  general  pur- 
poses of  the  corporation  as  a  part  of  its  capital. 

In  pursuance  of  the  purpose,  announced  in  the  last  annual  report,  of 
extending  the  freight  accommodations,  for  which  large  purchases  of  land 
in  the  South  Cove  had  then  been  made,  a  new  and  commodious  freight- 
house  has  been  erected,  between  the  main  track  of  the  railroad  and 
Albany  Street,  450  feet  in  length  and  59  feet  in  width.  Besides  the 
track  leading  into  this  building,  a  third  track  has  been  laid,  leading  from 
the  bridge  at  Harrison  Avenue,  to  the  passenger  station,  the  purpose  of 
which  is  to  prevent  the  detention  of  trains,  by  the  meeting  of  freight 
trains  coming  in  or  going  out  upon  the  main  tracks. 

The  buildings  now  provided  for  the  freight  business,  mostly  durable 
structures  of  brick,  on  stone  foundations,  all  based  upon  piling,  and  con- 
sequently erected  at  a  heavy  cost,  cover  more  than  two  and  a  half  acres 
of  land,  exclusive  of  the  yards  and  lands  adjoining,  chiefly  occupied  by 
railroad  tracks.     The  corporation  also  owns  property  in  four  wharves,  to 

which  the  tracks  of  the  railroad  lead,  of  an  area  of  over  90,000  square  feet. 
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These  statements  are  made  by  way  of  answer  to  the  inquiry,  raised  in 
consequence  of  the  application,  which  was  made  at  the  last  session,  for  an 
increase  of  capital  stock,  as  to  the  necessity  of  so  large  investments  in 
real  estate,  as  were  made  the  basis  of  that  application.  The  demand  for 
this  expenditure  has  arisen  from  the  necessity  of  providing  accommodation 
for  the  reception  and  delivery  of  the  large  amount  of  merchandise  trans- 
ported over  the  road,  the  entire  charge  of  providing  for  which  devolves 
on  this  corporation,  although  the  emoluments  of  the  business  are  divided 
with  other  corporations  whose  roads  unite  with  this  road. 

Expenditures,  corresponding  somewhat  in  magnitude  with  those  al- 
ready specified,  have  been  required  for  the  increase  of  the  motive  power 
and  vehicles  required  on  the  road.  The  additions  to  the  construction 
account,  by  expenditures  made  during  the  last  year,  amount  in  all,  to 
$536,683  19.  Of  this  amount,  $30,559  53  have  been  expended  for  lo- 
comotives, and  $111,846  12  for  cars.  The  sum  of  $193,176  has  been 
expended  in  the  completion  of  the  branches,  chiefly  the  Mil  ford  and 
Brookline;  $45,787  for  land  purchases ;  $32,700  for  iron  for  the  new 
track,  and  the  residue  for  buildings  and  other  improvements  of  the  main 
track. 

The  renewal  of  the  old  track  of  the  main  road,  by  the  substitution  of 
heavy  rails,  is  completed,  with  the  exception  of  five  miles,  for  which  the 
iron  is  purchased,  and  is  probably  on  its  way  to  this  port  from  England. 
When  this  renewal  shall  be  completed,  the  entire  track  will  be  in  excel- 
lent condition,  for  ensuring  ease  and  safety  of  travelling,  and  exemption 
from  heavy  ordinary  repairs,  though  of  course  susceptible  of  further  im- 
provement. 

The  Brookline  and  Milford  Branches  are  completed,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  some  slight  remaining  work  on  the  latter.  The  expenditures  on 
the  Brookline  Branch  amount  to  $42,157 ;  and  those  on  the  Milford 
Branch  to  $303,311.  The  former  was  opened  to  the  public  in  April 
last,  since  which  time,  the  number  of  passengers  transported  over  it  has 
amounted  to  an  average  of  nearly  500  a  day.  The  Milford  Branch  was 
opened  in  its  whole  length  of  12  miles  in  July  last,  since  which  time 
there  have  been  transported  over  it  an  average  of  nearly  150  passengers 
per  day. 

During  nearly  the  whole  of  the  last  year,  there  have  been  six  regular 
passenger  trains,  running  over  the  main  road  from  Boston  to  Worcester 
and  back,  daily.  No  trip  has  been  lost,  or  materially  suspended,  by  snow 
or  any  impediment  during  the  year.  There  have  been,  in  addition,  two 
daily  trains  to  Saxonville  and  back  ;  four  special  trains  to  Newton  and 
Newton  Lower  Falls ;  and  from  seven  to  nine  regular  trains  from  Bos- 
ton to  Brookline  and  back. 

It  appears,  from  the  superintendent's  report  of  casualties  during  the 
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year,  that  no  accident  has  occurred,  to  any  passenger  or  freight  train, 
from  which  any  personal  injury  has  resulted,  except  in  one  instance.  This 
was  the  running  off  of  the  engine  from  the  track  on  the  Brookline  Branch. 
on  the  12th  of  September  last,  in  consequence  of  the  breaking  of  a  switch. 
Silas  C.  Ellis,  the  engineman,  in  jumping  from  the  engine,  was  unfortu- 
nately killed,  and  Benjamin  King,  fireman,  was  badly  injured.  The 
latter  is  recovering  from  his  wound.  On  the  13th  of  January,  1848. 
Timothy  O'Neil,  a  freight-laborer,  was  seriously  injured,  his  ribs  being 
broken,  by  being  struck  by  a  stick  of  timber,  while  he  was  assisting  to 
unload  it.  On  the  11th  of  September,  Nathan  Blake,  a  road-repairer, 
while  stepping  aside  to  avoid  injury  from  a  restive  horse  employed  near 
the  track,  was  struck  by  a  passing  train,  and  badly  hurt,  but  he  has  since 
recovered  from  the  injury. 

Several  other  accidents  of  a  serious  nature  have  occurred  from  the 
carelessness,  or,  in  one  or  two  instances,  the  deliberate  or  wanton  expo- 
sure, of  the  sufferers.  On  the  5th  of  February,  Edwin  Bisbee,  a  machin- 
ist, 35  years  of  age,  intending  to  take  the  cars  at  Newton  Corner, 
arrived  at  the  station  after  the  train  had  started.  He  made  an  effort  to 
get  upon  the  cars,  but  fell  under  the  wheels,  and  was  fatally  injured.  On 
the  7th  of  April,  Benjamin  T.  Perkins,  a  portrait  painter,  deaf  and  dumb. 
35  years  of  age,  threw  himself  in  front  of  a  passenger  train,  at  the  Tre- 
mont  Street  bridge,  and  was  fatally  injured.  On  the  6th  of  June,  an  Irish- 
man, walking  on  the  track  in  Boston,  was  run  over  by  a  train.  He  was 
sent  to  the  hospital  incurably  wounded.  He  was  apparently  intemper- 
ate. A  man  unknown,  apparently  intoxicated,  was  found  at  midnight, 
lying  on  the  track,  where  he  had  been  run  over  by  a  train  which  had 
recently  passed,  and  his  foot  was  badly  mangled.  In  November  last,  a 
Mr.  Hardy,  while  crossing  the  tracks  at  the  moment  when  two  trains 
were  passing,  in  opposite  directions,  was  run  over  and  lost  his  arm,  his 
view  of  one  of  the  engines  being  intercepted  by  the  other.  These  serious 
disasters  serve  as  additional  admonitions,  of  the  imprudence  of  walking 
on  a  railroad  track. 

The  number  of  persons  transported  on  the  road,  in  the  course  of  the 
year,  was  807,143,  and  they  were  conveyed,  in  all,  15,540,000  miles. 
No  one  of  these  passengers  is  known  to  have  suffered  any  personal 
injury,  or  to  have  been  exposed  to  any  serious  danger. 
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Return  of  the  Boston  and  Worcester  Railroad,  under  the  Act  of  April  16th,  1846,

Increase  of  capital  since  last  report,

OF    THE 


CAPE  COD  BRANCH  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  the  House   of  Representatives  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts : 

The  directors  of  the  Cape  Cod  Branch  Railroad  Company,  in  compli- 
ance with  the  requisitions  of  law,  respectfully  submit  their  third  annual 
report,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1848. 

By  reference  to  the  second  report,  made  January  1,  1848,  it  will  be 
seen,  that  no  part  of  the  road  was,  at  that  time,  completed.  The  road 
was  opened  for  passengers,  from  Middleborough  to  Wareham,  on  the 
26th,  and  to  Agawam,  on  the  31st  of  January,  and  to  Sandwich,  on  the 
29th  of  May. 

A  merchandise  train  was  placed  upon  the  road,  at  a  later  period. 

The  main  track  is  now  completed,  and  in  good  running  order,  and 
well  equipped.  Progress  has  been  made  in  the  construction  of  the  branch 
to  the  wharves,  at  Wareham,  and  that  will  be  finished,  at  a  moderate  ex- 
pense, as  soon  as  the  ground  is  fit  to  work. 

No  accident  has  occurred,  to  any  passenger,  on  the  road. 

October  5th,  1848. — Amos  Stickney,  a  brakeman  upon  the  passenger- 
train,  a  very  worthy  young  man,  was  instantly  killed  while  standing  upon 
the  top  of  a  car,  his  head  coming  in  contact  with  a  road  bridge. 

May  8,  1848. — Hugh  McGuire,  a  laborer,  was  thrown  from  a  hand-car, 
and  his  thigh  was  broken. 

September  1,  1848. — Dennis  Neil,  a  laborer  on  the  gravel  train,  re- 
ceived an  injury,  in  consequence  of  which,  one  of  his  legs  was  ampu- 
tated. 

November  1,  1848. — Daniel  Sullivan,  a  laborer  on  the  gravel  train,  at- 
tempting to  get  upon  the  cars  when  in  motion,  fell,  and  was  so  much  in- 
jured that  it  was  necessary  to  amputate  both  his  legs.      These  three 
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persons  are  all  understood  to  be  doing  well.    All  these  accidents  resulted 
from  carelessness  of  the  injured  individuals.

On  the  10th  of  February,  a  collision  took  place  at  Round  Hill,  near 
Springfield,  by  which  two  passengers  were  seriously  injured.  Cause. — 
The  engineman,  without  authority  and  contrary  to  advice,  ran  up  the 
road  with  his  machine,  and  met  the  regular  passenger  train  from  Chicopee 
Falls.  Nelson  S.  Beach,  from  New  Haven,  was  somewhat  injured,  but 
not  permanently.  The  amount  paid  him  as  damages,  expenses,  medical 
attendance,  &c,  was  $410  75.  E.  H.  Corning,  of  Chicopee  Falls,  was 
injured  at  the  same  time,  and  a  suit  for  compensation  is  now  pending. 

On  the  7th  of  August,  Roland  Stebbins,  of  Deerfield,  was  run  over 
and  killed  while  walking  on  the  track,  a  short  distance  below  Deerfield 
bridge.  He  was  deaf  and  dumb,  and  could  not  hear  the  whistle  and 
ringing  of  the  bell.  Every  effort  was  made  to  stop  the  train,  after  seeing 
him,  but  without  avail.     He  was  about  45  years  of  age,  and  a  bachelor. 

On  the of  November,  1848, ,  from  Worcester,  was  dis- 
covered in  a  cattle-guard,  near  Springfield.  It  is  supposed  he  was  intox- 
icated, and,  in  walking  upon  the  track,  had  fallen  into  the  guard.  His 
head  was  down,  and  his  legs  lay  upon  the  track,  and  were  crushed  by  the 
engine.     He  was  not  seen  until  the  engine  was  upon  him.     He  has  since 

recovered.

Accidents. 

February  24. — Oliver  Fuller,  72  years  of  age,  walking  on  the  track 
between  the  two  depots  in  Lynn,  in  avoiding  an  approaching  train  on  one 
track,  stepped  directly  before  the  engine  of  a  train  on  the  other  track, 
and  was  instantly  killed. 

August  4. — A  lad  named  Dunn,  of  Irish  parentage,  was  run  over  and 
killed  by  the  gravel  train  in  East  Boston.  He  waited  for  a  train  to  pass, 
and,  passing  over  to  the  other  track,  was  struck  by  the  gravel  train  that 
was  then  approaching. 

August  28. — A  man  named  Kelley,  of  Lynn,  got  upon  a  train  that  was 
transporting  railroad  iron  from  Boston  for  the  Essex  Railroad.  This 
train,  in  a  thick  fog,  run  into  a  train  then  just  breaking  up  to  come  into 
Salem  depot,  being  on  the  Salem  Mill  Pond  bridge.  By  the  concussion, 
the  iron  was  started  forward  on  the  car,  and  Kelley,  who  was  sitting  on  it, 
had  his  legs  both  broken.     They  were  set,  and  he  is  doing  very  well. 

November  3. — A  very  serious  collision  of  two  extra  trains,  at  the  junc- 
tion of  the  Marblehead  branch  with  the  main  road,  took  place  a  few  min- 
utes past  midnight,  owing  either  to  the  signal  for  stopping  the  down  train 
not  being  made,  or,  if  made,  not  being  seen.  Six  persons  were  either 
instantly  killed,  or  survived  only  three  or  four  hours.  They  were, — Na- 
thaniel Roundy.  Samuel  Manning,  John  George  Stephens,  John  Cloon 
Russell,  Henry  Trefry,  and  John  Cross. 

The  wounded  were — Benjamin  B.  Brown,  both  legs  broken  ;  Franklin 
Curtis,  one  leg  fractured;  Aser  Hooper,  jaw  broken,  simple  fracture ; 
Edmund  Glover,  two  bones  in  leg  and  two  in  foot  broken ;  Nathaniel 
Howe,  two  ribs  broken  ;  Joseph  Dennis,  foot  jammed. 

Besides  these,  the  following  persons  received  more  or  less  injury  from 
the  jar  of  the  concussion,  or  flesh  wounds  by  the  fragments  : — Moses  Hill, 
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Thomas  Brown,  William  Brown,  Albert  Magoun,  Richard  Ireson,  Thom- 
as Stone,  Seth  Hathaway,  Samuel  B.  Gregory,  William  H.  Goodwin, 
Thomas  Roundy,  W.  T.  Carder,  Thomas  Clothey,  Benjamin  Garney, 
Daniel  Simmons,  Harris  Lewis,  Joseph  Gregory,  Thomas  Bowden,  John 
Dixey,  Benjamin  B.  Dolliver,  John  Goss,  John  Collier,  Joseph  Harris. 

All  the  above  belonged  to  Marblehead.  The  following  residents  of 
Salem  were  also  injured  at  the  same  time  : — George  Raymond,  jaw 
broken ;  Alexander  Thatcher,  slight  bruise ;  John  Gardiner,  jar,  and 
some  internal  injury ;  George  Buxton,  boy,  back  hurt ;  Emery  I.  Perkins, 
two  ribs  broken,  and  arm  hurt.

— On  the  11th  day  of  September,  Albert  Scott,  a  brakeraan, 
employed  on  one  of  the  freight  trains,  when  in  the  discharge  of  the  du- 
ties of  his  appointment,  was  brought  in  contact  with  a  bridge  near  the 
station  of  East  and  West  Bridgewater,  and  so  much  injured,  that,  from 
the  effect,  he  died  in  four  days  thereafter.

A  contract  for  the  construction  of  the  Lancaster  and  Sterling  Branch 
Railroad,  as  far  as  the  village  of  Feltonville,  in  Marlborough,  where  it 
terminates,  has  been  made,  a  portion  of  the  iron  has  been  laid,  and  the 
grading  for  the  remainder  is  going  on. 

We  have  to  report  the  following  serious  accidents  on  the  Fitchburg 
Railroad,  and  those  roads  operated  by  us  : — 

March  2d,  1848. — Just  before  the  evening  up  train  from  Fitchburg,  on 
the  Vermont  and  Massachusetts  Railroad,  approached  the  crossing  near 
the  stone  yard,  in  Fitchburg,  a  sleigh,  with  two  women  in  it,  crossed  the 
railroad :  they  turned  their  horse  round,  apparently  to  look  at  the  ap- 
proaching train,  when  the  horse  became  restless,  and  backed  the  sleigh 
on  to  the  track,  directly  in  front  of  the  engine,  and  they  were  both  run 
over,  and  almost  instantly  killed.  The  bell  was  rung,  and  the  whistle 
blown,  and  the  engine  went  but  a  few  feet  after  striking  them. 

March  31st. — A  brakeman  on  the  upward  freight  train,  at  West  Ac- 
ton, fell  off  from  the  top  of  the  car  while  pulling  a  pin  to  disconnect  it, 
and  had  his  leg  run  over  by  the  car.  His  leg  was  amputated,  and  he  re- 
covered, and  is  now  in  the  employ  of  the  company  as  an  assistant  clerk  in 
the  freight   department. 
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April  20tk. — A  man  was  driving  a  horse  and  waggon  towards  the  rail- 
road crossing,  above  the  depot  in  Groton,  in  company  with  another  per- 
son •  when  the  train  was  seen  approaching,  the  driver  was  warned  not  to 
go  on,  by  his  companion,  but  persisted  in  driving  over  before  the  train. 
His  companion  jumped  out,  and  was  saved ;  but  the  engine  struck  the 
waggon,  and  killed  the  driver  almost  instantly.  He  was  an  intemperate 
man,  and  did  not  heed  the  warning  of  his  companion  on  the  ringing  of 
the  bell.     . 

April  27th. — Some  evil-disposed  person  or  persons  put,  and  fastened 
down  across  the  track,  some  posts  and  rails  upon  the  Peterborough  and 
Shirley  Railroad,  very  early  in  the  morning,  just  before  the  gravel  train 
went  up  from  the  engine-house  to  the  pit.  The  train  was  backing  up, 
and  six  or  seven  of  the  cars  were  thrown  off  the  track  and  piled  one  top 
of  the  other ;  one  man  was  instantly  killed,  and  another  maimed  for  life. 
A  large  reward  was  immediately  offered  to  any  one  who  would  give  infor- 
mation which  should  lead  to  the  discovery  and  conviction  of  the  guilty 
person  or  persons;  but  no  information  whatever  was  ever  given. 

June  22c?. — A  brakeman  was  knocked  off  from  the  car  by  standing  on 
top  of  it  when  approaching  a  bridge  in  Lincoln  ;  he  had  just  been  warned 
by  the  conductor  not  to  stand  up;  he  lived  a  few  days,  and  then  died  of 
the  injuries  he  received. 

August  23d. — A  brakeman  fell  from  the  top  of  a  car,  at  West  Acton, 
while  pulling  a  pin  to  unshackle  a  car,  and  was  run  over  by  the  car 
almost  precisely  as  the  one  before  reported ;  both  legs  were  amputated, 
and  he  shortly  after  died. 

November  22d. — An  Irishman  jumped  off  the  passenger  train  while 
under  full  speed,  near  the  westerly  part  of  Concord,  and  was  so  much 
injured  that  he  died  the  next  morning. 

December  2\th. — A  detained  freight  train  came  down  from  Fitchburg 
to  Charlestown,  and  a  man  got  on  top  of  one  of  the  cars  after  being  for- 
bidden by  the  conductor.  He  stood  top  of  the  car  while  the  train  was 
passing  through  a  truss  bridge  over  the  Nashua  River,  and  was  knocked 
off  and  killed.  It  was  not  known  that  he  was  on  the  car  till  about  the 
time  he  was  killed. 

The  last  year  we  have  run,  under  leases,  the  Vermont  and  Massachu- 
setts, the  Peterborough  and  Shirley,  and  the  Lexington  and  West  Cam- 
bridge Railroads ;  owing  to  the  prostration  of  business,  and  to  the  fact 
that  the  Vermont  and  Massachusetts  Railroad  did  not,  within  the  year, 
reach  the  point  anticipated,  when  the  lease  was  made,  where  it  could 
command  the  business  of  the  rich  valley  of  the  Connecticut,  we  have 
made  a  considerable  loss  in  operating  that  road,  and  paying  the  rent  spec- 
ified in  the  lease.  Our  lease  with  the  Vermont  and  Massachusetts  Rail- 
road terminated  on  the  first  day  of  the  present  month. 
10 
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Within  a  few  weeks  past,  about  one  hundred  miles  of  roads  connect- 
ing with  ours  have  been  opened,  and,  within  one  week  from  this  time,  con- 
nections will  be  formed  with  more  than  one  hundred  miles  of  additional 
railroad ;  there  must  be,  therefore,  a  large  accession  to  our  business. 
We  have  kept  our  road,  engines,  and  cars  in  good  repair,  and  are  now 
amply  supplied  with  road  furniture  and  depot  accommodations  to  do  a 
very  much  larger  business  than  we  have  yet  done  without  a  correspond- 
ing increase  in  our  expenditures.  We  have  endeavored  to  keep  up  with 
the  increasing  demands  for  business  accommodations,  in  the  way  of  cars, 
engines,  and  depots,  during  the  past  year.  We  have  completed  our  ex- 
tensive passenger  accommodations  in  the  city  of  Boston,  and  added  largely 
to  our  freight  buildings  in  Charlestown.

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FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF    THE 


NEWBURYPORT  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 


To  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts : 

The  Directors  of  the  Newburyport  Railroad  Company,  in  making 
their  first  report,  would  state,  that  the  construction  of  the  road  has  been 
delayed,  first,  by  the  great  scarcity  of  money  which  has  prevailed  for  a 
year  past,  and,  second,  by  a  difference  of  opinion  in  the  community,  and 
among  the  stockholders,  as  to  the  route  which  would  best  subserve  the 
public  interests. 

A  thorough  and  minute  survey,  occupying  nearly  two  months,  has  been 
made  by  Messrs.  Parker  and  Felton,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  route  which 
would  best  accommodate  the  inhabitants  of  the  several  towns  in  the  valley 
of  the  Merrimac,  and,  at  the  same  time,  make  a  convenient  line  of  road 
to  connect  with  the  two  great  roads, — the  Eastern.,  and  the  Boston  and 
Maine  Railroads. 

This  survey  resulted  in  the  adoption  of  a  line  corresponding  nearly 
with  the  first  preliminary  survey  made  by  Mr.  Wildes,  in  1846.  Prepara- 
tory measures  were  taken  for  an  early  commencement. of  the  load,  when 
a  strong  effort  was  made,  by  some  individuals,  to  carry  the  road  along  the 
banks  of  the  river,  through  West  Newbury.  Through  the  influence  of 
these  individuals,  an  act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature,  giving  the  New- 
buryport Railroad  the  right  of  choice  to  pass  through  either  West 
Newbury,  or  Georgetown.  This  caused  delay,  and  led  to  new  investiga- 
tions. 

After  mature  deliberation  and  examination,  the  Company  has  deter- 
mined to  adhere  to  the  original  chartered  line,  which  was  surveyed,  and 
generally  agreed  upon,  before  any  prejudices  were  enlisted,  or  collision 
of  interests  had  occurred,  and  the  directors  have  resolved  to  proceed  in 
the  construction  of  that  section  of  the  road  from  Newburyport  to  George- 
town with  all  reasonable  despatch,  reference  being  had  to  the  state  of  the 
monetary  affairs  of  the  community.  Very  favorable  contracts  have  been 
recently  entered  into  for  the  grading  of  the  road  to  Georgetown,  as  well 
as  for  all  the  materials  therefor,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  section  of  the 
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road  will  be  in  full  operation  by  the  first  of  January,  1850 ;  and  that,  at 
as  early  a  period  as  practicable,  the  community  and  the  stockholders  may 
receive  the  benefit  of  the  extension  of  the  road,  by  the  completion  of  the 
upper  section  to  West  Bradford,  connecting  there  with  the  Boston  and 
Maine  Railroad. 

The  capital  allowed  by  the  charter  is  $250,000.  The  capital  paid  in 
is  $4,140,  and  the  total  amount  of  expenditures  for  engineering  and  other 
expenses,  is  $1,992  21,  leaving  an  unexpended  amount  in  the  treasury 
of  $2,147  79.

The  directors  report  the  following  serious  accidents  as  having  occurred 
during  the  year,  viz  : — 

April  14,  1848. — Mr.  James  Bigelow,  of  Abington,  fractured  his  leg 
at  Neponset,  by  attempting  to  jump  on  to  a  train  while  in  motion. 

April  28,  1848. — An  Irish  woman,  whose  name  is  unknown,  who  had 
been  cautioned  not  to  cross  the  track,  was  knocked  down  and  had  an 
ancle  crushed,  by  attempting  to  cross  the  track  in  front  of  a  passenger 
car  which  was  being  moved  from  one  track  to  another  at  the  station  in 
Boston. 

August  14,  1848. — While  constructing  the  second  track,  John  Welch, 
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a  laborer,  in  the  employ  of  the  company,  fell  from  a  gravel  train  while  in 
motion,  and  was  instantly  killed.  James  Flumer,  also  a  laborer  in  the 
employ  of  the  company,  fell  from  same  train,  and  had  his  ancle  badly 
bruised. 

September  7,  1848. — Dennis  Sullivan,  a  laborer,  in  the  employ  of  the 
company,  was  riding  on  the  gravel  train,  the  train  having  been  thrown 
from  the  track,  he  fell  beneath  the  car,  and  was  instantly  killed. 

October  24,  1848. — Mr.  Henry  Whiton,  a  passenger  in  the  evening 
train  from  Boston,  was  instantly  killed  at  Dorchester,  by  jumping  from 
the  train  while  in  motion. 

October  — ,  1848. — Three  or  four  persons  who  had  entered  a  baggage 
car  of  the  company,  were  precipitated  into  the  water  by  an  accident  at 
South  Boston  bridge  ;  they  succeeded  in  reaching  the  shore  without  any 
injury  believed  to  be  serious.

And  it  is  further  agreed,  by  and  between  said  parties,  that  if,  before  the 
expiration  of  said  term,  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  shall  elect  to 
renew  this  contract,  and  to  extend  said  term  for  the  further  period  of  thir- 
teen years,  at  the  same  rate  of  compensation,  and  upon  the  same  terms 
and  conditions,  they  shall  have  the  option  so  to  do,  by  signifying  their 
election,  in  writing,  to  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  six  months  at  least 
before  the  expiration  of  said  term,  whereupon,  such  terms  shall  be  thus 
extended.  And  it  is  further  mutually  agreed,  by  and  between  the  parties 
hereto,  that,  in  case  the  growth  of  business  shall  require  purchases  of 
land,  or  new  works  of  construction  upon  said  line,  whether  depots,  tracks, 
turn-tables,  or  otherwise,  they  will,  at  the  instance  of  said  parties  of  the 
second  part,  provide  the  same,  and  thereupon  the  annual  rent  or  compen- 
sation shall  be  so  increased  as  to  allow  interest  on  such  expenditure.  It 
is  also  agreed,  that  the  cost  of  keeping  said  railroad  in  repair  for  the  first 
year  of  said  term,  shall  be  defrayed  by  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  and 
charged  to  construction,  so  as  to  form  part  of  the  cost  or  capital  of  said 
railroad. 

It  is  further  agreed,  that,  during  said  term,  or  terms,  the  directors  of 
said  parties  of  the  first  part,  not  to  exceed  nine  in  number,  shall,  with 
their  wives  and  children,  pass  free  over  said  Peterborough  and  Shirley 
Railroad,  and  such  directors  shall  also,  during  said  term  or  terms,  pass 
free  over  said  Fitchburg  Railroad  without  their  said  families,  but  shall 
not  be  at  liberty  to  act  as  expressmen,  or  conduct  any  business  on  these 
lines  which  shall  impair  the  revenue  of  said  parties  of  the  second  part. 

It  is  further  agreed,  mutually  between  said  parties,  that,  in  case  at  any 
time  during  said  term,  or  terms,  the  said  Peterborough  and  Shirley  Rail- 
road shall  be  extended  to  Peterborough,  New  Hampshire,  that,  on  the 
completion  and  full  operation  of  such  extension,  the  annual  compensation 
or  rent  to  be  paid  by  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  shall  be  increased  to 
seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  this  contract  shall,  from  that  time  until 
the  rights  hereby  conceded  expire,  embrace  and  include  that  section  of 
such  extended  line  as  shall  lie  between  the  present  terminus  in  Townsend, 
and  the  state  line  of  New  Hampshire,  which  portion  shall,  until  the  ex- 
piration of  said  term  or  terms,  be  run  and  managed  by  said  parties  of  the 
second  part,  in  the  same  manner,  and  on  the  same  terms  and  conditions, 
as  the  residue  now  demised  and  entrusted  to  them,  the  rent  of  the  whole 
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railroad  between  the  Fitchburg  line  and  the  southern  boundary  of  New 
Hampshire,  being  thus  advanced  to  seven  per  cent,  which  rent  shall  be 
paid  also,  in  case  after  such  extension  said  parties  of  the  second  part 
shall,  under  their  option,  renew  this  contract  of  transportation. 

And  it  is  further  agreed,  between  said  parties,  that,  in  case  said  parties 
of  the  second  part  shall  fail  punctually  to  pay  such  compensation  or  rent 
herein  reserved,  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part  may  reenter  and  hold 
their  said  railroad  until  all  deficiencies  of  income  shall  be  made  good,  and 
such  entry  shall  not  preclude  them  from  an  action  or  actions  for  all  ar- 
rears or  deficiencies.

The  Stony  Brook  Railroad  was  so  far  completed  as  to  admit  the  run- 
ning of  cars  on  the  first  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1848,  and  the  return  covers 
a  period  of  four  months,  lo  November  1,  1848. 

It  is  leased  to  the  Nashua  and  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation,  under  a 
contract,  a  copy  of  which  is  appended  to  this  report.  Many  of  the  fore- 
going questions  cannot,  therefore,  be  answered  by  us. 

No  regular  freight  train  has  been  put  upon  the  road,  and  the  merchan- 
dise has  been  transported  mostly  in  connection  with  the  passenger  trains. 
The  usual  running  time  from  Lowell  to  the  western  terminus  at  Gro- 
ton,  a  distance  of  about  16  16-100  miles,  is  about  forty-five  minutes. 

On  the  18th  of  August,  1848,  John  McNulty  and  Patrick  Gilsum, 
brakemen  upon  the  road,  were  seriously  injured  in  Westford,on  the  road, 
by  falling  from  a  gravel  train.  McNulty  was  injured  on  the  head  and  on 
one  hand  by  a  wheel  of  the  car.  One  or  more  wheels  passed  over  the 
right  leg  and  arm  of  Gilsum,  rendering  an  amputation  of  the  arm  neces- 
sary.    McNulty  has  resumed  his  work ;  Gilsum  is  recovering. 

On  the  14th  of  October,  1848,  John  Orsmens,  a  member  of  the  United 
Society  at  Harvard,  was  killed  near  the  general  junction  in  Groton.  He 
was  standing  on  the  track  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad,  at  the  time  the 
trains  upon  both  roads  were  approaching  the  general  depot,  and  stepped 
from  the  Fitchburg  track  on  to  that  of  the  Stony  Brook,  and  was  imme- 
diately struck  by  the  engine.

This  agreement  of  transportation,  made  and  concluded  at  Lowell,  in 
the  county  of  Middlesex,  and  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  this 
thirtieth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-eight,  by 
and  between  the  Stony  Brook  Railroad  Corporation,  established  by  said 
Commonwealth,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Nashua  and  Lowell  Railroad 
Corporation,  established  by  said  Commonwealth  and  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire,  of  the  second  part : 

Witnesseth,  that  whereas  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  are  con- 
structing a  railroad  from  the  Nashua  and  Lowell  Railroad,  in  Chelmsford, 
in  said  county,  to  a  point  in  the  town  of  Groton,  and  there  intersecting 
with  the  Fitchburg,  and  other  railroads,  but  have  raised  no  capital  for  the 
equipment  of  the  same,  with  cars,  engines,  and  furniture,  and  are  de- 
sirous of  making  a  permanent  arrangement  with  the  party  of  the  second 
part,  for  the  furnishing,  equipping,  running,  operating,  and  managing 
the  same,  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  passengers  and  freight,  and 
doing  business  on  and  over  said  railroad : 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  known  hereby,  that  the  party  of  the  first  part,  in 
consideration  of  the  premises  of  one  dollar,  and  other  adequate  consider- 
ation, by  them  received,  and  of  the  rent  or  compensation  hereinafter 
specified,  do  hereby  agree,  that  the  party  of  the  second  part  may  furnish 
and  equip  said  Stony  Brook  Railroad,  and  may  use,  run,  operate,  man- 
age, control,  and  administer  the  same,  in  accordance  with  the  charter  of 
the  party  of  the  first  part,  and  as  fully  as  said  party  of  the  first  part  might 
do ;  may  transport  passengers,  freight,  and  mails,  over  and  upon  the  same, 
and  do,  and  transact,  any  other  business  authorized  by  said  charter,  for, 
and  during  the  term  of  twelve  years,  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  July, 
A.  D.  1848,  when  the  Stony  Brook  Railroad  is  expected  to  be  completed 
and  ready  for  use ;  and,  for  such  purpose,  said  party  of  the  first  part  does 
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hereby  lease,  demise,  and  entrust  their  said  railroad  to  said  party  of  the 
second  part,  for  the  term  of  twelve  years,  as  aforesaid,  and  do  delegate  to 
them  all  their  powers  to  collect  tolls  and  income  thereon,  and  to  manage 
and  regulate  the  same,  hereby  constituting  them,  for  the  said  term,  their 
attorney,  irrevocable,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

And  said  party  of  the  first  part  are  to  complete  and  put  their  said  rail- 
road in  good  running  order  and  condition;  to  be  built  in  a  good,  substan- 
tial, and  workmanlike  manner,  and  provide  all  necessary  and  proper  sta- 
tions, buildings,  turnables,  turnouts,  switches,  and  side-tracks,  and  other  ' 
fixtures,  when  and  where  the  same  may  be  necessary,  and  to  keep  the 
same  in  good  repair  for  and  during  the  term  of  one  full  year  after  the 
party  of  the  second  part  shall  commence  operations  on  the  same,  except 
such  damages  thereto  as  the  party  of  the  second  part  have  hereinafter 
agreed  to  repair,  and,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  additions  of  lands, 
branches  of  road,  and  fixtures,  as  the  business  may  require ;  and  they 
may  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  make,  and  shall  keep,  and  on  de-

rent  is  to  be  paid,  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  as  is  hereinafter  set 
forth.

make  all  the  necessary  repairs  of  the  said  railroad,  and  its  appurtenances, 
after  one  year  from  the  commencement  of  operations  thereon,  and  to  col- 
lect the  tolls  and  income  thereof,  as  full  satisfaction  for  the  running, 
equipping,  and  managing  the  same,  and  to  keep  and  exhibit  to  the  party 
of  the  first  part,  semi-annually,  a  correct  account  of  all  expenses  of 
equipping,  running,  managing,  operating,  and  repairing  the  same,  and  of 
doing  the  business  thereon,  together  with  the  repairs  and  depreciation  of 
machinery,  and  furniture,  so  far  as  the  same  is  practicable.  And  the 
party  of  the  second  part  further  agrees  to  pay  the  party  of  the  first  part 
for  the  use  and  occupation  of  said  railroad  and  fixtures,  and  as  an  annual 
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rent  for  the  same,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars ;  also  six  per  cent, 
upon  the  actual  cost  of  said  railroad  and  fixtures,  including  interest  on 
their  stock  paid  in  according  to  the  terms  of  subscription,  together  with 
the  repairs,  enlargements,  and  renewals,  by  them  made,  as  aforesaid,  and 
also  one  half  of  all  the  net  profits  or  income,  in  each  year,  after  deduct- 
ing said  three  hundred  dollars,  the  six  per  cent.,  and  the  costs  and  expen- 
ses incurred  by  said  party  of  the  second  part  by  reason  of  doing  the  busi- 
ness as  aforesaid,  making  repairs  of  road  and  fixtures,  and  depreciation 
of  machinery  and  furniture,  said  rent  or  compensation  shall  be  ascer- 
tained and  paid,  semi-annually,  in  the  first  weeks  of  February  and  Au- 
gust, in  each  year,  at  the  city  of  Lowell. 

And  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  further  agree,  during  said  term, 
(after  the  first  year  thereof,)  to  keep  said  railroad  in  good  repair,  ordi- 
nary wear  and  tear,  and  all  subsidence  and  damage  thereto,  arising  from 
the  insufficient  construction  of  the  road,  and  loss  of  buildings  by  fire 
or  tornado  excepted,  which  shall  be  repaired  and  paid  for  by  said  party  of 
the  first  part,  and  be  added  to  the  cost  of  construction,  as  aforesaid.  It 
is  understood,  however,  that  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  are  not,  dur- 
ing any  part  of  first  year,  to  pay  for  repairs  of  said  railroad;  such  as  the 
breaking  up  or  otherwise  injuring  said  railroad,  occasioned  by  the  want 
of  due  care  and  attention,  or  good  management,  of  the  servants  of  the 
party  of  the  second  part. 

And  said  party  of  the  second  part  further  agree  to  indemnify  and  save 
harmless  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  from  all  suits,  processes,  and 
cost,  expenses,  and  damages,  incident  thereto,  which  shall  arise  in  conse- 
quence of  any  accident  happening  on  said  railroad,  or  by  reason  of  the 
running  of  the  same,  or  from  any  act  or  doing  of  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part. 

And  it  is  agreed,  that,  if  it  be  found  impracticable  or  inconvenient  to 
keep  an  exact  account  of  the  repairs  and  depreciation  of  engines,  ma- 
chinery, and  furniture,  belonging  to  said  party  of  the  second  part,  and 
used  on  said  Stony  Brook  Railroad,  it  shall  be  ascertained  by  a  fair  aver- 
age proportion  of  the  whole  repairs  and  depreciation  of  all  their  ma- 
chinery and  furniture,  according  to  the  amount  of  business  done  by  that 
used  on  the  Stony  Brook  Railroad,  or  the  miles  run,  compared  with  the 
whole  business  done,  and  miles  run,  by  all  their  machinery  and  furniture 
on  both  roads,  and  that  the  parties  hereto  will  agree  upon  the  principles 
by  which  such  average  proportion  shall  be  found. 

And  it  is  further  agreed,  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto,  that,  if  the 
said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  desire  to  continue  and  extend  this  con- 
tract, and  the  provisions  thereof,  and  shall  so  notify  said  party  of  the  first 
part,  in  writing,  at  least  twelve  months  before  the  expiration  of  the  afore- 
said twelve  years,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  provisions  of  this  contract, 
20 
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and  all  things  contained  therein,  shall  be  extended,  and  continue  in  full 
force  and  virtue,  for  and  during  the  further  term  of  thirteen  years,  from 
and  after  the  expiration  of  the  aforesaid  term  of  twelve  years ;  and  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  secured  to  either  party  by  the  above  contract, 
shall  enure  and  be  extended  to  each,  for  said  further  term  of  thirteen 
years ;  and,  upon  the  same  conditions,  obligations,  and  responsibilities.

NINETEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF   THE 


BOSTON  &  LOWELL  RAILROAD  CORPORATION". 


Boston,  November  30th,  1849. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  : — 

On  the  occasion  of  submitting  to  you  the  19th  Annual  Report,  the 
Directors  of  the  Boston  and  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation,  feel  called 
upon  to  present  to  you  a  statement  in  regard  to  their  action  on  the  subject 
of  rates  of  fare,  and  the  re-valuation  of  the  fixed  property  of  the  company. 

So  recent  has  been  the  introduction,  and  so  rapid  the  increase  of 
Railroads,  that  for  their  management  on  many  points,  no  uniform  or  per- 
manent system  has  been  established.  More  experience  and  careful  ob- 
servation are  required  to  accomplish  this ;  and  even  with  these  aids,  it 
will  be  difficult  to  give  stability  to  a  system,  for  the  reason  that  the  busi- 
ness of  Railroads  is  liable  to  continual  and  material  fluctuations  both  in 
expenditure  and  income. 

One  of  the  most  difficult  points  to  adjust,  in  this  matter,  is  to  fix  upon 
a  rate  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  freight,  which  shall  do 
justice  to  all  parties,  and  give  general  satisfaction. 

When  this  road  was  first  opened  for  travel,  the  fare  between  Boston 
and  Lowell  was  put  at  one  dollar.  Reductions  from  this  rate  have  since, 
from  time  to  time  been  made.  On  the  1st  of  November,  1844,  it  was 
reduced  to  seventy-five  cents,  on  the  1st  of  November,  1845,  to  sixty-five 
cents,  and  on  the  1st  of  June,  1848,  to  fifty  cents.  Corresponding 
changes  have  been  made  to  and  from  way-stations.  Under  the  last 
extremely  low  rate  of  fare,  the  receipts  from  passengers  diminished,  in  the 
first  twelve  months  of  its  adoption,  $15,825  15,  and  in  the  last  six 
months,  in  a  greater  ratio.  This  is  exclusive  of  the  loss,  by  taking  off  the 
train  between  Lowell  and  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  at  Wilming- 
ton, which  was  discontinued  July  1st,  1848,  in  consequence  of  the 
opening  of  the  Lowell  and  Lawrence  Railroad. 

The  profits  of  the  past  year  but  little  exceeded  eight  per  cent.,  and  but 
for  the  reserves  of  former  years,  the  dividends  of  4  per  cent.,  which  have 
been  uninterrupted  for  ten  years,  would  hardly  have  been  justified.     In 
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consequence  of  this  result,  the  Directors  have  decided  to  raise  the  fares 
on  the  1st  December,  1849,  to  sixty  cents  between  Boston  and  Lowell, 
and  in  about  the  same  proportion  for  less  distances. 

In  reducing  to  the  rate  of  two  cents  per  mile,  the  Directors  did  not 
feel  that  the  corporation  was  in  a  condition  to  do  with  any  thing  less 
than  the  rate  which  would  afford  the  largest  receipts.  But  they  were 
desirous  of  determining  at  how  low  a  point  this  rate  might  be  found,  and 
were  willing  to  run  some  risk  in  the  experiment.  The  result  satisfies 
them  that  the  existing  tariff  is  too  low,  in  the  present  state  of  those 
branches  of  business  on  which  this  road  depends.  They  do  not,  how- 
ever, consider  the  experiment  conclusive  for  a  time  of  great  prosperity  in 
the  manufacturing  interests ;  during  which,  travel  would  not  only  be 
greatly  increased,  but  might  show  greater  susceptibility  to  the  influence 
of  low  fares. 

In  the  present  state  of  this  road,  the  tariff  which  furnishes  the  largest 
receipts,  and  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Directors,  would  not  exceed  that 
to  be  adopted,  is  the  one  they  think  best  calculated  to  satisfy  all  parties. 
The  corporation  needs  all  the  means,  which  can  be  procured  from  revenue. 
There  is  the  primary  necessity  of  keeping  the  road  from  depreciation,  of 
securing  the  highest  possible  degree  of  safety,  and  a  reasonable  amount  of 
convenience  to  passengers,  and  of  providing  security  and  despatch  in  the 
freight  department.  The  current  expenses  require  upon  this  road,  an 
unusually  large  per  centage  of  the  gross  receipts,  because  so  great  a  pro- 
portion of  its  income  is  derived  from  merchandise  transportation,  and 
from  business  in  connection  with  other  roads,  which  for  various  causes 
cannot  be  done  by  any  means  so  cheaply  per  passenger  or  per  ton,  as  that 
belonging  wholly  to  this  road,  and  entirely  under  its  control. 

In  the  second  place,  a  fair  remuneration  is  due  to  the  Proprietors. 
What  should  be  deemed  a  fair  remuneration,  is  a  question  upon  which 
there  is  doubtless  a  difference  of  opinion.  The  Legislature,  who  are 
supposed  to  express  public  sentiment  on  such  matters,  have  fixed  the 
maximum  at  ten  per  cent,  per  annum ;  thereby  sanctioning  the  opinion 
that  this  rate  is  not  too  high.  The  Directors  of  the  Boston  and  Lowell 
Railroad  have  never  aimed  at  a  higher  rate  of  dividend  for  the  stock- 
holders than  eight  per  cent,  per  annum.  The  actual  receipts  of  the 
subscribers  to  the  first  $600,000  of  stock,  from  the  time  when  their 
assessments  were  paid,  have  averaged  but  6  23-100  per  cent,  per  annum. 
The  cost  of  a  share  on  the  30th  November,  1835,  when  the  first  annual 
settlement  of  accounts  was  made  after  the  opening  of  the  road,  including 
interest  on  the  assessments,  and  deducting  the  dividend  paid  for  a  fraction 
of  that  year,  amounted  to  $540  75.  Since  then,  in  the  fourteen  years 
which  have  followed,  the  dividends  have  averaged  7  43-100  per  cent,  on 
the  par  value,  or  6  87-100  per  cent,  on  the  above  cost.     For  the  last 
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eleven  years,  the  rate  has  been  uniformly  8  per  cent,  on  the  par  value, 
which  is  7  4-10  per  cent,  on  the  above  cost ;  and  this  rate,  considering 
the  early  uncertainty  and  continued  hazards  of  railroad  investments,  can- 
not be  considered  more  than  a  fair  remuneration.  All  the  revenues  of 
the  road  above  this  and  the  current  expenses,  including  all  the  premium 
upon  new  stock  issued,  have  been  applied  as  fast  as  received,  to  the  im- 
provement of  its  accommodations.  From  these  statements,  and  those 
above,  it  will  be  seen  that  all  the  benefit  of  the  increase  of  business  has 
been  given  to  the  public,  in  the  reduced  rates  of  fares,  and  increased 
provisions  for  their  comfort  and  convenience. 

After  the  current  expenses  and  dividends  to  stockholders  have  been 
provided  for,  there  still  remain  wants,  for  which  revenue  alone  can  prop- 
erly furnish  means. 

The  corporation  owes  a  debt  of  $52,000  00,  for  which  it  has  a  partial 
provision  in  lands,  not  wanted  for  the  purposes  of  the  road,  now  charged 
at  $14,413  83.  Besides  providing  fully  for  this  incumbrance,  extraordi- 
nary expenses  are  also  becoming  necessary  for  additions  to  the  depot 
accommodations  at  Lowell,  at  way-stations,  and  at  Boston.  These  wants, 
if  not  supplied  from  annual  income,  must  be  met  by  the  issue  of  new 
stock.  The  objections  to  this  mode  of  supply  at  this  time  are  so  clear, 
and  have  been  so  fully  shown  by  recent  experience  in  this  country  and 
abroad,  as  to  need  no  demonstration.  The  Directors  believe,  that  for  a 
road  which  is  completed,  recourse  should  not  be  had  to  it,  except  in  the 
case  of  a  large  sum  being  at  once  required  to  secure  a  corresponding 
amount  of  new  business.  In  the  present  case  the  exigency  is  not  of 
this  sort.  The  present  wants  may  be  supplied  by  degrees,  and  the  net 
profits  of  the  road,  if  continued  as  of  late  years  previous  to  the  last,  will 
be  sufficient  to  furnish  means  for  them  as  required.  And  were  the  con- 
templated provisions  for  these  wants  made,  the  consequent  advantages 
would  not  be  so  much  in  an  increase  of  passengers  and  freight,  as  in  the 
more  convenient  and  economical  management  of  the  general  business  of 
the  road. 

This  policy  of  providing  for  all  expenditures  from  revenue  should  satisfy 
stockholders,  because  it  better  secures  their  usual  rate  of  dividend  by 
requiring  it  only  on  the  present  number  of  shares,  and  tends  to  improve 
the  whole  value  of  the  property,  without  diminishing  their  proportion  by 
an  increase  of  stock.  It  should  also  satisfy  the  public,  so  long  as  the 
strictest  impartiality  is  observed  in  the  charges  upon  all  who  contribute 
to  the  revenue.  It  saves  them  from  the  general  evil  of  a  further  increase 
of  railroad  capital,  and,  retaining  from  the  net  profits  but  a  fair  remunera- 
tion for  stockholders,  gives  all  the  surplus  for  their  better  accommodation. 
And  should  the  business  of  the  road  be  continued  without  material  diver- 
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sion  for  a  term  of  years,  so  as  to  allow  the  completion  of  the  desired  im- 
provements, the  corporation  may  then  find  itself  in  a  condition  to  reduce 
its  rates. 

The  whole  amount  charged  in  the  books  of  the  company  as  the  cost  of 
construction  and  equipment,  has  been  $2,045,457  50.  By  an  appraise- 
ment, recently  made  with  great  care,  of  all  the  fixed  property  of  the  road, 
its  present  value  is  $1,945,646  68.  Much  of  this  property  is  perishable, 
and  much  of  its  value  depends  upon  that  of  the  franchise,  which  is  al- 
ways liable  to  depreciation  through  the  construction  of  competing  lines ; 
and,  in  order  to  prevent  its  standing  upon  the  books  at  a  rate  above  its 
present  real  value,  the  Directors  determined  to  meet  this  depreciation  in 
full,  and  accordingly  ordered  the  difference  between  these  two  amounts,  or 
$99,810  82  to  be  charged  to  "  Transportation  account,"  and  credited  to 
construction  and  equipment,  which  has  been  done ;  so  that  the  present 
charges  against  the  several  items,  which  constitute  the  property  of  the 
company,  correspond  with  the  present  value  thereof. 

During  the  past  year  the  Directors  have  issued  $30,000  of  new  stock, 
in  sixty  shares,  which  were  authorized  for  the  construction  of  the  Woburn 
Branch  Railroad.

The  following  fatal  accidents  and  serious  injuries  have  occurred  during 
the  year  ending  December  1st,  1849  : — 

Dec.  8,  1848. — James  A.  White,  aet.  28,  walking  on  the  track,  near 
Bacon's  Bridge,  in  Medford,  was  run  over  by  a  passenger  train  and  in- 
stantly killed. 

Jan.  12,  1849. — Joseph  Langley,  in  the  employment  of  the  Northern 
Railroad  Company,  was  caught  between  two  cars  in  a  merchandise  train, 
at  East  Cambridge,  and  had  his  jaw  broken. 
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March  13.- — Gilman  Hazeltine,  a  brakeman,  in  the  employment  of  the 
Northern  Railroad  Company,  on  a  freight  train  whilst  passing  over  the 
road,  struck  his  head  against  a  bridge,  and  was  so  injured  that  he  died  on 
the  18th. 

March  14. — The  dead  body  of  Annie  O.  Berne,  set.  65,  was  found  on 
the  railroad  near  Concord  River  Bridge.  It  is  believed  she  was  killed 
by  being  run  over  by  a  train  whilst  she  was  walking  on  the  track  in  the 
night. 

April  14. — Benj.  Moore,  of  Medford,  not  in  the  employment  of  the 
corporation,  whilst  moving  freight  cars  at  the  Medford  station,  was 
crushed  between  them,  and  so  injured  that  he  died  May  3d. 

May  5. — David  Graham  got  on  to  a  merchandise  train  without  permis- 
sion, after  it  had  left  Boston,  and,  in  jumping  off  at  South  Woburn,  his 
foot  was  run  over  by  the  train  and  crushed. 

Sept.  22. — Barnard  Bracely,  whilst  walking,  after  dark,  on  the  track  at 
East  Cambridge,  was  run  over  by  a  passenger  train  and  instantly  killed. 
A  coroner's  jury  was  summoned,  who,  in  their  verdict,  stated  that  no 
blame  could  be  attached  to  the  agents  of  the  road. 

Nov.  30. — James  Carroll,  in  the  employment  of  the  corporation,  whilst 
moving  freight  cars  at  East  Cambridge,  had  his  arm  broken  by  its  being 
crushed  between  them.

FIFTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF   THE 


BOSTON  AND  MAINE  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 


To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  : — 

In  presenting  the  Fifteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Boston  and  Maine 
Railroad,  the  Directors  beg  leave  to  remark,  that  the  past  year  has  been 
one  of  vicissitude  and  trial  for  this  road,  inasmuch  as,  in  addition  to  fluc- 
tuations of  business,  occasioned  by  the  monetary  condition  of  the 
country,  and  by  the  visitation  of  that  pestilence,  which  has  traversed 
our  land  and  diminished  materially  the  public  travel,  conflagrations  have 
repeatedly  reached  the  property  of  the  Corporation  and  destroyed  a  costly 
bridge  at  Salmon  Falls,  and  all  the  extensive  repair  shops  at  Lawrence, 
involving  the  company  in  heavy  losses,  which,  with  the  destruction  previ- 
ously experienced,  of  a  freight  house,  and  a  large  amount  of  merchandise 
at  Dover,  have  caused  an  actual  annihilation  of  property,  exceeding 
seventy  thousand  dollars  in  amount.  These  accumulated  losses  to  the 
Company  have  proved  a  serious  drawback  upon  its  earnings  and  thus  cur- 
tailed the  dividend. 

The  usual  July  dividend  has  been  delayed  to  the  end  of  the  year,  by 
the  action  of  the  stockholders,  in  the  protracted  inquiry  and  severe  scru- 
tiny, which  they  caused  to  be  instituted  through  their  committee  of 
investigation.  The  result  of  this  examination  into  the  condition  of  the 
company,  proves  the  unquestionable  soundness  of  the  enterprise,  and  calls 
for  renewed  diligence  on  the  part  of  the  directors  ;  and  must  give  to  the 
stockholders  and  the  public  the  fullest  confidence  in  the  future  prosperity 
of  the  road.

It  may  here  be  remarked,  that  in  the  expenditures  proper,  for  the  last 
year,  is  included  a  considerable  amount  of  charges,  incurred  in  previous 
years,  which  go  to  swell  the  cost  of  operating  the  road.  It  has  been 
deemed  quite  important  by  the  present  board,  to  reach  and  liquidate 
every  claim  chargeable  upon  the  road,  and  this  has  been  successfully 
accomplished,  with  the  exception  of  certain  land  damages  and  demands 
sfor  personal  injury,  which  were  considered  too  exorbitant  to  be  sub- 
mitted to ;  but  these,  with  the  exception  of  the  mill-pond  lands  in  this 
city,  will  not  probably  exceed  fifty  thousand  dollars,  while  the  property 
on  hand,  not  required  for  the  use  of  the  road,  which  may  be  made  avail- 
able at  some  future  time,  will  fully  provide  for  these  contingencies. 
A  careful  appraisal  has  been  made  of  all  the  stock  and  materials  on 
hand,  for  repairs,  and  of  the  wood  for  the  use  of  the  road,  so  that  its 
position  is  known  with  a  good  degree  of  accuracy. 

A  considerable  outlay  will  be  required  the  coming  year,  for  new  depot 
buildings  at  Andover,  Lawrence,  and  North  And  over,  as  provided  for  by 
the  stockholders,  and  also  for  new  engines,  passenger  and  merchandise 
cars,  and  repair  shop  at  Lawrence,  to  meet  the  growing  demands  upon 
the  company. 

The  capital  stock  of  the  company  being  increased  by  the  sum  of 
$600,000  at  this  time,  and  additional  facilities  being  furnished  to  the 
public,  it  has  become  necessary  to  raise  the  fares  to  an  average  of  about

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two  and  a  half  cents  per  mile.  This  increase,  however,  will  not  exceed 
that  of  most  of  the  costly  roads  terminating  in  Boston,  and  will  still  be 
below  that  of  some  of  them ;  and  it  cannot,  it  is  believed,  be  considered 
burdensome  by  a  reasonable  public. 

New  avenues  of  ingress  and  egress  are  extended  to  this  road ;  and 
since  the  last  annual  report,  arrangements,  mutually  satisfactory,  have 
been  made  with  the  following  roads  for  the  conveyance  of  freight  and 
passengers,  to  wit :  The  Great  Falls  and  Conway,  the  Cochecho,  the 
Essex,  the  Lowell  and  Lawrence,  and  the  Manchester  and  Lawrence 
Railroads,  already  in  operation,  and  the  South  Reading  Branch  Rail- 
road, about  to  be  constructed. 

These  arrangements  increase  vastly  the  public  accommodation,  and 
while  the  directors  of  this  road  are  anxious  to  become  the  recipients  of 
such  business  as  may  fairly  be  brought  to  it,  they  are  equally  desirous  to 
avoid  a  hurtful  competition,  or  to  do  any  act  that  shall  encroach  upon  the 
rights,  or  conflict  with  the  acknowledged  claims  of  other  roads  to  public 
consideration. 

'It  is  the  duty,  and  should  be  the  policy  of  Railroads,  to  afford  all  rea- 
sonable accommodation  to  the  community,  at  such  rates  of  fares  as 
will  fairly  remunerate  the  stockholders  for  their  outlay  of  capital,  and 
the  risks  attendant  on  enterprises  of  this  character;  and,  with  a  full, 
recognition  of  these  principles,  it  will  be  the  aim  of  the  directors  so  to 
manage  the  affairs  of  the  company  as  to  protect  both  of  these  interests. 

A  portion  of  the  community  is  inclined  to  regard  Railroads  as  an 
infliction  or  encroachment,  unnecessarily  imposed  upon  individual  rights, 
and  seem  reluctant  to  concede  that  the  benefits  greatly  outweigh  the 
injury. 

In  the  management  of  a  concern  of  so  many  ramifications,  the  utmost 
care  and  caution  will  not  always  protect  the  public  against  accidents? 
occasioned  by  the  misplacing  of  a  switch,  or  by  a  collision.  Scarcely  a 
man  lives  that  is  not  off  his  guard  at  times,  and,  although  negligence  and 
inattention  are  chargeable  upon  the  servants  of  the  road  sometimes,  still, 
it  is  believed  that  carelessness,  thoughtlessness,  or  foolhardiness  of  pas- 
sengers, or  of  persons  travelling  on  the  line,  or  across  the  road,  are  the 
fruitful  causes  of  injury,  for  which  the  officers  of  the  road  are  often 
unjustly  censured.  And  the  fact  is  especially  verified  by  a  review  of  the 
accidents,  which  have  occurred  on  the  road  since  the  time  to  which  the 
last  annual  report  was  prepared.  In  every  case,  a  want  of  care  and 
attention  on  the  part  of  the  injured,  has  been  the  primary  cause  of 
disaster.

The  following  serious  accidents  have  occurred  on  the  Boston  and 
Maine  Railroad,  during  the  past  year. 

On  twentieth  of  December,  1848,  Dennis  Driscoll,  of  Reading,  a 
laborer  on  a  gravel  train,  fell  from  the  car  on  which  he  was  riding,  was 
run  over  by  the  train,  and  was  killed. 

On  twenty-first  of  April,  1849,  George  H.  Prince,  of  Boston,  a  boy  11 
years  old,  was  so  badly  injured  by  falling  from  the  cars  while  they  were 
being  backed  into  the  Boston  station,  that  he  died  in  about  one  hour.  He 
had  just  before  been  ordered  a  second  time  from  the  cars. 

On  twenty-sixth  of  May,  1849,  John  Roach,  of  Lawrence,  a  laborer  on 
a  gravel  train,  was  killed  in  attempting  to  get  on  the  train  when  in 
motion. 

On  fourth  of  July,  1849,  Peter  Moore,  of  Somerville,  while  lying 
asleep  on  the  track  in  Somerville,  in  the  night  time,  was  badly  injured 
by  the  engine  running  over  his  arm,  which  required  amputation. 

On  twenty-eighth  of  August,  1849,  Cornelius  Sullivan,  of  Maiden, 
while  walking  on  the  track  near  Edgeworth,  in  Maiden,  was  struck  by 
an  inward  train,  and  killed.  He  was  looking  at  an  approaching  train  on 
the  other  track,  and  did  not  notice  the  train  which  killed  him. 

On  twenty-seventh  of  September,  1849,  John  McCurdy,  of  Medford, 
in  leaving  the  cars  at  the  Somerville  station,  by  mistake  stepped  off  on 
the  wrong  side,  and  where  there  was  no  platform,  and  was  struck  and 
killed  by  another  train  slowly  passing. 

On  tenth  of  October,  1849,  John  Scanels,  of  Dover,  a  laborer  on  a 
gravel  train,  fell  from  the  cars,  and  was  killed. 

On  twentieth  of  November,  1849,  Samuel  O'Donelly  jumped  from  a 
train  while  in  motion,  near  Maiden  station,  and  fell  under  the  car  wheels, 
which  ran  over  and  killed  him.

During  the  whole  year  there  have  been  run  daily,  Jive  regular  passen- 
ger trains  from  Boston  to  Worcester  and  back  ;  no  trip  has  been  lost. 
Two  trains  to  Milford  and  back.  Two  trains  to  Saxonville  and  back. 
Five  to  Newton  Lower  Falls  and  back.  And  from  seven  to  nine  to 
Brookline  and  back. 

Of  the  whole  number  of  (959,557)  passengers  transported  in  these 
trains,  only  two  were  hurt,  and  they  by  their  own  carelessness, 
riding  with  their  arms  out  of  the  window,  in  violation  of  published  rules. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  accidents  during  the  year,  viz. : — 

December  28.  Dr.  J.  H.  York,  of  South  Boston,  in  driving  his 
chaise  over  the  Kneeland  street  crossing,  came  in  contact  with  a  train 
backing  out  of  the  depot,  was  thrown  from  the  chaise  and  slightly  injured. 
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April  7.  L.  V.  Brittan,  a  brakeman  on  freight  train,  while  passing 
under  a  bridge  in  Newton,  was  thrown  down  and  lost  one  hand. 

April  28.  Patty  Stone,  an  old  lady,  (apparently  insane)  threw  herself 
against  a  passing  train,  and  was  slightly  injured. 

May  2.  Anna  Kcerner,  an  Irish  girl  of  19,  was  found  dead  upon  the 
track  in  Boston,  supposed  to  have  been  knocked  down  and  killed  by  the 
Brookline  train. 

May  8.  Timothy  Croty,  a  freight  brakeman,  fell  from  the  train  in 
Grafton,  and  was  instantly  killed. 

May  12.  James  Brady,  a  freight  brakeman,  was  knocked  down  by  a 
passing  train,  in  Needham,  and  lost  both  hands. 

May  31.  William  Lass,  while  walking  on  the  track  in  Westboro', 
was  knocked  down  by  the  New  York  express  train,  and  fatally  injured. 

June  16.  An  Irishman,  name  unknown,  was  found  dead  upon  the 
track  in  Newton,  supposed  to  have  been  run  over  while  asleep. 

June  19.  James  McCoy,  engineer  of  the  Brookline  train,  came  in 
collision  with  the  New  York  express  train,  was  thrown,  or  jumped  from 
the  engine,  and  was  fatally  injured. 

Thomas  Andrews,  the  fireman,  was  seriously  injured,  and 

H.  W.  Fletcher,  brakeman  on  the  express  train,  slightly  so. 

July  27.  Joseph  Shed,  of  Newton,  while  crossing  the  track  in  Boston, 
(against  an  effort  of  the  flagman  to  stop  him)  was  knocked  down  and 
fatally  injured. 

August  1.  George  W.  Shaw,  of  Needham,  and  Wallace  Howe,  of 
Southboro',  each  had  an  arm  broken,  by  putting  them  out  of  the  window, 
(while  passing  a  car  standing  on  the  side  track.) 

August  11.  Joseph  Lewis,  (apparently  insane,)  while  standing  on  the 
track  under  Tremont  street  bridge,  was  knocked  down  by  the  Brookline 
train,  and  fatally  injured. 

August  13.  Polly  Nash,  an  insane  woman,  while  sitting  on  the  track 
in  the  evening,  was  run  over  and  instantly  killed. 

September  28.  Joseph  Heustis,  brakeman,  while  passing  under  a 
bridge  in  Needham,  was  knocked  down  and  slightly  injured. 

August  10.  Wm.  Wallace,  freight  brakeman,  was  slightly  injured, 
while  passing  under  a  bridge  in  Needham. 

August  12.  Joseph  Meinning,  freight  brakeman,  passing  under  Tre- 
mont street  bridge,  was  knocked  down  and  instantly  killed. 

The  return,  in  several  particulars,  varies  from  the  form  prescribed  by 
law,  for  the  reasons  stated  in  the  return  of  last  year ;  but  is  made 
as  nearly  conformable  as  can  be,  from  the  manner  in  which  the  books 
of  the  corporation  were  kept  at  the  commencement  of  their  work, 
and  prior  to  the   enactment   of   the   law   providing   for   the   return  of 
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their  expenditures,  under  the  distinct  heads,  in  those  particulars  in  which

In  compliance  with  the  requisitions  of  law,  the  Directors  of  the  Charles 
River  Branch  Railroad  Company,  respectfully  submit  this  their  first 
Annual  Report  of  their  doings,  &,c,  up  to  February  6,  1850. 

The  said  company,  with  its  corporators  and  members,  on  the  ninth 
day  of  June,  A.  D.  1849,  pursuant  to  lawful  notice,  met,  accepted  the 
act  to  incorporate  said  company,  (which  was  passed  on  the  first  day  -of 
May,  A.  D.  1849,)  and  was  duly  organized. 

Since  that  time  surveys  for  the  purpose  of  locating  the  road  have  been 
prosecuted,  and  are  supposed  to  be  nearly  complete.

John  A.  Draper,  carpenter,  while  descending  from 
the  top  of  a  merchandise  car,  was  struck  on  the  knee  by  another  car,  and 
his  hip  joint  displaced.     He  has  not  yet  fully  recovered  the  use  of  his  leg. 

November  13.  Ansel  Martin,  a  brakeman  on  the  merchandise  train, 
while  standing  on  the  top  of  a  car,  was  struck  on  the  head,  by  a  bridge, 
and  considerably  injured;  it  is  understood  that  he  has  nearly  recovered. 

September.  Charles  S.  Clapp,  a  fireman,  in  jumping  from  the  engine, 
when  it  was  thrown  from  the  track  by  a  rock,  that  had  slid  in  from  a  cut, 
was  disabled  from  work  several  weeks,  and  was  obliged  to  have  one 
finger  taken  off.

The  Report  required  by  law,  is  understood  to  refer  only  to  the  road 
incorporated  by,  and  situate  within  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  It  will 
consequently  exhibit  the  capital  stock  and  debt,  as  well  as  the  cost  and 
characteristics  of  such  road  only.  But  the  Eastern  Railroad  Company 
have,  under  the  authority  of  the  legislatures  of  both  states,  leased  the 
Eastern  Railroad  in  New  Hampshire,  and  agreed  to  pay  as  the  rent 
thereof,  the  same  dividends  to  the  stockholders  of  the  Eastern  Railroad 
in  New  Hampshire  as  to  their  own,  thereby  making  them  virtually,  during 
the  continuance  of  such  lease,  one  company.  The  two  roads  have,  con- 
sequently, been  operated  as  one.  The  equipment,  which  belongs  solely 
to  the  Eastern  Railroad  in  Massachusetts,  is  in  fact,  the  equipment  for 
54  and  not  for  38  miles  only.  It  has,  consequently,  been  impossible  to 
separate  either  the  earnings  or  the  expenses  of  these  different  roads,  and 
the  returns  to  the  Legislature  have  been  made  to  show  the  whole  busi- 
ness of  both  roads,  and  the  total  results. 

It  is  evident  that  in  this  mode,  the  different  parts  of  the  report  made, 
do  not  coincide.  Thus  the  number  of  miles  reported  to  be  run,  the  gross 
income  and  the  expenditures,  are  not  for  the  road  of  38  miles  and  its 
branches,  costing  a  given  sum,  but  for  a  road  of  54  miles,  costing  another 
and  a  larger  sum.  So  the  net  receipts  will  be  on  a  capital  much  larger 
than  is  stated  in  the  report. 

In  order  that  this  matter  may  be  fully  understood,  the  directors  of  the 
Eastern  Railroad  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  statement  of  the  cap- 
ital stock  of  the  combined  companies,  and  the  cost  of  the  Eastern  Rail- 
road, and  of  the  Eastern  Railroad  in  New  Hampshire,  which  latter  road 
is  16  miles  in  length,  making,  with  the  Eastern  Railroad  and  its  branch- 
es, 74  3366-5280  miles  of  road.

There  is  no  item  in  the  report  by  which  such  balance  is  directly 
shown,  and  no  statement  of  its  appropriation  required.  Owing  to  various 
circumstances,  considerable  amounts  of  property  have  accumulated  in 
the  hands  of  this  Company,  consisting  of  lands  at  East  Boston,  sundry 
estates  in  Massachusetts  and  New  Hampshire,  stocks,  balances  due,  all 
of  which  are  enumerated  and  valued  in  the  annual  reports,  made  to  the 
stockholders,  and  amounting  of  course  to  the  above  balance.  Much  of 
this  property  is  at  present  unproductive,  inasmuch  as  it  is  in  lands  un- 
occupied ;  but  it  is  rapidly  appreciating,  and  may  fairly  be  relied  upon  to 
pay  at  its  maturity,  a  large  part  of  the  debt  due  to  the  State.

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  an  Act  was  passed,  authorizing 
the  construction  by  this  company,  of  a  road  or  branch  from  North  Chel- 
sea through  Charleston,  to  a  point  in  Boston,  near  the  southerly  end  of 
Charles  River  Bridge,  and  the  issue  of  $500,000  of  new  stock  for  this 
purpose,  but  at  not  less  than  the  par  value.  This  act  has  been  accepted 
by  the  stockholders,  and  a  survey  and  definite  location  of  the  route  has 
been  made,  but  not  yet  filed.  The  peculiar  embarrassments  of  the  com- 
mercial community,  in  consequence  of  the  diversion  of  a  large  amount  of 
capital  from  its  ordinary  uses,  to  investments  in  manufacturing  and  rail- 
road enterprises  in  various  parts  of  the  country,  has  had  much  influence 
in  deterring  the  company  from  pursuing  this  undertaking  the  past  year, 
further  than  to  make   all  the  requisite  investigation  with  a  view  to  its 
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ultimate  construction.  But  had  the  corporation  been  desirous  of  press- 
ing forward  this  work  under  such  unfavorable  circumstances,  and  with 
results  injurious  to  the  public,  it  would  have  been  precluded  from  doing 
so,  by  the  provision  in  the  act,  prohibiting  the  issue  of  new  stock  for  its 
prosecution,  at  less  than  its  par  value.  It  is  believed  that  the  object  of 
the  Legislature  in  this  provision,  was  to  alleviate  the  monetary  pressure 
in  this  State,  and  discourage  the  immediate  prosecution  of  works  which, 
however  beneficial  they  may  eventually  prove,  ought  not  to  be  pressed 
through  in  a  manner  to  cause  either  public  injury  or  private  loss. 

Accidents. — None  have  happened  to  any  passenger  during  the  year,  of 
any  sort.  On  the  10th  of  December,  a  man  named  Edward  Downey,  was 
run  over  on  one  of  the  tracks  in  the  station  grounds  at  Salem,  by  which 
one  leg  and  one  foot  were  crushed,  and  both  subsequently  amputated. 
He  received  the  best  medical  assistance.

Accidents. 

On  the  22d  day  of  May,  in  the  town  of  North  Bridgewater,  two  young 
men  named  Leach,  with  a  carriage,  drove  upon  the  track  at  the  moment 
a  passenger  train  was  approaching.  The  consequence  was  a  collision, 
scattering  the  carriage  in  fragments,  and  resulting;  in  the  death  of  both 
the  young  men ;  one  died  immediately,  and  the  other  survived  but  for 
a  short  time.  It  is  believed  that  every  thing  was  done,  that  under  the 
circumstances  could  be  done,  by  those  in  the  management  of  the  train, 
to  avoid  the  occurrence.  The  bell  had  been  rung  for  the  usual  and  re- 
quired distance. 

On  the  30th  day  of  June,  Charles  Snell,  employed  by  the  company  as 
a  teamster,  was  in  the  act  of  moving  cars  with  a  horse,  upon  a  side  track, 
in  Fall  River ;  being  between  the  side  and  main  tracks,  an  engine  ap- 
proached, the  horse  took  alarm,  Snell  was  thrown,  and  in  such  manner, 
as  to  fall  between  the  rails  of  the  main  track  ;  the  engine  passed  over 
him,  he  was  seriously  injured,  but  has  since  recovered. 

On  the  night  of  the  23d  of  August,  James  Orswell,  also  in  the  compa- 
ny's employ,  while  discharging  the  duties  of  a  brakeman,  had  one  of  his 
legs  badly  fractured.  A  box  car  had  been  left  upon  a  side  track  at  the 
station  in  Middleboro',  which,  by  a  heavy  wind  had  been  moved  near  the 
main  track.  The  night  was  dark,  the  car  was  not  seen,  and  the  train  on 
which  Orswell  was  employed,  was  brought  in  contact  with  it.  The  con- 
sequence was,  the  upsetting  of  a  car,  and  the  injury  to  Orswell  as  above 
stated.     He  is  recovering. 

In  the  summer  of  1847,  the  corporation,  embarrassed  with  a  heavy 
debt,  with  a  large  portion  of  its  authorized  stock  unsold,  offered  it  to, 
and  it  was  taken  by  the  stockholders,  at  eighty  dollars  per  share.  The 
difference  between  the  amount  realized  and  the  par  value,  was  propor- 
tioned, and  charged  to  the  several  accounts  of  construction,  thereby  giv- 
ing to  the  road  and  equipment,  an  apparent  cost  largely  beyond  what  had 
actually  been  expended  therefor.  The  amount  realized  from  the  stock 
thus  sold,  however,  was  not  sufficient  to  cancel  the  entire  indebtedness  ; 
and  as  the  road  was  incomplete,  and  the  equipment  not  at  all  adequate  to 
the  business  in  supplying  these  deficiencies,  the  indebtedness  has  since 
been  considerably  increased. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  with  a  view  to  raising  funds  with 
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which  to  meet  this  indebtedness,  a  petition  was  presented  for  authority  to 
increase  the  capital  stock  of  the  company.  The  prayer  of  the  petition 
was  granted,  but  conditioned  that  none  of  the  stock  authorized  should  be 
sold  at  a  less  rate  than  one  hundred  dollars  per  share.  At  no  time  dur- 
ing the  past  year  has  the  stock  of  the  Fall  River  Railroad  Company  com- 
manded in  the  market  more  than  eighty-seven  dollars.  It  has  been  as 
low  as  eighty.  The  consequence,  therefore,  has  been,  that  for  the  pur- 
pose for  which  the  grant  was  desired,  it  has  proved,  and  for  some  time  to 
come  at  least,  is  likely  to  prove  entirely  unavailing.  Few  men  will  pay 
a  hundred  dollars  for  that  which  can  readily  be  obtained  at  from  eighty  to 
eighty-seven.  But  the  indebtedness  has  remained,  and  the  Directors, 
seeing  no  way  in  which  it  could  be  paid,  but  by  an  appropriation  of  in- 
come, have  ordered  thirty-one  thousand  Jive  hundred  dollars — equivalent 
to  three  dollars  for  each  share — taken  from  the  earnings,  and  credited  to 
the  several  accounts  of  construction,  in  manner  as  had  been  charged,  the 
loss  from  sale  of  stock  under  par  in  1847.  The  accounts  of  construction 
and  surplus  are,  therefore,  reported  less  than  they  were  on  the  30th  of 
November,  the  end  of  the  business  year,  by  the  amount  above  stated. 
All  other  matters  are  reported  for  the  year  ending  with  the  30th  day  of 
November.

The  Lancaster  and  Sterling  Branch  Railroad  is  being  constructed  by 
this  company,  by  authority  of  its  charter ;  the  grading  is  nearly  finished, 
and  the  iron  about  half  laid.  The  road  will  be  finished  the  ensuing 
spring.     The  details  will  be  given  in  the  next  Annual  Report. 

We  have  to  report  the  following  serious  accidents  : — 

January  1,  1849.  An  Irish  laborer  was  killed  by  jumping  off  a  snow 
plough,  in  Charlestown. 

February  24.  A  brakeman,  by  the  name  of  Whitcomb,  was  killed  by 
coming  in  contact  with  a  bridge,  while  carelessly  standing  on  the  top  of 
the  cars,  contrary  to  the  rules  of  the  road. 

April  11.  While  the  express  train  was  waiting  for  the  accommodation 
train,  on  a  turnout  at  Littleton,  the  switchman  turned  the  switch  just 'as 
the  accommodation  train  was  approaching,  and  brought  the  accommodation 
train  in  contact  with  the  express  train.  The  engines  and  cars  were  some- 
what injured,  and  two  or  three  persons  slightly  bruised. 

April  19.  A  milkman  got  on  top  of  the  cars  to  sweep  the  snow  ofi^ 
between  South  Acton   and  Concord,   and  persisted   in  remaining  there 
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after  being  told  to  get  down.     His  head  came  in  contact  with  a  bridge, 
and  he  was  instantly  killed. 

July  26.  A  cow  was  run  over  at  Leominster  and  the  train  thrown  off 
the  track,  slightly  injuring  one  passenger. 

August  6.  An  Irishman  jumped  off  the  cars  while  in  motion,  to  avoid 
paying  his  fare,  and  was  killed. 

August  24.  An  operative,  by  the  name  of  Whitter,  was  injured  by 
shackling  cars  together,  at  Charlestown,  so  that  he  died  the  next  morning. 

September  4.  Mr.  Joseph  B.  Swett  was  killed  in  Somerville,  by  at- 
tempting to  drive  over  the  crossing,  ahead  of  the  train,  and  against  the 
remonstrance  of  the  man  at  the  crossing,  and  after  the  gate  was  shut. 

September  14.  Mr.  Amos  Fairbanks  passed  on  to  a  platform  between 
the  two  tracks  at  Somerville,  with  a  basket  on  his  arm,  just  as  the  two 
trains  were  approaching.  His  basket  was  struck  by  the  up  train,  and  he 
was  thrown  under  the  train,  and  instantly  killed.  He  was  cautioned  not 
to  go  where  he  stood  when  he  was  struck. 

October  23.  A  drunken  Irishman  was  walking  on  the  track,  near 
Shirley  station,  and  was  struck  by  the  freight  train,  and  killed. 

November  14.  An  Irishman  was  killed,  by  jumping  from  the  ears 
while  in  motion,  between  Groton  and  Shirley. 

December  1.  While  the  gravel  train  was  in  motion,  near  Hardy's 
switch  in  Cambridge,  a  brake  iron  broke  and  let  the  brake  on  to  the  rail  ; 
when  passing  a  frog  it  caught  on  the  point  of  the  frog,  and  threw  the  cars 
off  the  track,  killing  instantly  four  Irish  laborers,  who  were  riding  on  the 
cars,  and  slightly  injuring  two  others. 

December  10.  An  Irishman  was  killed  on  the  Lexington  and  West 
Cambridge  Road,  by  attempting  to  drive  a  wagon  over  a  crossing,  ahead 
of  a  train  which  was  approaching.

The  following  fatal  and  serious  accidents,  have  occurred  during  the 
year : — 

On  the  27th  day  of  November,  1848,  Col.  James  Butterfield,  of  Tyngs- 
borough,  was  walking  on  the  track,  from  Chelmsford  towards  Tyngs- 
borough,  at  about  six  o'clock  in  the  evening.  It  was  quite  dark,  and 
lights  were  on  the  engines  and  cars.  When  within  about  one-half  mile 
of  Tyngsborough  station,  and  near  the  place  where  the  up  and  down 
trains  usually  passed  each  other,  he  was  seen,  by  the  engineman  on  the 
down  train,  to  step  entirely  off  beyond  the  other  track.  This  he  did  not 
do  until  the  engine  had  approached  so  near  to  him,  as  to  bring  him  within 
the  circle  of  light  from  the  reflector  on  the  front  of  the  engine.  Being 
off  the  track,  he  was  not  discovered  by  the  engineman  on  the  up  train 
until  he  stepped  in  immediately  before  the  engine,  and  was  crushed 
instantly.  So  immediate  was  the  contact,  that  the  engineman  could  not 
discover  whether  it  was  a  human  being,  or  some  animal.  The  instant  he 
saw  something  step  in  before  his  engine,  he  gave  the  alarm  and  reversed 
his  motion,  and,  on  going  back,  the  body  was  found,  so  crushed  and 
mutilated,  that  it  was  difficult  to  indentify  his  person. 

On  the  17th  day  of  May,  1849,  while  the  gravel  train  was  employed  in 
filling  up  a  deep  chasm,  back  of  the  buildings  in  Nashville,  four  cars 
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became  detached  from  the  train,  and  ran  off  the  ways,  and  fell  some 
twenty  feet,  into  the  pit.  By  this  accident,  Hugh  Tague,  who  was  em- 
ployed on  the  train,  was  severely  injured,  but  has  since  recovered.

NEWBURYPORT  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 


At  the  date  of  the  last  report,  contracts  for  grading  the  first  section  of 
the  road,  to  Georgetown,  had  just  been  made.  The  work  has  been  pro- 
secuted during  the  year,  as  rapidly  as  the  means  of  the  company  would 
permit ;  and,  at  the  present  time,  the  whole  section  of  eight  miles  and 
179  rods,  from  Newburyport  to  Georgetown,  is  in  such  a  state  of  for- 
wardness, that  a  few  weeks  of  favorable  weather  will  suffice  to  place 
it  in  running  order.  There  has  been  expended,  for  graduation  and 
masonry,  thus  far,  $29,794  39,  and  for  superstructure,  including  iron, 
$27,716  25;  for  land,  land  damages  and  fencing,  $4,069  53;  for  en- 
gineering, $3,102  21,  (of  which  $1,110  during  the  past  year,)  and,  for 
all  other  expenses,  $1,822  28.     Total  expenditures,  $66,504  66. 

The  rails  are  lain  on  about  seven  miles  and  a  half  of  the  road,  and  the 
gravel  trains  are  employed  in  finishing  the  work.  On  the  remaining  por- 
tion of  the  road,  about  one  mile,  the  road  bed  is  finished,  ready  for  the 
rails,  which  will  be  put  down  as  soon  as  the  weather  will  permit.

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In  submitting  their  Third  Annual  Report,  the  Directors  of  the  Norfolk 
County  Railroad  Company  would  state,  that  their  road  was  opened  for 
travel  on  the  23d  day  of  April  last;  and,  on  the  18th  day  of  May  follow- 
ing, the  whole  movable  property  of  the  company  was  placed  in  the 
hands  of  assignees,  for  the  benefit  of  all  concerned. 

The  directors  felt  compelled  to  this  course,  in  consequence  of  the 
large  amount  of  debt  then  rapidly  maturing,  and  the  disfavor  with  which 
railroad  securities  were  received  by  the  public ;  since  which  time,  a 
mortgage  of  the  whole  property  of  the  corporation,  has  been  executed  in 
favor  of  Messrs.  Robert  G.  Shaw,  J.  Amory  Davis,  and  Charles  T.  Rus- 
sell, as  trustees  for  the  bond  holders,  in  accordance  with  an  agreement 
made  between  the  directors  and  creditors  of  the  company,  and  under 
which  the  debt  of  the  corporation  is  rapidly  being  funded. 

This  will  relieve  the  company  of  much  of  the  embarrassment  under 
which  it  has  labored  during  the  past  year.  And,  as  the  stations,  turn- 
outs, &c,  are  now  about  completed,  the  directors  believe  there  will  be  a 
very  considerable  increase  of  business  on  the  road  the  coming  season. 

No  accident  has  occurred  on  the  road  since  it  was  opened  for  travel.

The  following  are  all  the  casualties,  required  by  law  to  be  reported, 
that  have  occurred  on  the  Norwich  and  Worcester  Railroad,  in  the  year 
ending  November  30,  1849  : — 

January  4.  At  the  second  crossing  of  Pomfret  station,  a  sleigh,  with 
two  horses  in  it,  came  in  contact  with  the  cars,  and  was  upset ;  a  lady 
not  badly  injured. 

January  29.  The  cars  of  the  Norwich  and  Worcester  Railroad  ran 
into,  at  the  crossing  near  Worcester,  by  the  engine  of  Western  Railroad, 
by  which  a  passenger  car  was  injured,  and  the  conductor  of  the  Norwich 
and  Worcester  Railroad  slightly  bruised,  and  Mr.  Parker,  a  passenger,  so 
injured  as  to  confine  himself  to  the  house  ten  to  fourteen  days. 

April  23.  A.  W.  Ainsworth,  while  attempting  to  get  upon  the  express 
freight  train,  when  crossing  Myrtle  street,  Worcester,  for  the  purpose  of 
riding  to  the  depot,  fell  between  the  last  two  cars  of  the  train,  and  had  both 
legs  broken.  As  he  had  been  previously  cautioned  not  to  get  upon  the 
train,  no  blame  could  be  attached  to  the  employees  of  the  company. 

June  3.  John  Greenhatch,  a  fireman  on  steamboat  train,  when  coup- 
ling two  cars  at  Allyn's  Point,  was  caught  between  them,  fracturing  his 
collar  bone,  and  two  ribs. 

June  8.  A  passenger  fell  from  the  platform  of  second  class  car,  in 
evening  accommodation  train  from  Worcester,  when  near  Oxford  sta- 
tion, and  was  instantly  killed.  He  was,  as  was  supposed  by  the  con- 
ductor, intoxicated. 

Only  one  other  passenger  has  been  killed  on  the  road  since  it  was 
opened  for  travel.  He  left  his  seat  on  the  first  class  passenger  car,  and 
was  standing  on  the  platform,  in  front  of  second  class  passenger  car,  next 
to  the  tender,  and  was  destroyed  by  collision  of  a  passenger  train  and  two 
freight  cars,  loaded  with  iron,  which  became  detached  from  a  freight 
train,  on  an  ascending  grade. 

September  14.     A  collision  between  the  Pomfret  train,  for  Norwich, 
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and  the  express  freight  train,  (irregular,)  took  place  near  Danielsonville  ; 
no  person  injured. 

October  29.  Mr.  Fales,  a  temporary  brakeman  on  freight  train,  while 
passing  Jewitt  city  bridge,  was  thrown  from  the  cars,  and  killed  ;  also, 
John  Madigan,  a  brakeman  on  a  freight  train,  was  slightly  injured  by 
humper,  while  coupling  cars,  near  Fisherville  station.

The  following  serious  accidents  have  occurred  during  the  year  : — 

March  23,  1849. — Elizabeth  Shep,  of  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick^ 
was  instantly  killed  at  Quincy,  having  been  struck  by  a  car,  while  indis- 
creetly attempting  to  enter  a  train  while  in  motion. 

April  14,  1849. — Thomas  Johnson,  a  brakeman,  in  the  service  of  the 
company,  lost  his  life  by  being  caught  between  a  passenger  car  and  a 
tender,  while  in  the  act  of  connecting  them  together. 

May  8,  1849. — Robert  Hall,  of  Cohasset,  lost  his  life  at  the  Boston 
station,  by  attempting  to  enter  a  train  while  in  motion. 

July  17,  1849. — Eugene  Sullivan,  a  laborer,  who  had  been  at  work  for 
the  company  at  their  gravel  pit,  incautiously  stepped  in  front  of  a  train 
in  rapid  motion,  and  lost  his  life  in  consequence. 

August  2,  1849. — T.  G.  C.  Morse,  of  Framingham,  a  fireman,  in  the 
service  of  the  company,  lost  his  life  at  South  Braintree,  by  exposing  him- 
self while  shackling  two  freight  cars  together,  at  the  junction  with  the 
Fall  River  Railroad. 

September  27,  1849. — E.  P.  Robinson,  a  conductor  on  the  Bridgewater 
Branch,  had  one  of  his  legs  fractured  at  the  Bridgewater  station,  while 
applying  the  brake  to  his  train,  which  had  been  detached  from  the  en- 
20 
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gine,  and  was  entering  the  depot  with  unusual  speed.     The  train  struck 

the  platform,  at  the  end  of  the  depot,  and  one  of  the  passengers,  Mr. 

Howland,  of  Abington,  was  thrown  across  a  seat  and  considerably  bruised. 

No  other  passenger  is  known  to  have  been  injured. 

September  8,  1849. — Thomas  Murray,  a  laborer,  in  the  service  of  the 

company,  fractured  his  leg  by  falling  from  a  small  hand  car,  while  in 

motion.

The  Stony  Brook  Railroad  is  leased  to  the  Nashua  and  Lowell  Rail- 
road Company,  by  a  written  lease,  a  copy  of  which  accompanied  the 
return  for  the  year  1848 ;  in  consequence  of  which,  we  are  unable  to 
return  many  of  the  facts  required  by  law.  The  facts  stated  above,  under 
the  head  of  doings  for  the  year,  are  derived  from  the  books  of  said  com- 
pany, or  from  persons  employed  by  them. 

On  the  first  day  of  May,  1849,  George  Balcom,  a  brakeman,  employed 
upon  the  passenger  train,  in  passing  from  Lowell  to  the  Groton  junction, 
was  killed  by  coming  in  contact  with  a  bridge,  at  the  Groton  road. 
There  was  nothing  that  required  his  presence  on  the  top  of  the  car  at  the 
time ;  and  it  is  supposed  that  he  was  attempting  to  pass  from  the  baggage 
car  to  the  engine,  from  mere  curiosity,  the  train  being  at  the  time  about 
four  miles  from  the  point  when,  in  the  ordinary  run  of  the  same,  he 
would  be  required  at  the  brakes.

Report   of  Accidents. 

The  Directors  of  the  Vermont  and  Massachusetts  Railroad,  regret  that 
they  are  obliged  to  report  the  following  serious  accidents  on  their  road, 
the  past  year  : — 

August  8.  A  man,  by  the  name  of  Rich,  was  killed  on  the  road,  in 
the  following  manner  :  He  was  walking  on  the  track,  just  above  the 
depot  in  Fitchburg,  near  Sheldon's  crossing.  It  was  about  eight  o'clock 
in  the  evening.  The  last  train  was  proceeding  up  the  road,  when  the 
engine  struck  him,  and  he  was  instantly  killed.  It  was  dark,  and  nothing 
could  be  seen  beyond  the  rays  of  the  lantern. 

Edward  Safford,  a  boy  twelve  years  of  age,  was  killed  in  Fitchburg,  in 
the  following  manner  :   Several  gravel   cars  were  standing,  out  of  use, 
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upon  a  turnout.  A  company  of  boys  assembled  to  play  with  them,  unob- 
served by  any  of  the  officers  of  the  road.  They  pushed  one  of  the  cars 
up  a  slight  grade,  and  then  rode  down  upon  it.  After  doing  this  several 
times,  the  boy  who  has  been  named,  fell  off,  and  was  so  seriously  wounded 
by  the  wheels  passing  over  him,  that  he  died  in  about  two  hours. 

September  3.  Edward  Shine,  employed  on  the  gravel  train,  was  killed 
in  Brattleborough,  Vt.,  in  the  following  manner  :  He  was  assisting  in 
changing  some  freight  cars  at  the  Brattleborough  station ;  and,  while 
standing  very  carelessly  on  a  box  car,  his  head  struck  the  water  spout; 
which  threw  him  off;  the  cars  went  over  him,  and  caused  instant  death. 
Although  this  accident  transpired  out  of  the  limits  of  Massachusetts,  we 
have  thought  it  best  to  mention  it. 

October  3.  Cornelius  Sullivan,  a  laborer,  employed  on  the  gravel 
train,  was  killed  in  the  town  of  Athol,  in  the  following  manner  :  By  his 
neglect,  the  car  had  not  been  properly  secured,  after  its  load  was  dis- 
charged. He  was  upon  it ;  and  while  it  was  under  way,  with  a  backward 
motion,  it  dumped,  and  threw  him  on  to  the  track.  The  whole  train 
passed  over  him,  causing  instant  death.

The  Directors  of  the  West  Stockbridge  Railroad  Corporation  present 
their  Twelfth  Annual  Report,  to  the  Legislature.  The  directors  observe 
that  the  return  of  this  corporation,  made  last  year,  was,  in  common  with 
the  returns  of  many  other  corporations,  noticed  by  the  Committee  of  the 
Legislature,   as  greatly  defective   in   many  particulars  required  by  law. 
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The  present  return  will  not  be  found  more  complete.  The  directors 
gave,  in  their  return  for  1846,  (Senate  Document,  1847,  No.  30,)  reasons 
why  they  could  not  more  particularly  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the 
law,  in  their  returns.     They  desire,  now,  to  state  those  reasons  anew. 

The  road  constructed  by  this  corporation,  is  less  than  three  miles  in 
length,  extending  from  the  village  of  West  Stockbridge  to  the  line  of  the 
state  of  New  York,  and  forming  a  connecting  link  between  the  Berkshire 
Railroad,  which  terminates  at  this  village,  and  the  Western  and  Hudson, 
and  Berkshire  Railroads,  at  the  State  line. 

The  road  was  originally  constructed  at  the  same  time  that  the  con- 
struction of  the  Hudson  and  Berkshire  Railroad  was  in  progress,  in  the 
state  of  New  York;  was  built  under  the  direction  of  the  officers  of  the 
last  named  company,  and  in  part  with  their  means ;  and  no  separate  ac- 
counts were  kept,  to  our  knowledge,  except  so  far  as  was  necessary  to 
show  the  total  cost  of  the  West  Stockbridge  Railroad. 

This  corporation  has  never  owned  any  locomotives  or  cars,  and  never 
operated  the  road.  The  road  is  used  under  permanent  contracts  made 
by  us,  with  the  Berkshire  Railroad  Company  and  the  Hudson  and  Berk- 
shire Railroad  Company,  copies  of  which  may  be  found  appended  to  our 
Report  for  1844.  These  two  corporations  pay  us  for  the  use  of  our  road, 
and  keep  the  road,  buildings,  and  fixtures,  in  repair.  The  corporation 
owes  nothing,  and  the  amount  received  for  rent,  deducting  for  our  neces- 
sary expenses,  from  $50  to  $  100,  is  divided  annually  among  the  stock- 
holders, producing  a  dividend,  varying  from  four  to  six  per  cent.,  an- 
nually. The  road,  originally  constructed  with  the  common  flat  bar,  or 
what  is  commonly  called  a  "  wooden  road,"  was  relaid,  in  1846,  by  the 
Berkshire  Railroad  Company,  with  an  H  rail,  weighing  53  lbs.  to  the 
yard,  in  pursuance  of  an  arrangement  made  in  the  contract,  before 
referred  to.  The  cost  of  this  renewal  we  cannot  state.  It  is  not  included 
in  the  statement  of  total  cost  of  road. 

This  statement  of  our  position,  we  think,  will  show  why  we  cannot 
state  particulars  under  the  heads  of  "  Cost  of  Road,"  &c,  "  Expendi- 
tures for  Working  the  Road,"  "  Motive  Power  and  Cars,"  "  Estimated 
Depreciation,"  &c. 

There  is  no  way  for  us  to  obtain  the  necessary  information,  to  enable 
us  to  state  the  particulars  required  under  the  head  of  "  Characteristics  of 
Road,"  except  by  a  new  survey,  such  information  not  being  contained  in 
the  records,  or  papers  of  the  corporation. 

For  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  particulars  required  under  the  head 
of "  Doings  during  the  Year,"  we  have  requested  the  two  companies 
who  use  the  road,  to  furnish  us  with  the  necessary  statements;  but  they 
have  entirely  neglected  to  comply. 

We  think  that  these  statements  will  show  the  Legislature  that  we  have 
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complied  with  the  requisitions  of  the  law,  so  far  as  it  was  possible  for  us 
to  do  so  -r  and  we  suppose  that  the  deficiency  in  the  returns  of  a  corpora- 
tion so  unimportant,  will  not  be  considered  a  matter  of  material  conse- 
quence.
